The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : — 

An  unusual  feature  of  a  suicide  disclosed  at  an  inquest 
held  at  Cardiff,  on  November  4,  on  the  body  of  Mary 
Dixey,  aged  fifty-eight,  was  that  the  deceased  had  three 
times  previously"  attempted  to  kill  herself.  On  the  last 
two  occasions  lysol  was  used. 

An  inquest  was  held  in  Camberwell  (London),  on 
November  3,  on  the  body  of  Hannah  Zealander,  who 
died  in  a  private  asylum  in  Peckham  from  taking  lysol/ 
According  to  the  evidence  of  a  nurse,  the  deceased  was 
found  to  be  vomiting  after  being  left  alone  for  a  few 
minutes,  and  it  was  presumed  that  she  had  taken  the 
lysol  from  a  cupboard.  To  the  verdict  of  "  Suicide 
while  of  unsound  mind  "  the  jury  added  a  rider  to  the 
effect  that  the  supervisory  staff  in  the  ward  was  not 
sufficient  and  adequate  for  the  safety  of  the  patients  ; 
that  the  position  o-f  the  medicine  chest  was  unsatisfac- 
tory, and  that  it  should  be  placed  in  such  a  position 
that 'none  other  than  the  doctors  and  nurses  could  reach 
it  ;  that  the  lock  on  the  medicine  chest  was  gravely 
defective ;  and  that  the  locks  and  the  medicine  chests 
should  be  periodically  and  systematically  examined.

costs,  for  causing  a  dog  to  suffer  by  omitting  to  give 
it  necessary  care  and  attention. 

_ Motoring  fatality. — Mr.  Stanley  Frederick  Black- 
wood, an  assistant  at  a  Norwich  branch  of  Boots,  Ltd., 
was  riding  a  motor-cycle  in  the  city  on  November  4, 
and  when  turning  a  corner  came  into  collision  with  a 
four-ton  motor-lorry.  He  was  picked  up  unconscious, 
and  subsequently  died  in  Norwich  Hospital. 

Inquest. — A  verdict  of  "  Death  from  misadventure  " 
was  returned  at  an  inquest  held  at  Soutjhport,  on 
October  30,  on  the  body  of  Jack  Schofield,  described  as 
a  chemist's  apprentice,  who  died  from  coal-gas  poisoning. 
The  evidence  pointed  to  his  having  been  practising  in 
his  bedroom  with  a  lasso,  thereby  accidentally  turning 
on  the  gas. 

Embezzlement  charge. — At  Mansion  House  Police  Court, 
London,  on  October  30,  Charles  M.  Price  (39),  commercial 
traveller,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  em- 
bezzling small  sums  of  money  received  on  behalf  of 
Price's'  Soap  Co.,  Ltd.,  Victoria  Embankment,  E.C.,  his 
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employers.  Bail  in  the  defendant's  own  recognisances 
was  granted. 

Private  abrangement. — The  creditors  of  Mr.  W.  R.  W. 
Bull,  chemist  and  druggist,  Hyde  Park  Terrace,  Ply- 
mouth, were  called  together  on  October  30,  when  a  state- 
ment of  affairs  disclosed  liabilities  £617,  of  which  £209 
was  due  to  the  trade  and  £265  to  cash  creditors.  The 
assets  consisted  of:  -Stock-in-trade,  £510;  fixtures,  etc., 
£50 ;  book  debts  estimated  to  produce  £6 ;  making  total 
assets  £566,  from  which  had  to  be  deducted  £26  _  10s. 
for  preferential  claims.  It  was  reported  that  the  business 
was  established  about  seventeen  years  ago.  The  trading- 
was  fairly  successful  up  to  the  last  few  years,  but  during 
the  past  fifteen  months  or  so  Mr.  Bull  had  had  recourse 
to  money  lenders.  The  turnover  of  the  business  at 
present  amounted  to  about  £16  weekly,  while  the  rent 
was  £60  per  annum.  There  was  no  lease  of  the  premises. 
It  was  decided  that  the  meeting  should  be  adjourned 
to  enable  the  debtor  to  see  whether  he  could  obtain  a 
guarantee  for  a  composition  of  10s.  in  the  £r  payable 
at  three,  six,  and  nine  months.  The  following  are 
among  the  creditors:  Breeze's  (Plymouth),  Ltd.,  £11; 
May,  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  £98. 

In  the  courts. — At-  Berkhamsted,  on  October  28, 
James  Gent  was  sentenced  to  a  month's  hard  labour  for 
wilfully  damaging  a  plate-glass  window  at  the  premises 
of  Mr.'  A'exander  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  Tring. —

Northampton  Electric  Light  &  Power  Co.,  Ltd.,  obtained 
judgment  for  the  sum  of  £29  in  respect  of  the  supply 
of  electric  current  to  Mr.  John  Hu'cheon,  chemist^  and 
druggist,  St.  James's  Road,  who  was  also  ordered  to 
return  an  electric  cooker  and  meters. — In  Bow  County 
Court,  London,  on  November  3,  Perry  &  Hope.  Ltd., 
chemical  merchants,  Leadenhall  Street,  E.G.,  were 
awarded  £43  15s.  damages  against  H.  Ginsborg  &  Co.. 
wharfingers,  Bow  Bridge,  in  respect  of  the  non-delivery 
of  fifteen  carboys  of  acetic  acid.— At  Newcastle  Assizes, 
on  November  4,  James  Bell,  warehouseman,  was  bound 
over  on  a  charge  of  attempting  suicide,  and  another 
bill  against  him  (C.  &  D.,  October  25,  p.  588)  was 
thrown  out  by  the  grand  jury. — At  the  South-Western 
Police  Court,  London,  on  November  5,  Francis 
McCarthy,  Garratt  Lane,  Earlsfield,  described  as  a 
chemist  and  druggist,  was  fined  £25,  with  £3  3s.  costs, 
for  using  his  premises  for  betting.

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 

The  Pharmaceutical  Press  Association  proposes  to 
organise  a  "  Pharmacy  Week  "  in  Paris  next  month, 
with  a  general  meeting  for  pharmacists,  visits,  a  banquet, 
etc.  The  experiment  is  a  new  one,  and  the  definite 
programme  has  not  yet  been  published. 

Baron  de  Rothschild  a  perfumer. — Baron  Henri  de 
Rothschild,  who  in  addition  to  being  a  qualified  physician 
is  also  a  playwright  (as  "  Andre  Pascal  "),  has  now 
turned  his  attention  to  the  manufacture  of  perfumes, 
and  his  products  will  be  known  by  the  distinctive  name 
of  "  Isabey." 

Sunday  in  the  Provinces. — In  pursuance  of  the  1923 
Weekly  Rest  Law,  the  Sunday  closing  of  pharmacies  at 
Toulouse  and  at  Cahors  has  been  decreed  by  the  prefects 
of  the  respective  departments.  Six  pharmacies  will  remain 
open  every  Sunday  at  Toulouse,  and  one  at  Cahors,  to 
deal  with  urgent  orders. 

Two  daughters  of  professors  at  the  Paris  Faculty  of 
Pharmacy  are  at  present  engaged  as  assistants  in  retail 
pharmacies,  in  order  to  qualify  for  the  pharmaceutical 
diploma.  Although  women  students  of  pharmacy  yearly 
become  more  numerous  in  the  faculties,  the  number  who 
actually  go  into  retail  business  is  small,  and  in  Paris 
it  is  negligible. 

A  proprietary  racehorse. — A  new  and  effective  form 
of  publicity  was  demonstrated  at  the  Longchamps  race- 
course, when  a  horse  named  Cadum  was  entered  for  the 
Municipal  Council's  Cup,  and  passed  the  post  second  in 
the  finest  race  ever  run  .  for  this  important  prize. 
"  Cadum  "  is  the  well-known  proprietary  (in  the  form 
of  soap,  ointment,  etc.)  which  has  been  largely  advertised 
in  Paris  for  some  years  past. 

Distribution  of  samples. — The  prefecture  of  police  has 
drawn  the  attention  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Manufac- 
turers' Association  to  the  fact  that  the  delivery  of 
remedies  is  exclusively  reserved  to  duly  qualified  phar- 
macists, and  that  the  free  distribution  of  samples  to  the 
public  by  manufacturers  (as  practised  at  the  recent  Paris 
Fair,  etc.)  is  illegal.  As  the  document  in  question  makes 
no  comment  on  the  prevailing  practice  of  manufacturers 
mailing  samples  to  medical  men,  it  seems  probable  that 
this  will  be  tolerated. 

M.  Jocelyn  Robert,  Governor  of  Guadeloupe,  whose 
name  appeared  in  the  Paris  papers  recently,  is  the  same 
who  nearly  thirty  years  ago  was  president  of  the  Paris 
Pharmaceutical  Assistants'  Association.  It  was  during 
his  chairmanship  that  the  Association  definitely  threw  in 
its  lot  with  what  is  known  in  England  as  the  Labour 
movement,  and  set  up  its  headquarters  at  the  Paris 
Labour  Exchange.  In  those  days  such  drastic  measures 
as  Sunday  closing  and  the  application  of  an  Eight  Hours' 
Act  to  pharmacies  were,  of  course,  undreamed  of ;  and 
the  Association,  though  regarded  as  a  decidedly  militant 
body,  merely  agitated  for  9  o'clock  closing  and  a  Sunday 
half-holiday.  M.  Jocelyn  Robert  left  the  pharmacy 
counter  for  an  appointment  under  Government  of 
Reunion,  and  proved  himself  so  capable  that  in  course 
of  time  he  attained  his  present  position. 

Potash  supply  to  America. — The  "  Bulletin  de  la 
Societe  d'Etudes  et  d'lnformation  Eeonomiques  "  gives 
details  of  the  Franco-German  agreement  for  the  supply 
of  potash  to  America,  which  annually  imports  this  material 
to  the  value  of  about  $15,000,000  :"— 

Sulphate 

of  soda      Potash,  pure 
From  French  (Alsatian)  mines...    31.20%  68,500  tons 

From  German  mines    68.80%        131,500  tons 

These  proportions  are  based  on  the  1923  demand.  Should 
the  quantity  required  be  greater,  the  same  percentages 
will  be  respected.  Base  prices  are  fixed  at  $27  per  ton 
of  80  per  cent,  chloride  of  potassium.  The  cost  of  adver- 
tising will  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  the  total  percentages 
above  indicated,  i.e.,  37|  per  cent,  by  the  French  and 
62^  per  cent,  by  the  Germans.  The  agreement  is  for  three 
years. 


The  "  patent  "  question.— The  Eastern  "  Federation 
des    Co-operatives   d' Achat   des   Specialites  Syndicales  ". 
voted  the  following  programme  recently  : — 

(1)  Federation  of  existing-  societies,  exclusively  composed 
of  associated  pharmacists.  Formation  of  local  autonomous 
co-operative  purchasing  societies.  Purchases  in  common.  Ex- 
change of  proprietaries.  General  supervision  to  be  exercised 
by  the  General  Association  of  Pharmacists. 

(2)  For  outside  proprietaries,  efforts  to  secure  a  clear  profit 
of  30  per  cent.  "  Desinteressement  "  (boycotting)  if  neces- 
sary; by  co-operative  action  and  creation  of  rival  articles. 

(3)  For  direct  purchase  from  manufacturers,  effort  to 
obtain  5  per  cent,  or  6  per  cent,  over  and  above  the  30  per 
cent,  already  alluded  to. 

(4)  A  2  per  cent,  discount  in  addition  to  ensure  old  age 
and  widows'  pensions  to  those  who  sell  a  given  amount  of 
the  proprietaries  of  the  Federation. 

(5)  Establishment  of  co-operative  proprietaries,  the  pro- 
perty of  the  General  Association,  to  be  stocked  by  every 
associated  pharmacist,  these  to  be  prepared  according  to  the 
General  Association's  formulas  and  under  its  supervision. 

Kola  Astier. — A  bust  to  the  memory  of  Senator  Astier 
was  recently  unveiled  at  Le  Teil  (Ardeche)  by  M.  de 
Moro-Giafferri,  State  Secretary  of  Technical  Education. 
M.  Astier,  the  son  of  an  Ardeche  peasant,  qualified  at 
the  Paris  Faculty  of  Pharmacy  in  1882,  and  opened  a 
pharmacy  in  the  Avenue  Kleber,  nearly  opposite  the 
residence  of  a  certain  successful  Anglo-Parisian,  who  in 
his  young  days  was  assistant  at  Allen  &  Hanbury's  in 
Plough  Court.  Astier  was  one  of  the  pioneers,  com- 
mercially speaking,  in  the  introduction  of  kola  as  a 
medicament ;  and  the  handsome  competence  he  made  by 
his  proprietaries  gave  him  the  means  and  leisure  to 
seek  political  honours.  He  became  successively  municipal 
councillor  of  Paris,  deputy,  and  senator  for  the  Ardeche 
department.  He  also  sat  on  the  committee  for  the 
revision  of  the  pharmaceutical  curriculum  in  1908 ;  and 
was  one  of  the  organisers  of  the  office  of  chemicals  which 
rendered  such  sterling  service  to  the  Allied  cause  during 
the  Great  War.  His  exertions  in  the  cause  of  technical 
education  resulted  in  the  passing  of  what  is  known  here 
as  the  "  Astier  Act."    He  died  in  1918. 

Sunday  closing. — More  manifestations  by  assistants 
and  others  outside  pharmacies  which  remained  open  with- 
out the  authorisation  of  the  prefect  of  police  occurred 
on  November  2,  especially  in  the  Belleville  quarter  of 
Paris.  Three  businesses  were  induced  to  close.  Outside 
another  pharmacy  a  free  fight  occurred,  in  the  course  of 
which  one  of  the  manifestants  was  injured.  The  Asso- 
ciation of  "  Grandes  Pharmacies  de  France  et  Colonies  " 
has  addressed  a  letter  to  M.  Herriot,  asking  why  Sun- 
.  day  rest  (as  distinguished  from  "  weekly  rest  "  granted 
in  cafes  and  the  like)  should  be  applied  to  pharmacy 
assistants ;  and  pointing  out  sundry  inconveniences  of 
Sunday  closing.  Only  large  pharmacies,  the  letter  states, 
can  now  stock  every  article  required  to  execute  urgent 
prescriptions,  and,  briefly,  Sunday  closing  deprives  the 
public  of  its  right  to  choose  its  own  pharmacy.  The 
Association  of  Night  Pharmacies  draws  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  prefect  has  not  sufficiently  taken  into  con- 
sideration the  necessity,  in  a  city  like  Paris,  of  having 
some  pharmacies  open  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night. 
The  Free  Association  of  Pharmacists  (this  controversy 
has  called  attention  to  quite  a  number  of  associations 
of  which  one  hardly  suspected  the  existence)  asks  why 
forty  assistants  (the  allusion  is  evidently  to  the  number 
of  their  "  patrol  ")  should  be  allowed  to  manifest  against 
pharmacies  remaining  open  for  the  convenience  of  the 
public.  Some  of  these  protesting  pharmacists,  by  !he 
way,  have  declared  that  in  addition  to  remaining  opsn 
when  ordered  to  close,  they  will  close  on  the  Sundays 
when  it  is  their  turn  to  remain  open.  The  idea  is 
evidently  designed  to  increase  the  difficulties  of  the 
prefect,  but  the  Minister  of  Labour  has  declared  that 
should  they  adopt  the  course  indicated,  the  necessary 
arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  hospitals  to  keep 
their  pharmacies  open  to  the  public  (for  urgent  cases) 
throughout  the  Sunday.  A  municipal  councillor  asks 
the  prefect  why  the  police  do  mot  intervene  when  the 
assistants  of  pharmacies  remaining  open  without 
authorisation  are  roughly  handled  by  manifestants. 
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Catalogues  foe  Bolivia. — Advertising  matter,  and, 
indeed,  all  printed  matter,  including  journals,  is,  accord- 
ing to  No.  1,274  of  the  Bolivian  Customs  Tariff,  subject 
to  a  duty  of  2  centavos  on  every  kilo  gross  weight. 
However,  single  copies  sent  through  the  post  are  usually 
passed  by  the  Customs ;  in  the  case  of  valuable  cata- 
logues, etc.,  it  is  advisable  to  send  them  registered. 

Perfumes  in  French  West  Africa. — According  to  a 
French  official  report,  there  is  a  good  demand  for 
cheaper  grade  perfumes  in  the  French  possessions  in 
West  Africa,  where  the  style  of  package  is  of  more 
importance  than  the  quality  of  the  contents.  French 
products  are  faced  by  the  keen  competition  of  British 
and  German  preparations,  the  latter  especially  being 
offered  at  very  low  prices.  The  duty  on  perfumery  of 
all  kinds,  including  soaps,  containing  alcohol  is  400 
francs  per  100  litres,  but  not  less  than  12  per  cent. 
ad  valorem;  on  other  kinds,  20  per  cent,  ad  valorem, 
calculated  on  the  invoice  price   increased  by  25  per  cent. 

Eussian  opium  cultivation. — During  the  first  years  of 
Bolshevik  rule  the  Soviet  government  showed  itself  a 
decided  opponent  of  illicit  traffic  in  opium.  The  culti- 
vation of  the  poppy  in  Turkestan  was  prohibited  under 
the  direst  penalties,  and  the  owners  of  opium  plantations 
were  indemnified  for  the  loss  of  their  source  of  liveli- 
hood. Recently,  however,  reports  show  that  a  different 
attitude  has  been  adopted,  and  apparently  the  Russian 
People's  Commissary  for  Trade  is  conducting  an  extensive 
traffic  in  opium  with  China.  In  fact,  the  cultivation 
of  the  poppy  has  been  resumed,  and  it  is  stated  that 
during  the  past  year  over  300  poods  of  opium  were 
supplied  to  China  in  exchange  for  300,000  sheep. 

•  Latvia  excludes  foreign  dentifrices. — The  Latvian 
Minister- of  the  Interior  has  issued  an  order  prohibiting 
the  importation  of  foreign  dentifrices.  This  order,  which 
appeared  in  the  official  gazette  ("  Valdibas  Vestnesis  ") 
of  October  24,  reads  as  follows  :  "In  view  of  the  fact 
that  various  foreign  preparations  for  cleansing  the  mouth 
and  teeth  frequently  contain  substances  the  prolonged  use 
of  which  exerts  an  injurious  effect  on  the  body,  and  since 
dental  preparations  are  produced  in  large  quantities 
in  Latvian  laboratories  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Health  Department,  the  importation  of  foreign  mouth 
washes,  tooth  pastes  and  powders  is  henceforth  pro- 
hibited." The  chief  object  of  this  order  is  obviously  to 
protect  Latvian  preparations  from  foreign  competition, 
and  although  German  manufacturers  will  be  the  heaviest 
losers,  several  British  dentifrices,  for  which  a  popular 
demand  had  been  created  at  great  expense  and  trouble, 
will  also  be  excluded. 

Sanatoriums  and  direct  supplies. — The  various  Spanish 
ordinances  regulating  the  traffic  in  drugs,  poisons,  pi*o- 
prietary  medicines,  etc.,  stipulate  that  only  a  pharma- 
cist keeping  open  shop  may  supply  remedial  agents  to 
the  public,  including  medical  practitioners.  Recently,  a 
number  of  doctors,,  owners  of  sanatoriums  and  surgical 
institutes  in  Madrid,  petitioned  for  permission  to 
purchase  supplies  of  certain  medicines  direct  from  the 
manufacturers  or  wholesale  distributors,  alleging  the 
necessity  of  having  the  same  always  ready  at  hand,  and 
the  saving  in  cost.  In  turning  down  this  request  the 
Director-General  of  Health  reminds  the  petitioners  that 
this  concession  would  constitute  an  infringement  of  the 
regulations  in  force.  With  subtle  irony  he  proceeds  to 
demolish  the  two  arguments  advanced  by  the  doctors  to 
justify  their  claim  to  enjoy  special  terms.  In  the  first 
place,  they  are  reminded  that  pharmacies  are  available  at 
all  hours  of  the  day  and  night,  whereas  manufactories 
and  wholesale  houses,  from  which  the  petitioners  pro- 
pose to  draw  their  supplies,  being  subject  to  the  law 
on  working  hours,  would  be  open  for  eight  hours  daily 
on  weekdays  only.  Secondly,  the  Director -General  pro- 
ceeds, reasons  of  economy  cannot  have  prompted  the 
request,  since  in  the  sanatoriums  owned  by  the  petitioners 
a  charge  is  made  for  medicines,  etc.,  and,  therefore, 
the  only  person  competent  to  speak  on  this  point  would 
be  the  patient  who  has  to  pay  the  bill. 


Labelling  Chinese  exports. — When  foreign  exporters 
order  goods  from  Chinese  manufacturers  they  sometimes 
make  it  a  condition  that  the  goods  ordered  should  be 
packed  under  a  foreign  label  to  facilitate  sales.  This, 
however,  causes  difficulty  to  the  Customs  authorities, 
who  cannot  accord  the  special  tariff  privileges  enjoyed 
by  Chinese  manufacturers  to  shipments  of  such  goods 
unless  they  can  identify  them  by  some  special  mark. 
In  order  to  solve  the  difficulty,  the  Ministry  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Commerce,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Sui 
Wu  Chu,  has  decided  that  Chinese  manufacturers  must 
put  their  name  and  trade-marks  on  the  outer  covering  of 
each  package  either  by  label  or  stamp,  so  that  the 
Chinese  Customs  authorities  can  identify  them  when 
assessing  export  duty. 

Perilla  Nankinensis. — Perilla  is  a  common  medicinal 
plant  in  China,  growing  in  a  wild  state.  Nanking  is 
the  important  producing  centre,  though  it  is  also  found 
in  other  districts  of  Kiangsu  and  Anhwei  province. 
Perilla  Nanhinensis  abounds  in  Lungtan,  Lulangkiao, 
and  Yuanwuhu,  outside  the  city  of  Nanking.  The  stems 
with  leaves  are  reaped  in  the  autumn  by  farmers  and 
sold  to  drug  stores  at  1.200  coppers  a  picul.  After  dry- 
ing in  the  sun,  these  are  sold  by  the  drug  stores  in 
bundles  at  a  wholesale  price  of  2,000  coppers  a  picul, 
or  sorted  into  leaves  and  stems,  the  latter  known  as 
sticklac  and  sold  at  a  retail  price  of  three  cents  per 
ounce.  Szechwan  and  Shensi  are  the  important  markets. 
Out  of  the  annual  production  of  500,000  catties  in 
Nanking,  400,000  catties  (catty  =  l-^  lb.)  are  consumed  in 
these  provinces. 

Wood  oil,  a  valuable  drying  oil,  known  as  tung  oil 
in  China  (the  only  producer),  is  of  two  kinds,  red  and 
white,  the  latter  being  superior  and  is  largely  exported. 
The  Szechwan  product  is  concentrated  at  Chungking 
and  Wanhsien,  the  Hunan  product  at  Changteh,  .and 
the  Shensi  and  the  Hupeh  product  at  Hankow.  Szech- 
wan gives  the  largest  supply,  and  Hunan  a  larger  supply 
than  either  Hupeh  or  Shensi.  Trade  is  usually  tran- 
sacted in  Hankow ;  but  now  exporters  also  purchase 
directly  from  Chungking,  Wanhsien,  Changteh,  Shasi, 
and  Ichang,  and  have  established  refineries  in  Chung- 
king, the  most  important  producing  centre.  The  trade  is 
carried  on  in  the  following  manner  : — The  producer  sells 
the  oil  to  an  oil  firm,  which  in  turn  contracts  with 
another  firm  doing  a  large  business  in  future  delivery. 
The  latter  firm  sells  the  product  to  exporters.  It  is 
then  tested  on  a  refining  scale.  It  must  have  a  minimum 
grading  of  40,  the  highest  grade  not  exceeding  52.  On 
future  delivery  sales,  the  product  is  to  be  identified 
with  the  sample,  weighed,  and  then  refined  by  the 
exporter.  The  seller  is  paid  according  to  the  net 
amount  of  refined  oil.  Usually  85  per  cent,  of  the 
account  is  paid  when  the  oil  is  delivered,  and  the 
remaining  15  per  cent,  after  the  test.  Following  are  the 
exporters  in  Hankow  : —

Produce  Co. ;  Carlowitz  &  Co. ;  Melchers  &  Co. ;  China 
&  Java  Export  Co. ;  Nippon  Menkwa  Kabushiki  Kaisha ; 
Mitsui  Bussan  Kaisha;  Mitsui  Bishi  Goshi-Kaisha. 

Young  Brothers  is  the  only  Chinese  oil  export  com- 
pany in  Hankow.  Gillespie  &  Sons  is  the  only  American 
firm,  but  is  the  largest  and  most  important  of  the 
entire  group.  The  increase  of  German  exporters  to 
seven  shows  a  decided  improvement  in  Sino-German 
trade  conditions.  The  price  of  tung  oil  jumped  to  about 
Tls.  50  a  picul  in  1921  and  1922,  the  highest  level  ever 
reached.  The  market  in  1923  was  more  steady,  but 
has  become  less  brisk  this  year.  The  exports  from 
Hankow  from  1918  to  1922  were  :  1918,  479  640  piculs ; 
1919.  688.580  piculs;  1920,  547,491  piculs;  1921,  435,134 
piculs;  1922,  370.172  piculs.

Legal  Reports 

The  Sale  of  Dutiable  Medicines. — At  Rugby,  on  Octo- 
ber 28,  William  King,  Shipley,  Yorkshire,  was  summoned 
by  the  Board  of  Customs  and  Excise  for  selling  dutiable 
medicines  which  did  not  bear  the  duty  stamp,  and  for 
their  sale  without  a  licence.  The  evidence  showed  that  on 
June  30  defendant  offered  for  sale  in  the  Cattle  Market 
at  Rugby  a  preparation  which  he  claimed  would  cure 
corns,  piles,  eczema  and  other  ailments.  The  defendant 
told  the  Bench  that  he  was  ignorant  of  the  Act.  He  was 
fined  an  inclusive  sum  of  £1  Is. 

Dentists  Register  Case. — On  October  31  the  case  of 
Bird  v.  The  Dental  Board  of  the  United  Kingdom  came 
before  a  King's  Bench  Divisional  Court,  on  the  appeal 
of  Mr.  Bird  against  a  decision  of  the  Board  erasing  his 
name  from  the  Dentists  Register.  Mr.  Kingham,  for 
the  appellant,  explained  that  on  September  9,  1919,  the 
appellant  was  convicted  at  the  Old  Bailey  on  two  indict- 
ments, charging  him  with  making  a.  false  statutory 
declaration  and  with  obtaining  goods  by  false  pretences. 
When  he  applied  to  be  put  upon  the  Register,  he  dis- 
closed the  fact  that  he  had  been  convicted  for  obtaining 
goods  by  false  pretences.  Later  the  Board  discovered 
that  he  had  also  been  convicted  for  making  a  false 
statutory  declaration,  and  erased  his  name  on  the  ground 
that  the  entry  was  incorrectly  made.  Sir  Henry  Mad- 
docks,  K.C.,  for  the  Board,  pointed  out  that  the  applica- 
tion referred  to  one  count  involving  1^  cwt.  of  cocoa 
butter,  whereas  there  were  convictions  on  ten  counts 
involving  goods  to  the  amount  of  £1,000.  After  hearing 
legal  argument,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  said  that  there 
was  no  other  course  open  to  the  Court  than  to  dismiss 
the  appeal.  It  was  obvious  that  the  appellant's  name 
was  put  on  the  Register  on  the  basis  of  his  own  incor- 
rect statements.  The  appeal  was  accordingly  dismissed, 
with  costs. 

Commission  Dispute. — In  the  Mayor's  and  City  of 
London  Court,  on  October  31,  a  claim  was  made  by  the 
Compagne  Commerciale  du  Nord  (Great  Britain),  Ltd., 
chemical  merchants,  Gracechurch  Street,  E.C.,  against 
Mr.  W.  Thomas,  St,  Mary  Axe,  E.C.,  for'  the  sum  of 
£16,  agreed  commission  at  ^d.  a  gallon  on  3,399  gallons 
and  4,301  gallons  of  crude  methyl  alcohol  delivered  to 
H.  G.  Brown  &  Co.  Mr.  C.  S.  Zoers,  clerk  to  the 
plaintiffs,  said  they  had  rendered  services  to  the  defendant 
by  placing  him  in  touch  with  the  buyer  of  the  methyl 
alcohol,  the  amount  of  commission  being  agreed  at  £d.  a 
gallon.  The  defendant  said  he  had  not  agreed  to  pay  the 
.plaintiffs  jd.  a  gallon  upon  the  transactions  in  question, 
but  had  offered  to  allow  them  a  brokerage  of  1  per  cent. 
In  the  first  instance  he  had  offered  to  allow  the  plaintiffs 
a  commission  of  ^d.  a  gallon  upon  transactions  carried 
through  by  them  because  of  their  statement  that  they  had 
influence  with  the  buyer.  He  afterwards  ascertained  that 
that  was  not  a  fact.  Plaintiffs'  witness  said  they  did  not 
agree  to  the  defendant's  offer  to  allow  1  per  cent, 
brokerage,  and  there  had  been  subsequent  deliveries  upon 
which  £d.  a  gallon  had  been  paid.  In  answer  to  the 
registrar,  the  witness  said  that  a  brokerage  of  1  per 
cent,  worked  out  at  one-third  of  a  penny.  The  registrar 
said  that,  in  any  case,  the  dispute  seemed  to  be  that  the 
claim,  instead  of  being  £16,  should  be  £12.  He  would 
like  to  know  how  the  defendant  proposed  to  get  out  of 
that  liability.  Defendant  said  he  made  the  agreement 
under  a  misapprehension.  The  registrar  held  that  the 
transactions  were  governed  by  the  original  bargain 
between  the  parties,  and  entered  judgment  for  the  plaintiffs 
for  the  amount  claimed,  with  costs. 

Scientific  Glassware  Importation  Case. — At  Mansion 
House  Police  Court,  London,  on  November  4,  Mr.  Charles 
Gray,  Leigh-on-Sea,  appeared  in  answer  to  an  adjourned 
summons  at  the  instance  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise,  charging  him  with  having,  on  May  16,  1923, 
caused  to  be  made  a  false  declaration  as  to  the  value 
of  twenty  cases  of  scientific  glassware  imported  from 
Germany.  Mr.  T.  G.  Gibson,  for  the  Customs,  said  that 
these  goods  were  for  Mr.  Gray  himself;  the  declared 
value  was  £74  17s.  7d.,  and  the  actual  value  about  £880. 
The  various  articles  were  so  grossly  misdescribed  that 


it  had  been  difficult  to  identify  them  by  the  invoice. 
Beckmann  thermometers,  student  thermometers,  wall 
thermometers  were  all  put  down  at  so  much  a  hundred, 
none  of  them  working  out  at  more  than  threepence  each, 
whereas  the  Beckmann  was  a  highly  technical  and  more 
expensive  instrument,  valued  at  from  10s.  to  20s.  each. 
There  were  weights  for  analytical  purposes  and  platinised 
weights;  these  were  valued  at  sixpence  and  eightpence  a 
box ;  the  proper  price  was  between  17s.  6d.  and  £1.  Most 
of  these  goods  were  subject  to  33^  per  cent.  Customs  duty 
and  a  26  per  cent.  German  reparation  levy.  At  Mr. 
Gray's  premises  extra  invoices  of  the  same  goods  were 
found.  Samples  of  the  goods  in  the  cases  were  produced 
in  court,  and  an  officer  from  the  Key  Industries  Branch 
of  the  Customs  had  prepared  a  schedule  comparing  the 
declared  value  with  the  value  on  the  second  invoice  and 
the  proper  value.  A  letter  from  a  German  exportei 
stated: — "You  have  agreed  to  renounce  these  goods. 
You  agreed  you  were  a  party  to  the  cheap  invoicing. 
You  will  not  buy  so  cheap  again."  In  answer  to  the 
magistrate,  Mr.  Gibson  said  by  the  "  value  "  was  under- 
stood the  price  an  importer  would  pay  for  goods  at  the 
ship's  side  before  duty  was  paid.  Value  was  expressed 
in  the  terms  of  the  currency  of  the  country  to  which 
the  goods  were  consigned.  The  exporter,  in  another 
letter,  wrote  that  he  sold  these  goods  at  a  low  rate  to 
clear  his  stock  and  realise  a  little  capital.  Witnesses 
called  for  the  Customs  were  cross-examined  by  Mr.  Robin- 
son, solicitor  for  the  defence,  who  asked  in  one  instance: 
"  Did  not  the  defendant  repud'ate  these  goods  and  say 
they  were  not  what  he  had  ordered?  "  Witness  :  I  did 
not  hear  him.  Mr.  Gray,  who  elected  to  go  for  trial, 
pleaded  "  Not  guilty,"  and  reserved  his  defence.  The 
alderman  agreed  to  accept  his  recognisances  in  £200. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Fines. — At  Blyth,  on  October  28 
(as  briefly  reported  in  our  issue  of  November  1),  Mr. 
Alexander  Wilson,  chemist,  was  summoned  on  a  series 
of  charges  for  having  had  unlawfully  in  his  possession 
a  quantity  of  cocaine;  for  having  failed  to  enter  dealings 
in  a  register;  and  for  having  supplied  the  drug  to  the 
United  Chemists'  Association,  Ltd.,  Cheltenham.  Mr. 
G.  R.  Paling  prosecuted,  Mr.  H.  S.  Mundahl  defended, 
and  Mr.  J.  L.  Yarwood  watched  the  case  on  behalf  of 
Macsons,  Ltd.,  manufacturing  chemists.  Mr.  Paling  said 
that  in  1913  the  defendant  commenced  business  as  a 
retail  chemist;  he  later  formed  it  into  a  company. 
The  defendant  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  shop  himself, 
a  nominated  superintendent,  who  had  complete  charge  of 
the  business,  being  the  only  one  who  could  obtain  "  drugs 
and  poisons."  On  June  27  last  defendant  sold  his  shares 
and  ceased  to  have  any  interest  in  the  shop  or  company. 
At  the  time  he  was  interested  in  the  company  he  was 
acting  as  managing  director  of  a  wholesale  chemist  firm 
known  as  Macsons,  but  on  June  21  he  resigned.  An 
application  signed  "  Alex.  Wilson  "  for  a  licence  to  deal 
in  "  dangerous  "  drugs  was  received  by  the  Home  Office. 
Later  a  licence  was  granted  to  Macsons  to  deal  in  mor- 
phine, but  an  application  to  deal  in  cocaine  was  refused. 
Further  applications  were  made  for  a  cocaine  licence  by 
Macsons,  but  on  each  occasion  it  was  refused.  On 
March  19  an  inspector  visited  Macsons  and  saw  defendant, 
who  said  he  had  no  wish  to  sell  cocaine,  except  for 
anaesthetic  purposes.  While  he  was  getting  considerable 
quantities  of  the  drug  through  using  old  notepaper,  ho 
was  negotiating  with  the  Home  Office  for  a  licence  to  be 
granted  to  Macsons.  Sergeant  Forbes  said  defendant  told 
him  he  had  nothing  to  hide.  Although  he  had  no  licence 
to  be  in  possession  of  cocaine,  he  always  thought  he 
would  be  able  to  obtain  one,  and  get  on  with  manufac- 
turing a  dental  anaesthetic.  He  also  told  witness  he  con- 
sidered it  was  a  great  hardship.  Mr.  H.  S.  Mundahl 
said  when  the  Bench  heard  the  name  "dangerous  drug," 
knowing  the  traffic  there  had  been,  the  degradation  and 
Oriental  vices  of  depraved  people,  they  generally  looked 
upon  it  as  a  serious  case.  Cocaine  had  a  very  useful 
and  beneficial  service  to  perform,  and  it  was  only  for 
such  purposes  that  defendant  was  in  possession  of  it. 
A  widow,  who  was  in  poor  circumstances,  was  anxious 
to  derive  some  revenue  from  a  formula  belonging  to  her 
late  husband  for  the  manufacture  of  a  compound.  She 
accordingly  approached  Mr.  Wilson,  and  asked  him  to 
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undertake  it.  Defendant  applied  for  a  licence  to  manu- 
facture the  compound,  and  in  the  meantime  got-  it  manu- 
factured by  the  "  Ucal  "  company.  He  was  then  advised 
to-  manufacture  it  himself,  and  he  acted  on  that  foolish 
advice.  The  Bench  imposed  fines  amounting  to  £22  Is., 
with  £14  14s.  costs. 

.Action  over  a  Patent  In  the  Chancery  Division  of 

the  High  Court,  London,  on  October  30,  Mr.  Justice 
Tomlin  delivered  judgment  in  the  case  of  Wilderman  v. 
F.  W.  Berk  &  Co.,  Ltd.  The  plaintiff,  said  to  be  •  a 
Rumanian  subject,  claimed  relief  in  respect  of  the  alleged 
infringement  of  letters  patent  granted  to  him  in  1910  for 
"  improvements  in  electrolytic  cells  for  the  electrolysis  of 
alkaline  salts,"  on  the  ground  that  the  defendants'  impor- 
tation, in  1919,  of  caustic  potash  manufactured  by  a 
German  company  known  as  the  Deutsche  Wilderman 
Werke  constituted  the  infringement.  The  defendants 
denied  the  allegation.  Sir  Arthur  Colefax,  K.C.,  led  for 
the  plaintiff,  and  Sir  Duncan  Kerly,  K.C.,  for  the  defen- 
dants. Mr.  Justice  Tomlin,  in  giving  judgment, for  the 
defendants,  said  that  it  was  urged  on  the  plaintiff's  behalf 
that  when  once  it  was  shown  that  there  had  been  used  in 
connection  with  the  manufacture  of  an  imported  article, 
in  however  unimportant  or  trifling  a  respect,  some  appa- 
ratus or  material  in  respect  of  which  there  was  a  sub- 
sisting patent,  the  importation  of  the  article  manufactured 
was  necessarily  an  infringement.  His  lordship  did  not 
think  the  cases  to  which  he  had  been  referred  compelled 
him  to  accept  so  wide  a  proposition,  and  he  did  not  accept 
it.  As  to  the  question  of  the  plaintiff's  right  to  sue,  he 
had  come  to  the  conclusion  on  the  evidence  that  even  if 
the  alleged  infringement  was  proved,  the  plaintiff  could 
not  maintain  this  action.  His  lordship  thought 
that  the  plaintiff's  case  fell  within  Article  300 
of  the  Treaty.  Mr.  Justice  Tomlin  added  that  he  was 
satisfied,  having  seen  two  of  the  directors  of  the  defen- 
dants in  the  box.  that  the  defendants  acted  in  good  faith 
and  were  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  the  patent,  and 
had  no  reasonable  ground  for  suspecting  its  existence,  nor, 
in  his'  lordship's  opinion,  did  the  actual  information  in 
their  possession  afford  them  means  of  making  themselves 
aware  of  the  existence  of  the  patent;. and,  if  this  were 
so,  it  followed  that  upon  the  true  construction  of 
Section  33  of  the  Patent  and  Designs  Act  they  could 
claim  the  protection  extended  hy  that  section,  and  that 
no  damages  in  any  case  could  he  recovered  from  them. 
The  plaintiff  was  aware  in  1920  of  what  the  defendants 
had  done,  and  did  not  begin  his  action  until  September 
1923.  The  action  failed  and  must  he  dismissed,  with 
costs. 

Claim  Under  an  Agreement. — In  the  King's  Bench 
Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  on  November  3, 
Mr.  Justice  Acton  began  the  hearing  of  a  claim  by 
J.  Vecht  &  Co.,  Antwerp,  dealers  in  chemists'  supplies, 
against  Arthur  Berton,  Ltd.,  druggists'  sundriesmen, 
Worship  Street,  E.C.,  for  the  sum  of  £170  alleged  to  be 
due  under  an  agreement  made  between  the  parties  on 
September  16,  1921.  Mr.  Holman  Gregory,  K.C.,  for  the 
plaintiffs,  said  that  the  defendants  were  anxious  to 
appoint  a  firm  as  agent  in  Belgium,  and  they  advertised 
in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  As  a  result,  an  agree- 
ment was  made  between  plaintiffs  and  defendants.  This 
appointed  plaintiffs  the  sole  selling  agents  of  defendants 
in  Belgium,  defendants  reserving  the  right  in  special  cases 
to  deal  direct.  Plaintiffs  would  be  informed  of  such 
transactions,  and  receive  commission  upon  them.  Plaintiffs 
were  to  keep  defendants  acquainted  with  market  condi- 
tions in  Belgium,  and  were  to  be  paid  a  commission  of 
5  per  cent,  on  any  amount  of  cash  received  from 
customers  after  deducting  discounts  and  allowances. 
Plaintiffs  were  to  engage  a  special  traveller  to  attend 
solely  to  defendants'  transactions.  Defendants  were  to 
pay  £20  a  month  to  plaintiffs  as  a  contribution  to  the 
traveller's  salary  and  expenses.  Of  the  amount  claimed, 
£168  was  for  eight  months'  contribution  to  the  traveller's 
salary.  On  October  10,  1921,  said  Mr.  Gregory,  plaintiffs 
engaged  a  traveller,  who  was  not  successful  in  selling  any 
considerable  quantity  of  goods.  In  1921-22  the  Exchange 
was  very  erratic ;  and  unless  the  traveller  could  give  a 
fixed  price  at  which  customers  could  buy  goods  he  could 
not   sell   them  in    competition   with   other   people.  In 


May  1922  the  defendants  put  an  end  to  the  agreement. 
Mr.  Merriman,  K.C.,  defending,  submitted  that  the 
agreement  expressed  or  implied  that  the  name  of  the 
traveller  should  be  communicated  to  the  defendants ;  that 
the  traveller  when  engaged  would  communicate  directly 
with  defendants ;  that  plaintiffs  would  obtain  reports  from 
the  traveller  as  to  the  market  conditions,  and  transmit 
these  reports  to  defendants ;  that  plaintiffs  themselves 
would  do  their  best  to  sell  defendants'  gooos  by  visiting 
customers ;  that  plaintiffs  would  advise  defendants  of  the 
necessity  of  such  modifications  in  prices  as  would  pro- 
duce maximum  sales ;  that  defendants  were  to  receive  from 
time  to  time  such  information  as  to  the  expenses  incurred 
and  the  prospects  of  future  business  as  would  enable  them 
to  determine  whether  they  should  give  notice  to  terminate 
the  agreement ;  and  that  none  of  these  conditions  was 
performed.  A  large  body  of  evidence  was  taken,  after 
which  Mr.  Holman  Gregory  asked  for  an  adjournment  in 
order  that  he  might  call  evidence  to  clear  up  a  point 
respecting  the  plaintiffs'  accounts.  His  Lordship  said  he 
would  give  plaintiffs  an  opportunity  to  call  this  evi- 
dance;  but  if  they  did  not  prosecute  the  matter,  there 
would  be  judgment  for  the  defendants,  with  costs. 

Dispensing    Tested  At    Willesden    Police    Court,  on 

October  30,  Mr.  Alexander  C.  Duke,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, 138  High  Road,  Willesden  Green,  N.W.,  was  sum- 
moned at  the  instance  of  the  Middlesex  County  Council 
for  selling  mistura  potassii  bromidi  deficient  in  potassium 
bromide.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  who  appeared  for  the 
Council,  said  that  the  alleged  offence  related  to  the  making 
up  of  a  prescription  written  ,out  by  a  doctor  for  a  panel 
patient.  The  prescription  as  made  up  by  the  defendant 
contained  only  6.1  gr.  of  potassium  bromide  instead  of 
9  gr.  to  the  ounce,  a  deficiency  of  31  per  cent.  He  did 
not  suggest  that  the  deficiency  was  a  question  of  expense. 
It  was,  however,  important  that  prescriptions  should  be 
correctly  dispensed,  and  this  one  was  rather  seriously 
incorrect.  Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones,  counsel  for  the  defence, 
entered  a  plea  of  "  Guilty,"  and  called  his  client  to  give 
evidence.  Mr.  Duke  stated  that  he  had  been  in  husiness 
for  thirty-five  years  as  a  chemist;  during  the 
whole  of  that  time  he  had  never  previously  had 
anything  against  him.  He  dispensed  this  particular 
prescription  himself ;  he  did  a.  good  deal  of 
Insurance  work,  and  that  was  done  in  the  same 
careful  way  as  his  ordinary  private  dispensing.  He  had 
absolutely  no  recollection  of  making  a  slip  in  this  pre- 
scription and  could  not  account  for  the  mistake.  Dr. 
Green  Stone,  Denmark  Hill,  for  the  defence,  stated  that 
potassium  bromide  was  not  a  very  potent  or  vital  drug, 
and  a  little  more  or  less  was  not  a  very  serious  matter 
to  a  patient.  He  often  hesitated  between  5  and  10  gr., 
as  it  was  not  a  weighty  matter.  Mr.  Rohinson  :  If  I 
required  10  gr.  of  bromide  three  times  a  day,  and  I  only 
had  six,  do  you  think  I  would  get  the  same  amount  of 
relief? — No,  I  don't  think  you  would.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones, 
in  mitigation,  urged  that  a  little  potassium  hromide  more 
or  less  was  not  a  serious  matter,  but  at  the  same  time 
the  defendant  was  just  as  anxious  as  anyone  else  to  know 
what  happened  to  cause  the  mistake.  So  far  as  he  knew, 
he  dispensed  carefully  and  accurately,  and  the  almost- 
certain  explanation  was  that  his  mind  went  to  six  ounces 
instead  of  eight.  Undoubtedly  it  was  a  slight  error,  and 
the  chemist  was  one  of  the  very  few  professional  men 
brought  to  a  court  for  a  small  mistake.  It  did  not 
happen  to  the  accountant,  who  accidentally  cast  up  his 
figures  wrongly,  and  it  did  not  happen  to  the  barrister 
who  inadvertently  put  down  one  word  for  another.  The 
Magistrate  :  It  might  be  construed  as  forgery.  (Laughter.) 
A  fine  of  20s.  was  imposed,  with  15s.  analyst's  fee. — At 
tJxbridge  Police  Court,  on  October  27,  Mr.  John  Rayner, 
chemist  and  druggist,  High  Street,  was  similarly  "sum- 
moned in  respect  of  a  panel  prescription  for  pulvis  acidi 
borici  compositus,  which  was  found  to  he  deficient  in  boric 
acid  and  in  zinc  oxide.  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson  again 
appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  H.  Glyn-Jones, 
barrister,  for  the  defence.  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  explained  that 
the  prescription  was  dispensed  by 'a  junior  assistant,  who 
supplied  a  dusting  powder  from' stock  instead  of  making 
one  up  specially.  The  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay 
£1  Is.  costs. 
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Trade-Mark  Dispute 

In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court, 
London,  on  October  31,  before  Mr.  Justice  Russell, 
the  Naamlooze  Vennootschap  Ultrechtsche  Asphalt- 
fabriek  voorheen  Firma  Stein  Taken  applied  to 
restrain  Mr.  Matthew  Herrod,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, Wisbech,  till  trial,  from  infringing  the 
plaintiffs'  trade-mark  434,700,  "  Carbokrimp,"  for  an 
insecticide,  and  publishing  words  defamatory  of  trie 
plaintiffs'  goods.  Mr.  Hirst,  K.C.,  for  the  plaintiffs, 
said  they  were  a  joint  stock  company  of  agricultural 
chemists  in  a  large  way  of  business  at  Utrecht,  Holland. 
They  invented  in  1918  a  spray  for  killing  insects  in  fruit 
trees,  sold  as  Carbolineum  Krimpen,  Krimpen  being  the 
place  where  the  product  was  made.  In  England  they 
rapidly  acquired  a  reputation  for  it,  and  on  February  24, 
1923,  registered  the  abbreviated  title  here  in  Class  2.  A 
large  quantity  had  been  sold  in  England.  Other  insec- 
ticides contained  the  word  "  carbo,"  but  none  could  be 
said  to  have  crossed  the  horder-line  except  Karbokill, 
which  was  the  name  of  the  defendant's  preparation. 
Counsed  suggested  that  an  ordinary  purchaser  might  he 
misled  by  it,  and  the  "  k  "  in  the  second  part  of  the 
word  suggested  that  Krimp  was  in  the  mind  of  the 
defendant.  In  a  pamphlet  of  the  defendant's  recommend- 
ing his  "  natural  English  winter  spray  for  fruit  trees  " 
two  testimonials  appeared  which  mentioned  Carbokrimp 
disparagingly,  and  were  neither  written  nor  signed  by 
the  purporting  signatories.  His  Lordship :  You  could 
not  complain  if  these  testimonials  had  in  fact  been 
written?  Counsel  agreed.  Mr.  Preston,  K.C.,  for  the 
defendant,  explained  that  the  "writers"  made  verbal 
statements  to  defendant's  agent,  and  statements  were 
published  in  tha.t  form.  He  or  his  agent  had  lately 
received  letters  from  the  two  gent'emen  confirmatory  of 
what  was  published.  Half  a  dozen  preparations  were  on 
the  market  having  "  carbo  "  as  the  first  part  of  the 
name;  in  the  defendant's  case  the  English  word  "kill" 
was  added;  in  plaintiffs'  case  an  abridged  form  of  a 
geographical  name.  His  Lordship :  I  see  by  an  affidavit 
for  plaintiffs  that  it  is  said  their  business  is  so  large 
that  they  would  probably  not  have  troubled  in  this 
matter  had  not  defendant  used  bogus  letters.  Mr. 
Preston  :  The  sentiments  expressed  in  the  spurious  docu- 
ments in  fact  existed  in  the  minds  of  Messrs.  Allen  and 
Luck. 

Decision 

His  Lordship,  giving  judgment,  said  the  two  in- 
secticides had  been  advertised  in  the  same  papers,  and 
since  October  1923  plaintiffs  had  been  aware  defendant 
"was  selling  under  the  name  of  Karbokill,  and  no  action 
and  no  complaint  had  been  made.  He  was  not  prepared 
to  hold  Karbokill  so  much  like  Carbokrimp  as  to  de- 
ceive, and  strong  evidence  of  that  was  that  plaintiffs 
had  known  of  the  persistent  advertising  and  had  taken 
no  proceedings.  No  case  was  made  out  for  an  inter- 
locutory injunction  to  restrain  an  infringement  of  trade- 
mark. The  second  branch  of  the  case  explained  why, 
after  this  dilatoriness  of  twelve  months,  the  plaintiffs 
had  taken  proceedings.  He  might  say  at  once  that  Mr. 
Herrod's  booklet  was  a  document  of  which  he  did  not 
approve.  The  public  was  told  in  it:  "You  will  find  the 
expression  of  various  growers  as  to  the  efficacy  of  Kar- 
bokill. I  shall  be  obliged  if  you  will  read  their  reports." 
After  a  reference  to  "  growers'  reports  "  a  large  collec- 
tion of  letters  from  growers  was  set  out,  including  the 

following: — "The    Common,     Upwell,      Norfolk  Dear 

Sir, — I  am  completely  satisfied  with  your  Karbokill  as 
a  winter  spray  and  have  used  this  carefully  by  the  side 
of  Carbokrimp,  and  in  my  opinion  your  Karbokill  is 
more  effective. — Yours  faithfully,  P.  S.  Allen."  Another 

letter  was  from  "  Otwell  Road,  Wisbech  Dear  Sir, — 

I  used  your  Karbokill  this  season  for  my  winter  spray- 
ing, testing  it  by  the  side  of  Carbokrimp  with  excellent 
results.  I  consider  it  superior  to  Carbokrimp,  and  I 
shall  use  no  other  wash  for  my  next  winter's  spraying. 
— Yours,  W.  Luck."  Plaintiffs  discovered  that  Mr. 
Allen  and  Mr.  Luck  had  never  written  such  letters. 
Defendant  sought  to  justify  his  conduct  by  saying  his 
agent  had  seen  these  two  gentlemen,  had  obtained  their 


verbal  opinions  and  their  authority  to  use  them,  and 
therefore  defendant  or  his  agent  had  sat  down  and 
concocted  these  letters.  That  seemed  to  his  lordship 
conduct  most  reprehensible.  It  was  true  that  shortly 
before  these  proceedings  started  the  defendant  approached 
Mr.  Luck  and  Mr.  Allen  and  obtained  from  each  hia 
signature  to  letters  substantially  to  the  same  effect.  The 
position  was  that  the  defendant  really  told  a  lie  in  his 
original  catalogue,  but  his  lie  had  been  turned  by  sub- 
sequent ratification  into  the  truth.  In  these  circum- 
stances the  plaintiffs  said  they  were  entitled  to  an 
injunction  to  restrain  the  defendant  using  words  defama- 
tory of  plaintiffs'  goods.  A  trader  was  entitled  to  say 
his  goods  were  superior  to  another  person's,  but  nob 
entitled  to  say  "  somebody  has  written  to  tell  me  so  " 
if  somebody  ha.d  not  so  written.  His  lordship  did  not 
see  his  way  to  grant  an  injunction  for  this  reason;  no 
such  action  would  lie  in  respect  of  words  defamatory 
of  a  person's  goods  unless  the  person  bringing  the  action 
showed  special  damages.  There  was  no  evidence  of 
special  damage  in  consequence  of  these  letters.  The 
complaint  was  simply  that  two  other  fruit  growers  had 
said  they  had  been  influenced  in  placing  some  orders 
with  the  defendant  by  reason  of  testimonials  contained 
in  thw  book,  but  that  did  not  go  at  all  far  enough. 
They  might  have  been  influenced  by  other .  testimonials. 
His  lordship  said  he  did  not  see  his  way  to  granting  any 
relief,  but,  in  view  of  the  defendant's  conduct  in  pub- 
lishing his  original  book,  he  did  not  propose  to  dismiss 
the  motion  with  costs.  He  should  make  the  costs  in 
the  motion  costs  in  the  action,  and  there  must  be 
arrangements  for  an  early  trial.

— In  reply  to  an 
inquiry  by  the  union  of  German  manufacturers  of  fine 
soaps  and  perfumes,  the  Minister  for  Economics  of  the 
Reich  states  that  the  Government  has  no  intention,  for 
the  present,  of  raising  the  prohibition  on  the  importa- 
tion of  fine  soaps  and  perfumes.

(45  per  cent,  in  the  preceding  year) ;  at  the  same  time 
a  proposal  was  submitted  to  increase  the  capital.

The  assets  con- 
sisted of  :  Fixtures  and  utensils,  expected  to  produce  £20  ; 
good  book  debts,  £166  15s.  8d.  ;  stock-in-trade,  estimated 
to  realise  £126  10s.  ;  making  total  assets  of  £313  5s.  8d. 
The  goodwill  appeared  in. the  books  at  £30,  but  no  value 
was  placed  upon  it.  The  issued  share  capital  was  £791, 
and  as  regarded  the  shareholders  there  was  a  deficiency 
of  £1,465  0s.  lOd.  The  deficiency  account  showed  that 
during  the  years  1917  to  April  30,  1920,  profit  amounting 
to  £664  4s.  6d.  was  made.  During  the  year  to  April  1921 
there  was  a  loss  of  £131,  while  in  the  following  twelve 
months  the  loss  increased  to  £312,  and  in  the  next  year 
went  up  to  £368.  For  the  year  to  April  30,  1924,  there 
was  a  loss  of  £167 ;  since  that  date  there  had  been  a 
further  loss  of  £109.  A  resolution  was  passed  confirming 
the  voluntary  liquidation  of  the  company,  with  Mr.  E.  H. 
Palmer  as  liquidator. 

The  Natural  Henegg  Co.,  Ltd. — The  statutory  first 
meetings  of  the  creditors  and  shareholders  of  this  com- 
pany were  held  on  October  27  at  the  offices  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  Carey  Street,  London,  W.C.  Mr.  J.  B. 
Thompson,  official  receiver,  reported  that  the  company 
was  formed  in  1917  with  a  nominal  capital  of 
£4,500  to  carry  on  the  business  of  manufacturing 
chemists,  and  in  particular  to  manufacture  concentrated 
egg  in  liquid  form  and  in  compressed  cubes.  In.  the 
following  July  it  acquired  from  Mr.  Gotthard  Johansson 
and  others  the  patent  rights  for  Great  Britain  and 
Ireland  and  certain  secret  processes  for  the  making  of 
egg  products,  the  consideration  being  £300  in  shares.  On 
May  3,  1919,  the  company  acquired  from  Purovum  Co., 
Ltd.,  the  foreign  rights  and  secret  processes  for  the 
manufacture  of  egg  cubes  for  £3.185,  also  in  shares. 
The  trading  was  successful  during  the  first  two  years, 
and  showed  profits  of  £1,101  and  £779  respectively.  In 
September  1920  the  company  was  in  financial  difficulties ; 
it  then  sold  the  British  rights  and  the  factory  equipment 
for  £1.500,  which  was  paid  away  to  creditors.  Efforts 
were  also  made  to  dispose  of  the  foreign  rights,  but  they 
proved  to  be  unsaleable.  The  liabilities  amounted  to 
£1,354  to  unsecured  creditors  and  £1,484  to  the  Inland 
Revenue  for  income-tax  and  excess  profits  duty.  The 
only  assets  were  cash  £2  lis.  5d. ,  doubtful  and  bad 
debts  £207,  and  unpaid  calls  £105,  which  were  irre- 
coverable. The  failure  of  the  company  was  attributed 
by  the'  late  secretary  to  the  fact  that  the  company  did 
not  create  sufficient  demand  for  its  products,  and  further 
that  the  profits  made  in  1918  and  1919  should  not  have 
been  distributed  by  way  of  dividend.  The  liquidation 
was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  official  receiver.

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Dental  Board 

of  the  United  Kingdom 

,The  newly  constituted  Dental  Board  of  the  United  King- 
dom met  recently  in  London.  The  personnel  of  the 
Board  was  announced  as  follows  : — 

Reappointments  and  Elections. — Rt.  Hon.  F.  D. 
Acland,  M.P.  (chairman),  L.  G.  Brock,  J.  H.  Stirling, 
H.  J.  Waring,  M.S.,  Sir  James  Hodsdon,  W.  H. 
Dolamore,  L.D.S.,  W.  Guy,  L.D.S.,,  and  F.  Butterfield. 
New  Appointments  and  Elections. — A.  Young,  M.P., 
T.  Sinclair,  F.R.C.S.,  W.  R.  Ackland,  M.D.S.,  J.  J. 
Andrew,  L.D.S. ,  and  W.  F.  Bowen. 

Restorations 

It  was  reported  that  the  following  names  have  been 
restored  to  the  Dentists  Register  :  P.  Boyle,  E.  Lech- 
mere,  R.  M.  Pearson,  D.  B.  Porter,  R.  D.  Sadler, 
P.  A.  L.  Smith,  and  W.  E.  Tate. 

Annual  Practising  Fee 

A  discussion  took  place  on  the  fee  of  £5  chargeable 
annually  on  each  dentist  registered  under  the  Act  pf 
1921  in  respect  of  the  retention  of  his  name  on  the 
Dentists  Register.  At  the  last  meeting  of  the  previous 
Board,  a  proposal  for  a  reduction  of  the  fee  in  certain 
circumstances  had  been  made.  The  following  portions  of 
the  discussion  by  the  new  Board  are  taken  from  the 
authorised  summary. 

The  Chairman  said  that  the  Board  was,  practically 
speaking,  pledged  to  continue  to  find  about  £3,0C0  a 
year  for  each  of  the  two  branches  o£  research  ;  and  unless 
their  policy  was  entirely  reversed,  they  were  pledged  to 
try  and  improve  the  schools.  The  Board  was  aiming  at 
a  possible  maximum  of  forty  bursaries  each  year,  and 
whether,  if  that  number  were  to  be,  say,  halved,  it 
would  be  worth  troubling  about  the  matter  at  all,  would, 
of  course,  be  a  matter  for  consideration. 

Mr.  Waring  moved  "  that  no  change  be  made  in  the 
amount  of  the  annual  practising  fee."  His  reasons  were, 
first,  that  as  treasurer  it  was  his  duty  to  see  that  there 
were  sufficient  funds  to  carry  out  the  objects  of  the 
Board,  and,  secondly,  he  thought  it  would  be  rather  a 
breach  of  faith  or  of  an  implied  understanding  if  an 
attempt  were  made  to  differentiate  between  the  different 
kinds  of  people  who  were  coming  on  the  Register.  He 
thought  the  present  fee  was  small,,  and,  if  a  man  had 
found  £1,0C0  to  enter  the  profession,  the  annual  fee 
was  mot  of  great  moment.  He  desired  the  present  fee 
to  be  retained  in  order  to  enable  the  Board  to  carry  out 
its  duties. 

Mr.  Butterfield  seconded  the  motion,  and  in  doing  so 
stated  that  he  thought  the  estimates  of  the  income 
for  the  next  three  years  were  excessive,  because,  in  his 
opinion,  10  per  cent,  of  the  men  on  the  Register  to-day 
would  automatically  come  off  the  Register  in  years  to 
come,  and  the  income  might  be  found  to  be  lower  than 
was  anticipated.  He  seconded  the  motion  for  the  further 
reason  that,  if  'invidious  distinctions  were  made,  it  would 
cause  a  commotion  throughout  the  country  and  lead  to 
difficulties  when  the  Regulations  came  before  the  House 
of  Commons. 

Mr.  Brock  stated  that,  as  he  was  to  a  large  extent 
responsible  for  the  proposal  that  there  should  be  a 
reduction  of  the  fee  in  the  case  of  new  entrants,  and  as 
he  held  a  somewhat  soecial  position  as  a  lay  repre- 
sentative and  as  the  liaison  between  the  Bo^rd  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  he  ought  to  say  something  about 
the  question.  He  had  sought  the  instructions  of  the 
Minister,  who  felt  that  in  normal  circumstances  £5  was 
too  much  to  ask  of  the  young  man  just  commencing 
practice,  and  that,  when  possible,  the  Board  should  con- 
sider whether  they  could  not  follow  the  precedent  of 
solicitors  and  reduce  the  fee  for  the  young  man.  The 
Minister  appreciated  that  the  Board  might  not  yet  be  in 
a  position  to  say  with  certainty  to  what  extent  they 
could  reduce  their  income,  and  therefore  would  not 
press  the  Board  at  this  stage  to  make  any  change.  Mr. 
Brock  anticipated,  however,  that  within  two  years  there 
would  be  a  material  improvement  in  the  practice  and 


position  of  the  great  majority  of  dental  practitioners, 
not  necessarily  through  an  improvement  in  trade,  though 
many  hoped  that  that  was  slowly  coming  about,  but 
because  there  was  good  reason  to  expect  a  big  develop- 
ment in  the  provision  of  dental  treatment  under  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts. 

Mr.  Waring's  motion. was  then  put  and  carried  ■unani- 
mously. 

Other  Business 

It  was  resolved  :  "  That  the  practitioners  with 
addresses  in  the  Irish  Free  State  be  notified  that  the 
Dentists  Acts  no  longer  apply  to  that  part  of  the  British 
Dominions,  and  that,  unless  they  desire  to  practise  in 
places  where  the  Acts  are  in  force,  they  are  not  com- 
pelled to  have  their  names  retained  in  the  -  Dentists 
Register." 

The  name  of  Mr.  Frederick  Richard  Maggs,  Barton- 
on-Sea,  was  removed  from  the  Register  at  his  own 
request,  he  having  ceased  to  practise. 

It  was  decided  that  the  form  of  agreement  (with  co- 
operative societies)  submitted  by  the  Yorkshire  Branch 
of  the  Public  Dental  Service  Association  does  not  con- 
travene the  provisions  of  the  Dentists  Acts.

Combined  Developing  and  Fixing. — A  combined  photo- 
graphic developing  and  fixing  solution,  based  on  the  use 
of  metol,  hydroquinone,  sodium  hydroxide,  sodium 
sulphite,  and  sodium  thiosulphate,  whereby  the  amount 
of  sodium  hydroxide  present  in  the  solution  exceeds 
0.6  per  cent.,  and  that  of  sodium  thiosulphate  10  per 
cent.

Parasiticide. — A  detergent  preparation  possessing  an  in-

Report  on  the  October  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  October  7  con- 
tained one  part  by  weight  of  bismuth  oxychloride,  eight 
parts  of  barium  chloride,  and  one  part  of  barium  acetate. 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is  : —

The  powder  also  contained,  as  impurities,  traces  of 
aluminium  and  of  the  phosphoric-acid  radical,  and  it 
gave  faint  reactions  for  iron  and  ammonium. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  thirty-five 
students,  and_  twenty-one  reports  were  received  for 
examination.  The  chloride  was  the  only  constituent 
which  was  detected  in  every  case.  Bismuth  was  missed 
in  five  instances  and  barium  in  one,  while  the  acetic-acid 
radical  was  detected  by  only  four  students.  The  mode- 
rately abundant  evolution  of  water  when  the  powder  was 
heated  in  a  dry  tube  was  unreported  in  nine  cases.  The 
radicals  mentioned  above  as  impurities  were  only  reported 
in  one  or  two  instances  each,  and  of  the  two  students 
who  reported  a  phosphate,  only  one  furnished  anything 
like  definite  proof  of  its  presence. 

As  an  exercise  preliminary  to  the  usual  winter  analyti- 
cal tournament,  the  analysis  of  the  powder,  which  was  an 
example  of  only  moderate  difficulty,  provided  several 
points  requiring  due  attention  in  order  that  well-known 
sources  of  error  might  be  avoided.  Students  who  omit 
to  wash  precipitates  thoroughly  before  going  on  to  their 
further  examination  are  particularly  liable  to  meet  the 
kind  of  disaster  which  occurred  to  the  too  numerous 
correspondents  who  failed  to  wash,  or  to  wash  efficiently, 
the  precipitate  of  bismuth  sulphide  in  the  present 
analysis.  Unless  the  barium  salt  in  the  solution  adher- 
ing to  this  precipitate  was  completely  washed  away,  the 
solution  obtained  on  dissolving  the  precipitate  in  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid  necessarily  contained  barium,  and 
when  sulphuric  acid  was  added  to  this  solution,  later,  as 
a  test  for  lead,  barium  sulphate  was  precipitated  and 
was  mistaken  for  lead  sulphate.  Another,  but  much  less 
frequent  mistaking  of  barium  reactions  for  those  of  lead 
occurred  when  a  crystalline  deposit  separated,  on  cooling, 
from  the  original  solution  of  the  powder  in  hot  hydro- 
chloric acid.  Any  such  deposit,  which  was  only  observed 
in  isolated  instances,  really  consisted  of  barium  chloride, 
which  is  much  less  soluble  in  hydrochloric  acid  than  in 
water,  but  it  was  supposed  to  be  lead  chloride,  and 
confirmation  of  lead  was  thought  to  be  obtained  when 
the  deposit  was  found  to  dissolve  in  hot  water  and  to 
yield  a  solution  which  gave  with  potassium  chromate  a 
yellow  precipitate  closely  resembling  lead  chromate.  This 
precipitate  was,  however,  barium  chromate. 

The  large  number  of  failures  in  detecting  the  acetate 
may  be  attributed  to  several  causes.  In  the  first  place, 
the  evolution  of  acetic  acid  when  the  powder  was  heated 
with  dilute  sulphuric  acid  was  not  a  very  noticeable 
feature,  and  in  the  heating  with  the  concentrated  acid 
the  pungency  of  the  plentifully  evolved  hydrochloric  acid 
wholly  obscured  the  odour  of  the  acetic  acid.  Again, 
the  test  with  ferric  chloride  must  have  been  made  in 
many  cases  with  a  reagent  which  was  much  too  acid,  and 
which  could  not,  .consequently,  produce  the  red  coloration 
clue  to  ferric  acetate.  The  ferric  chloride  solution  em- 
ployed for  this  test  should  be  as  nearly  neutral  as  it 
can  be  made  lay  the  addition  of  an  alkali,  without  yield- 
ing a  permanent  precipitate  of  ferric  hydroxide.  A  third 
cause  of  failure  consisted  in  omitting  to  apply  any  test 
Jffhich  could  give  an  indication  of  an  acetate. 


In  view  of  the  approaching  analytical  tournament, 
students  may  be  usefully  reminded  of  some  "  hardy 
perennials  "  which  are  responsible  for  failures  and  loss 
of  marks  : — 

1.  Overlooking  or  ignoring  the  evolution  of  water  on 
heating  a  substance. 

2.  Reporting  a  substance  as  insoluble  in  water  because 
it  does  not  dissolve  completely,  and  failing  to  ascertain 
whether  or  not  any  part  has  dissolved. 

3.  Reporting  a  hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate  as  in- 
soluble  in,  for  example,  ammonium  hydrosulphide, 
because  it  does  not  dissolve  completely  ;  failing  to  ascer- 
tain whether  or  not  any  part  has  dissolved  ;  and  simply 
assuming  and  reporting  that  arsenic,  antimony,  and  tin 
are  absent  without  testing  for  them  in  solution. 

4.  Concluding  that,  amongst  other  possible  constituents, 
arsenic  must  be  absent  because  a  substance  does  not 
yield  a  sublimate  when  heated,  the  fact  being  overlooked 
that,  for  exampie,  sodium  arsenate  does  not  give  such  a 
sublimate. 

Several  otner  points  referred  to  in  the  replies  to  corre- 
spondents are  recommended  to  the  careful  attention  of 
all  intending  tournament  competitors.

To  Correspondents 

W.  H.  Rudd. — Note  that  acetates  do  not  char  when 
heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric  acid. 

H.  Hailstone. — In  preparing  the  original  solution 
dilute  hydrochloric  acid  was,  in  this  analysis,  preferable 
to  dilute  nitric  acid.  The  supposed  precipitate  of  lead 
sulphate  really  consisted  of  barium  sulphate  :  see  tho 
general  remarks  above.  Practise  the  "  ring  "  test  for 
nitrates  with  moderately  dilute  and  with  highly  dilute 
solutions,  also  with  solutions  which  are  entirely  free 
from  nitrates,  and  note  the  various  appearances.  The 
absence  of  a  bromide  should  have  been  proved. 

Eos. — The  evidence  for  the  absence  of  tartrates, 
citrates,  and  oxalates  should  have  been  stated;  mere 
mention  that  they  were  absent  is  not  sufficient.  Read 
the  immediately  preceding  reply. 

Westcott. — Final  testing  for  potassium  should  have 
been  carried  out  after  the  removal  of  metals  belonging 
to  the  other  analytical  groups ;  the  application  of  the 
flame  test  alone,  and  to  the  original  substance  only, 
5s  seldom  satisfactory. 

Rea. — A  solution  of  ammonium  molybdate  which  gives 
a  white  precipitate  when  added  to  an  acid  solution  and 
heated  should  be  discarded  as  inappropriate  for  testing 
for  phosphates.     Had  the  powder  contained  a  sulphate,

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a  clear  solution  would  not  have  been  obtained  on  treating 
5t  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid.  The  slight  precipitate 
which  you  obtained  in  the  iron  group  was  probably  due 
to  tracee  of  iron  carried  over  in  spray  from  the  hydrogen 
sulphide  generator.  You  omit  all  mention  of  the  examina- 
tion of  the  filtrate  which  might  have  contained  arsenic, 
antimony,  or  tin,  and  you  do  not  report  testing  for 
strontium,  calcium,  magnesium,  or  potassium. 

Student. — The  results  of  your  analysis  leave  unex- 
plained the  blackening  which  you  observed  on  heating 
the  powder.  The  absence  of  arsenic,  antimony,  and  tin 
must  not  simply  be  assumed  solely  because  hydrogen 
sulphide  produces  a  dark-coloured  precipitate.  Small 
quantities  of  the  light-coloured  sulphides  might  be  com- 
pletely obscured  by  admixture  with  dark  sulphides  in 
greatly  preponderating  quantity.  The  reaction  of  bismuth 
solutions  with  potassium  iodide  is  one  of  the  most 
delicate  and  characteristic  that  can  be  employed. 

Syrupus. — Why  use  aqua  regia  in  examining  the  solu- 
bility of  barium  chromate  ?  Dilute  hydrochloric  or  nitrio 
acid  would  serve  the  purpose. 

Opiate. — The  slight  precipitate  which  you  observed  at 
the  stage  where  iron-group  metals  and  insoluble  phos- 
phates are  precipitated  may  have  consisted  of  barium 
phosphate.  Why  add  potassium  cyanide  before  passing 
hydrogen  sulphide  as  a  test  for  cadmium,  when  the 
test  with  potassium  ferrocyanide  has  shown  the  absence 
of  copper  ?  Consider  what  is  the  purpose  of  adding  the 
cyanide. 

Parchem. — You  appear  to  have  ignored  the  possible 
presence  of  copper  or  cadmium.  Read  the  second 
sentence  of  the  reply  to  "  Rea." 

Q.E.D.— See  the  latter  part  of  the  reply  to  "  Opiate." 

R.F.S. — Any  crystalline  precipitate  separating,  on  cool- 
ing, from  the  original  solution  of  the  powder  in  hot 
hydrochloric  acid  could  only  have  consisted  of  barium 
chloride,  a  salt  which  is  only  sparingly  soluble  in  cold 
hydrochloric  acid.  You  did  not  give  any  adequate  proof 
of  the  absence  of  arsenic-group  metals  or  of  strontium, 
calcium,  and  potassium. 

Nepenthe. — It  is  unfortunate  that  you  did  not  follow 
up  the  suspected  presence  of  an  acetate  by  applying 
some  test — the  cacadyl  test,  for  example — which  would 
have  furnished  unmistakable  evidence.  Your  ideas  re- 
garding " -ous  "  and  "  -ic  "  lead  salts  require  clearing 
up. 

T.  B.  Clarkson. — The  decolorising  effect  of  the 
powder  when  heated  with  potassium  permanganate  and 
dilute  sulphuric  acid  was  due  to  the  chlorides  present, 
and  not  to  an  oxalate.  The  fact  that  oxalate  could  not 
be  confirmed  by  calcium  sulphate  solution  should  have 
made  you  cautious  in  reporting  it  present. 

Median. — The  green  flame  which  you  attributed  to 
boric  acid  was  due  to  barium,  and  the  residue  which 
you  supposed  to  be  silica  was  barium  chloride,  readily 
soluble  in  water,  but  only  slightly  soluble  in  concentrated 
hydrochloric  add. 

Dionea  Muscipula. — The  phosphate  precipitate  which 
you  attributed  to  magnesium  must  have  been  due  to 
barium  left  in  solution  owing  to  ammonium  carbonate 
not  having  been  added  in  excess. 

If. — You  should  familiarise  yourself  with  the  details 
of  the  behaviour  of  solutions  of  lead  and  of  bismuth 
with  potassium  iodide. 

Radio.— It  is  not  possible  to  gather  from  your  report 
how  you  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  the  powder  con- 
tained mercury  and  chromium,  and  it  is  strange  that 
the  evidence  of  bismuth  which  you  obtained  in  the  pre- 
liminary testing  was  not  confirmed  in  the  systematic 
analysis.  . '  _ 

Tizwaz. — You  report — frequently  inaccurately— results 
of  numerous  tests  applied  to  portions  of  the  original  acid 
solution,  and  from  several  of  these  you  arrive  at  in- 
correct conclusions.  As  a  rule  you  will  find  it  safer 
to  adhere  closely  to  the  well-tried  systematic  methods  of 
a  good  text-book  rather  than  to  make  special  dashes 
here  and  there,  applying  tests  for  individual  constituents 
under  conditions  which  may  be,  although  you  are  not 
aware  of  the  fact,  quite  inappropriate. 

Cirencester.— Study  the  general  remarks  above  and 
the  replies  to  other  correspondents. 


Parliamentary  Election 

The  results  of  the  general  election  of  October  29  have 
been  declared  with  the  exception  of  the  poll  for  the  Scot- 
tish Universities  (three  members),  which  is  not  made 
known  till  November  13.  The  new  House  of  Commons 
consists  of  411  Unionist,  150  Labour,  39  Liberal,  7  Con- 
stitutionalist, and  5  other  members.  Mr.  Stanley  Baldwin 
was  invited  by  his  Majesty  the  King,  on  November  4, 
to  form  a  Government,  the  Labour  Government  having 
resigned  earlier  in  the  same  day. 

The  following  are  notes  on  the  fortunes  of  candidates 
of  interest  :—

Welsh  College  of  Pharmacy 

The  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Welsh  College  of  Phar- 
macy was  held  ■  at  the  Cardiff  Technical  College  on 
October  22,  when  the  chair  was  taken  by  Councillor 
W.  H.  Lever,  Deputy  Lord  Mayor  of  Cardiff.  Mr.  F. 
Pilkington  Sargeant  (President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain)  gave  the  sessional  address  to 
the  pharmacy  students.  He  regretted  that  in  the  past 
it  had  been  possible  to  rush  the  training  in  pharmacy, 
but  it  would  be  essential  for  a  student  to  have  passed 
Part  I  of  the  Qualifying  Examination  before  proceeding 
to  Part  H.  Students  intending  to  take  up  pharmacy 
should  be  able  to  _  build  on  the  foundation  of  a  good 
general  education.  Mr.  Sargeant  reminded  students  who 
had  qualified  of  their  .greater  responsibilities,  and 
appealed  to  them  to  fulfil  their  responsibilities  not  merely 
to  the  public,  but  also  to  their  colleagues  in  pharmacy 
and  to  the  craft.  Mr.  Sargeant  advised  the  new  students 
not  to  try  during  their  first  few  weeks  to  take  the 
responsibilities  from  the  shoulders  of  the  lecturers,  and 
afterwards  not  to  te  discouraged  because  the  time 
appears  inadequate  to  complete  the  course.  He  then 
dealt  with  the  importance  of  research  work;  the  imme- 
diate gain  is  perhaps  nil,  but  it  is  impossible  to  estimate 
what  such  research  may  mean  in  after  years.  Mr. 
Sargeant  advised  students  never  to  abbreviate  words, 
but  rather  to  study  etymology  and  history,  and  he  gave 
amusing  and  instructive  instances  of  the  derivations  of 
words.  Councillor  Lever  expressed  his  appreciation  of 
the  work  of  the  department,  and  paid  a  tribute  to  the 
work  of  the  Advisory  Committee,  the  staff  and  students. 
Principal  Charles  Coles  reported  on  the  work  of  the 
previous  session.  This  session  the  number  of  students 
had  been  increased  to  73,  and  no  more  students  could 
be  accommodated  this  year.  A  waiting  list  for  session 
1925-26  has  been  necessary.  The  examination  results 
for  the  previous  session  were  satisfactory,-  of  the  -students 
taking  Part  H  only,  all  passed;  of  those  taking  Parts  I 
and  II  in  one  year,  75  per  cent,  passed;  while  bO  per 
cent,  of  successes  was  recorded  in  the  .Apothecaries  Hall 
section.  The  average  percentage  of  the  country  is  some- 
where about  40  All  the  students  who  had  passed 
through  the  department  since  its  inception  five  years 
ago  and  had  passed  their  examinations  were  either  in 
businesses  of  their  own  or  were  in  employment.  Dur- 
ing session  1924-25  for  the  first  time  a  special  medal  to 
commemorate  the  work  in  pharmacy  of  Mr.  Albert 
Hagon  is  being  offered  to  students.  The  award  will 
depend  partly  upon  the  votes  of  the  students.  The 
Deputy  Lord  Mayor  presented  the  prizes  tv  the  success- 
ful students  of  the  1923-24  session,  as  follows  : —

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Observations  and  Reflections 

By  Xrayser  II. 
The  General  Election 

is  over,  and  pharmacy  is  worse  repre- 
sented in  the  House  of  Commons  than  it  was  before. 
Mr.  Neathercoat,  I  am  sorry  to  see,  failed  to  win  a 
seat.  He  did  not  materially  improve  on  the  position 
of  the  last  Unionist  candidate  in  the  Gower  division, 
and,  in  spite  of  the  roseate  views  of  some  of  his  pharma- 
ceutical supporters,  his  attempt  was  hopeless  from  the 
first.  My  views  of  the  parliamentary  fund  are,  perhaps, 
sufficiently  well  known,  but  I  may  be  allowed  to  rub  in  the 
moral  of  this  fiasco.  The  maintenance  of  a  fund  for  pro- 
moting the  return  of  a  candidate  for  any  constituency 
to  which  it  may  please  the  managers  of  any  party  to  send 
him  is  bad  business.  New  candidates  are  almost  always 
sent  to  fight  in  forlorn  hopes,  and  their  chances  of  suc- 
cess are  infinitesimal.  This  fund,  if  it  is  kept  up,  should 
be  administered  on  business  lines,  and  this  is  not  an  easy 
task ;  it  is  certainly  not  one  I  would  entrust  to  our 
Council.  The  prolonged  "  nursing  "  of  a  constituency  is, 
while  the  party  system  prevails  in  politics,  essential  (that 
is,  under  ordinary  conditions)  to  the  success  of  a  new 
man,  and  how  many  chemists  in  business  are  there  who 
could  or  would  undertake  that?  Add  the  fact  that  our 
constitution  does  not  provide,  except  as  regard  universi- 
ties, for  the  representation  of  particular  interests,  and 
that  these  must  inevitably  often  clash  in  the  mind  of  the 
electorate  with  larger  considerations  and  I  think  it  will 
be  allowed  that  our  money  might  be  better  spent.  I  am 
sorry  to  see  our  old  friend,  Sir  Richard  Winfrey,  thrown 
out. 

Sick-Room  Spirit 

free  from  pyridine  can,  you  say,  always  be 
obtained  by  hospitals  and  infirmaries."  This  may  be  so, 
but  it  is  not  so  with  nursing  homes  or  with  patients  who 
are  of  necessity  nursed  at  home.  I  doubt,  indeed,  whether 
either  doctors  or  nurses  have  generally  awoke  to  the  fact 
of  the  alteration  in  methylated  spirit.  I  was  asked  the 
other  day  to  send  some  spirit  to  one  of  the  largest  nursing 
homes  in  the  neighbourhood.  What  I  have  by  me  being 
pyridinised,  I  applied  to  all  my  nearest  neighbours  for 
some  that  is  not,  but  in  vain.  I  have  since  ascertained 
that  pyridinised  spirit  is  being  used.  I  must  confess  that 
I  think  the  danger  of  using  it  has  been  exaggerated,  as 
I  have  heard  of  no  ill  results  from  its  rather  prolonged 
use  in  another  place;  but  that  there  is  danger  is  so 
generally  held  that  one  cannot  avoid  a  little  anxiety  in 
supplying  it.    Your  article  on  the  subject  is  most  timely. 

"Lector" 

puts  his  finger  on  a  verbal  error  in  my  remark 
upon  the  economical  aspect  of  National  Insurance,  but 
deleting  the  word  "  him,"  or  adding  "  and  his  em- 
ployer "  (which  would  in  no  way  affect  the  point  I  had  in 
view),  what  I  said  remains  true.  I  do  not  question  the 
value  of  this  insurance,  even  to  the  individual  who  gets 
no  actual  return  for  its  cost,  much  less  to  the  com- 
munity at  large ;  but  seeing  that  it  is  a  compulsory 
scheme,  it  is  not  comparable  with  the  voluntary  insurance 
to  which  your  contributor  compares  it,  and  I  still  hold- 
that  the  cost  of  administration  is  greater  in  proportion 
to  the  benefit  received  than  that  of  such  a  scheme  should 
be.  I  argued  this  solely  in  relation  to  the  amount  of 
medicine  received  by  the  average  insured  person,  that 
being  the  point  most  nearly  affecting  us  chemists,  but  it  is 
quite  reasonable  from  "  Lector's  "  own  point  of  view.  He 
says  the  average  insuree  gets  a  total  benefit  of  30s.  9d. 
Now,  if  the  number  of  men  and  women  insured  is  equal, 
each  insured  person  contributes  or  has  contributed  for 
him  20s.  more  than  this.  The  fact  that  part  of  this  is 
contributed  by  the  State  does  not  affect  the  argument 
that  it  is  bad  economy. 

Condensation 

in  reporting  is  perhaps  the  cause  of  an  apparent 
confusion  in  Mr.  Sargeant's  address  at  Glasgow  (0.  &  D.t 
November  1,  p.  640).    The  time  will  possibly  come  when 


medical  men  will  have  to  "  group  "  more  distinctly  than 
they  do  at  present ;  but  it  is  already  done  to  a  consider- 
able extent,  and  one  hardly  sees  how  the  "  grouping 
for  different  kinds  of  diseases  "  affects  the  relation  of 
pharmacy  to  medical  practice.  The  grouping  that  would 
do  this  would  be  a  grouping  into  prescribers  and  dis- 
pensers, into  those  who  prepare  medicine  and  those  who 
administer  it ;  can  Mr.  Sargeant  give  us  any  reasonable 
hope  of  this?  Already  this,  too,  has  been  partially 
effected,  but  I  see  no  sign  of  further  differentiation  in 
that  respect.  Perhaps  in  the  higher  branches  of  phar- 
macy further  groupings  .will  be  made,  but  that  will 
mean  little  to  the  chemist  in  business,  as  it  is  virtually 
confined  to  the  wholesale  trade,  and  always  will  be 
while  pharmacy  is  a  trade  at  all;  the  only  "  grouping  " 
that  would  make  the  better  education  of  the  ordinary 
retail  chemist  and  druggist  commercially  worth  while 
would  be  the  giving  to  him  of  the  exclusive  right  to 
dispense  doctors'  prescriptions,  and  this  is  as  yet  past 
praying  for.    Speaking  of 

Education, 

Mr.  Sargeant  said  scientific  subjects  must  precede 
technical  subjects,  meaning  no  doubt  by  the  latter  those 
which  deal  with  the  application  of  science  to  practical 
pharmacy.  Since  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  decrees  that 
this  must  be  so,  so  it  must  be,  but  there  is  something 
to  be  said  for  the  reverse  procedure,  which  is  the  way 
of  nature.  We  learn  to  live  by  living,  before  we  study 
the  science  of  life ;  practice  precedes  theory ;  we  learn 
to  speak  by  exercising  our  tongues  before  we  study 
grammar.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  two  processes  should 
go  on  together,  but  we  need  very  little  theory  to  guide 
us  in  the  art  of  living,  not  so  much,  I  should  say, 
as  the  amount  of  technical  knowledge  required  for  the 
profitable  study  of  scientific  principles  and  methods.  It 
is  a  nice  point ;  and  though,  no  doubt,  it  is  convenient 
to  take  the  two  at  different  periods  as  subjects  for 
examination,  I  am  by  no  means  sure  of  the  order  in 
which  it  is  best  to  take  them.  If  I  may  judge  from 
what  Mr.  Simmons  said  at  Lancaster,  the  arrangement 
at  present  in  force  seems  to  be  having  rather  questionable 
results. 

The  Benevolent  Fund 

appeal  recently  sent  out  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  suggests  the  inquiry  whether  the 
question  put  at  the  annual  meeting  in  May  last  as  to 
the  Society's  own  direct  contributions  to  the  Fund  has 
had  any  practical  result.  The  questioner  showed  con- 
clusively that  it  is  the  Society's  bounden  duty  to  make 
such  contributions,  since  the  charter  was  granted  upon 
its  undertaking  to  do  so  (as  it  actually  did  for  some 
years)  ;  but  the  question  was  burked,  though  I  am 
assured  that  it  fluttered  the  pharmaceutical  dovecote 
perceptibly.  The  President,  like  the  chancellor  in  Tenny- 
son's poem,  "'dallied  with  his  golden  chain,  and  smiling 
put  the  question  by."  It  has,  I  guess,  remained  "by  " 
ever  since.  I  counsel  every  branch  receiving  this  appeal 
to  reply  to  headquarters,  "  Go  thou  and  do  likewise," 
or  words  to  that  effect,  reminding  the  Council  that  it 
has  funds  invested  for  the  purpose,  while  the  branches 
have  not. 

Mr.  Belloc 

has  been  writing  on  "  True  Advertising,"  a  joropos 
of  the  recent  convention  on  advertising  at  Wembley.  He 
pokes  unholy  fun  at  the  idea  of  truth  in  advertisement, 
much  as  Harlequin  in  the  pantomimes  chases  Pantaloon 
with  a  red-hot  poker,  and  gives  specimens  of  what 
truthful  advertising  by  makers  of  chocolates,  invalids' 
foods,  motor  cars,  etc.,  would  be.  This  is  not  only 
unkind  but  unreasonable  in  Mr.  Belloc,  who  is  by  way 
of  being  a  poet,  and  ought  to  be  able  to  distinguish 
between  truth  and  literality.  The  advertiser,  too,  is 
in  his  way  a  poet,  and  aims,  as  does  the  poet  in  general, 
at  giving  not  the  bare  fact  but  its  emotional  value. 
Mr.  Belloc  can  hardly  expect  to  be  taken  literally  in 
all  that  he  says  of  Sussex  folk.  Why  should  he  tie 
the  advertiser  to  the  foot  of  the  letter?

Editorial  Articles 

The  Linseed  Oil  Market 

Commenting  on  the  linseed  oil  outlook  in  our  issue  cf 
August  16  last  we  suggested  that  in  view  of  the  then 
remaining  exportable  surplus  of  seed  (380,000  tons)  from 
the  Eiver  Plate  and  India,  to  be  spread  over  a  period 
of  about  five  months,  supplies  would  be  very  light  until 
the  next  Argentine  crop  is  available.  By  the  earlier 
part  of  October  this  exportable  surplus  was  reduced 
by  205,000   tons  to  about  175,000  tons,  which  clearly 
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emphasies  that  crushers  are  once  again  faced  with  a  period 
of  scarcity  over  the  balance  of  this  year,  and  probably 
well  into  January,  inasmuch  as  the  Argentine  crop  is 
expected  to  be  belated.  Moreover,  the  view  expressed 
in  our  issue  of  September  20  (p.  426),  that  the  outlook 
for  linseed  crushers  so^  far  as  the  cost  of  the  seed  was 
concerned  was  likely  to  become  quite  as  stringent  as  it 
was  in  the  previous  season,  due  to  the  increasing  world's 
consumption,  has  been  amply  confirmed  by  the  sharp 
advance  which  has  since  taken  place.  In  fact,  the  price 
of  linseed  has  appreciated  over  £5  per  ton  from  the 
terms  ruling  at  the  beginning  of  May  last,  which  is 
equivalent  roughly  to  £10  per  ton  on  the  cost  of  linseed- 
oil  to  crushers.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  that 
a  very  strong  feeling  has  characterised  the  linseed-oil 
market  for  several  weeks  past,  and  the  upward  move- 
ment in  October  was  particularly  pronounced.  The 
London  spot  price,  which  at  the  beginning  of  October 
stood  at  £43,  rose  steadily,  reaching  £46  15s.,  from 
which  a  little  reaction  ensued,  chiefly  in  consequence  of 
speculative  resales  in  forward  positions.  The  continuous 
rise  in  the  cost  of  seed  to  an  abnormally  high  level  up 
to  £24  15s.  for  Calcutta,  and  £22  17s.  6d.  per  ton  for 
River  Plate  seed  afloat,  has  naturally  been  a  strong 
factor.  Another  bull  point  isi  the  misgivings  aroused 
by  the  serious  damage  through  drought  to  the  growing 
Argentine  crop.  So  far  as  can  be  gathered,  this  damage 
will  not  only  nullify  the  large  increase  which  had  been 
attained  in  the  sowings  against  last  year,  but  will 
probably  result  in  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  yield 
compared  with  the  previous  crop.  More  recent  estimates 
place  the  exportable  surplus  from  the  coming  crop  at 
about  one  million  tons  only.  There  is,  therefore,  a 
feeling  of  disquiet  as  to  prospective  resources  in  the 
coming  season ;  meanwhile,  there  is  no  overlooking  the 
fact  that  a  notable  shortage  has  to  be  faced  during  the 
next  few  months.  European  crushers  are  now,  of  coursj, 
expressing  the  hope  of  being  able  to  rely  more  largely  on 
Indian  crop,  the  new  sowings  for  which  have  made  good 
progress.  The  demand  from  Continental  crushers  was  a 
striking  feature  of  late,  they  having  shown  more  anxiety 
to  make  provision  for  their  prospective  needs,  while  the 
fact  has  aroused  attention  that  the  recent  takings  from 
India  have  been  largely  for  Continental  ports,  notwith- 
standing the  premium  of  fully  £2  a  ton  ruling  for  some 
time  past  for  Calcutta  seed  over  the  value  of  Argentine 
seed.  We  give  below  the  highest  and  lowest  prices  reached 
within  the  first  ten  months  of  this  year  for  linseed  oil, 
as  well  as  linseed  cake  and  linseed  : —

The  lowest  figures  recorded  above  were  reached  towards 
the  end  of  April  last,  and  the  highest  within  the  second 
half  of  October,  with  the  exception  of  linseed-oil  at 
£55,  which  was  the  extreme  highest  touched  in  the 
earlier  part  of  February  when  the  market  was  acutely 
affected  by  the  adjustment  of  the  short  contracts  that 
were  still  in  existence.  The  handicap  to  crushers  in  the 
matter  of  high  seed-costs  was  certainly  in  a  notable  degree 
remedied  by  the  fact  that  they  were  able  to  secure  much 
better  terms  for  linseed  cake  in  recent  months,  the  price 


having  appreciated  about  £4  per  ton  from  the  relatively 
low  point  ruling  early  in  May.  The  total  shipments  of 
seed  from  the  Argentine  and  India  combined,  to  all 
ports  for  the  nine  months  to  the  end  of  September 
amounted  to  1,431,550  tons — an  increase  of  104,050  tons, 
compared  with  the  same  period  last  year.  Of  the  total 
given,  444,200  tons  came  to  this  country,  and  as  much 
as  625,350  tons  went  to  Continental  ports,  thus  making 
an  aggregate  of  1,069,550  tons  for  European  ports,  against 
798,500  tons  in  1923.  Besides  this,  the  shipments  from 
the  River  Plate  to  the  United  States  and  Canada  for  nine 
months  amounted  to  352,000  tons,  against  524,000  tons  in 
1923.  There  was,  therefore,  an  increase  of  about  271,000 
tons  in  the  European  takings  from  the  two  main  sources 
of  supply,  against  which  the  quantities  absorbed  by  North 
America  from  the  River  Plate  were  172,000  tons  less  than 
for  the  first  nine  months  of  last  year.  In  the  light  of 
the  disappointing  crop  outlook  in  the  River  Plate,  and 
the  somewhat  critical  period  facing  the  crushing  in- 
dustry for  at  least  some  few  months  to  come,  there  is 
no  doubt  that  an  accentuation  of  stringency  will  be  en- 
countered. Some  idea  of  what  is  thought  of  prospects 
in  the  coming  year  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  at  one 
period  recently  almost  as  much  money  was  paid  by 
speculators  for  forward  oil  as  for  spot  delivery. 


Customs  and  Excise 

The  fourteenth  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Customs 
and  Excise  covers  the  year  ended  March  31,  1923.  The 
relations  between  the  departments  as  regards  Ireland, 
about  which  there  is  a  good  deal  of  misunderstanding,  is 
explained  as  follows  :  The  department  acts  as  agents  for 
the  Government  of  Northern  Ireland  in  administering 
old-age  pensions,  the  entertainments  duty,  a  number  of 
excise  licences,  and  certain  other  matters  which  were 
transferred  to  that  Government  by  the  Government  of 
Ireland  Act,  1920.  As  regards  the  Irish  Free  State,  the' 
Provisional  Government  (Transfer  of  Functions)  Order, 
made  under  the  Irish  Free  State  (Agreement)  Act,  1922, 
transferred  all  administrative  functions  in  that  State  to 
the  Irish  Provisional  Government  as  from  April  1,  1922. 
The  Customs  and  Excise  duties,  however,  were  not 
altered,  and  continued  to  be  assessed,  levied  and  collected 
as  previously.  Until  December  6,  1922,  the  department 
carried  on  the  collection  and  administration,  as  agents 
for  the  Free  State  under  an  arrangement  made  at  the 
request  of  the  Provisional  Government.  On  that  date, 
in  virtue  of  the  Irish  Free  State  Constitution  Act,  1922, 
the  Free  State  Government  assumed  direct  control  of 
customs  and  excise,  but  the  provisions  as  to  uniform 
assessment,  levying  and  collection  of  duties  were  con- 
tinued until  the  end  of  the  financial  year,  during  which 
period  the  department  co-operated  with  the  Revenue 
Commissioners  in  Dublin  in  matters  of  administration. 
The  whole  of  the  revenue  collected  in  the  Free  State 
during  the  financial  year  1922-23  was  paid  into  the 
Exchequer  of  that  State,  subject,  however,  to  adjustment 
being  made  when  the  revenue  properly  attributable 
thereto  had  been  ascertained.  A  corresponding  adjust- 
ment was  required  respecting  the  revenue  collected  in 
Great  Britain  and  Northern  Ireland  and  paid  into  the 
Imperial  Exchequer.  The  need  for  these  adjustments 
arose  from  the  fact  that  as  duty-paid  articles  could  still 
be  removed  without  restriction  from  Great  Britain  or 
Northern  Ireland  to  the  Free  State,  and  vice  versa, 
as  in  the  ordinary  course  of  internal  trade,  the  duty 
actually  collected  in  each  area  did  not  correspond  with 
the  quantities  of  dutiable  goods  consumed  there. 
Statistics  of  duty-paid  articles  passing  between  Great 
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Britain  on  the  one  hand  and  Ireland  as  a  whole  on 
the  other  were  accordingly  collected,  and  the  duty  on 
such  articles  was  credited  to  the  country  Teceiving  the 
goods.  The  revenue  so  ascertained  for  Ireland  as  a 
whole  was  finally  divided  between  the  Free  State  and 
Northern  Ireland  on  the  basis  of  the  respective  popula- 
tions, as  it  was  not  possible,  in  the  absence  of  customs 
machinery  on  the  boundary,  to  collect  statistics  of  duty- 
paid  articles  passing  between  the  two  parts  of  Ireland. 
An  exception  existed,  however,  in  the  case  of  spirits, 
the  exact  destination  of  which  was  ascertainable  under 
the  system  of  permits  to  which  the  removal  of  duty-paid 
spirits  is  subject.  These  adjustments  between  the 
Imperial  and  Free  State  Exchequers  were  not  completely 
calculated  until  after  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  and 
accordingly  they  fall  to  be  carried  through  in  the  finan- 
cial year  1923-24.  The  revenue  accounts  have  been  dealt 
with  in  the  Budget  statement  for  1923,  and  although 
the  figures  in  the  report  are  somewhat  belated,  there  is 
considerable  interest  in  the  comparative  figures  given  in 
various  tables  in  the  report.  For  instance,  the  statistics 
for  home-made  table  waters  show  a  considerable  decline 
as  follows,  and  reflect  only  too  well  the  ruinous  effect 
of  the  taxes  on  the  mineral  water  trade  :  1918, 
£1.323,277;  1919,  £1,447,801;  1920,  £1,361,891;  1921, 
£1,180,783;  1922,  £1,157,276;  1923,  £871,065. 
Then  the  striking  fact  is  shown  that  im- 
ported table  waters  (also  taxable}  show  remarkable 
increases  :  1918,  9,080  gals.  ;  1919,  5,151  gals.  ;  1920, 
9,865  cals.  ;  1921,  15,632  gals.  ;  1922,  15,627  gals.  ;  1923, 
23,504  gals.  There  are  many  tables  dealing  with  the 
duty  on  spirits,  but  probably  those  referring  to  non- 
dutiable  spirits  are  of  greatest  interest  to  our  readers. 
Spirits  of  certain  descriptions  and  strengths,  it  may  be 
recalled,  are  allowed  to  be  received  for  the  purposes 
specified  below  free  of  the  ordinary  spirit  duties,  without 
being  denatured  (i.e.,  rendered  non-potable),  but  a  differ- 
ential customs  duty  is  payable  in  certain  cases  on  im- 
ported spirits,  viz.  :  On  spirits  used  for  purpose  (26) 
a  duty  equivalent  to  the  difference  between  the  full  or 
preferential  rate,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  the  rate  of 
excise  duty  on  home-made  spirits ;  and  on  non-Empire 
spirits  used  for  purposes  (1),  (2a)  and  2  c)  a  duty 
equivalent  to  the  difference  between  the  full  and  the 
preferential  rates,  Empire  spirits  used  for  such  purposes 
being  free  of  duty.  Methylic  alcohol  used  for  purpose 
(1)  is  free  of  duty  whatever  its  origin.  The  purposes 
in  question  are  :  — 

(1)  Use.  under  revenue  control,  in  an  art  or  manufacture 
for  which  industrial  methylated  spirits  are  unsuitable. 

(2)  Methylation.  Methylated  spirits  are  now  of  three 
descriptions  :  — 

(a)  "  Industrial  Methylated  Spirits  "  for  use,  under  revenue 
control,  in  industrial  operations  for  which  mineralised  methy- 
lated spirits  are  unsuitable. 

(b)  "  Mineralised  Methylated  Spirits,"  which  are  more 
completely  denatured  than  the  "  Industrial  "  description, 
for  use  free  from  revenue  control ;  and 

(e)  "Power  Methylated  Spirits,  "  for  generating  mechanical 
power.    (Finance  Act,  1920.) 

A  study  of  the  figures  given  for  non-dutiable  spirits 
reflect  the  fluctuations  in  trade,  the  quantities  of  home- 
made spirits  in  proof  gallons  used  in  the  arts  and  manu- 
factures being  :  1920,  488.944  gals. ;  1921,  545,671  gals.  ; 
1922,  392,928  gals.;  1923,  585,364  gals.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  amount  used  for  scientific  purposes  in  univer- 
sities, hospitals,  etc.,  has  increased  from  7,242  proof 
gallons  in  1920  to  12,305  gallons  in  1923.  The  quantity 
of  methylated  spirits  received  for  manufacture  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1923,  was  for  power  spirits 
122,671  proof  gallons,   for  industrial    spirits  4.880,409 


gallons;  mineralised,  1,840,416  gallons,  a  total  of 
6,843,496  gallons.  The  uses  to  which  industrial  methyl- 
ated spirits  are  put  are  numerous  but  of  great  interest  as 
showing  the  various  manufactures  which  benefit  by  being 
able  to  employ  cheap  spirits  : —

— It  has  been  agreed  between 
Duncan,  Floekhart  &  Co.,  and  Battersea  (London)Borough 
Council  that  the  trade  custom  regarding  the  charging  and 
crediting  of  bottles  shall  be  observed  in  oonnection  with 
the  drug  contra-ct.  It  had  been  suggested  that  no  initial 
charge  should  be  made. 
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Pharmaceutical  Society 

of  Great  Britain 
Council  Meeting 

A  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  at  16  Bloomsbury 
Square,  London,  W.C.,  on  November  5,  Mr.  F.  P. 
Sargeant  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  only  absent  mem- 
ber was  Mr.  Hardy.  There  were  no  questions.  The 
following  report  of  the  proceedings  at  the  meeting  on 
November  4  was  supplied  : — 

Therapeutic  Substances  Bill 

The  following  report  was  received  of  the  deputation 
appointed  to  wait  on  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  urge  that 
the  exemption  from  the  necessity  to  be  licensed  contained 
in  sub-section  5  of  Section  2  should  be  extended  to  phar- 
macists, and  that  before  regulations  are  made  they  should 
be  submitted  in  draft  for  the  observations  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  and  Pharmaceutical  Society  : — 

The  deputation  consisted  of  the  President,  Mr.  H.  O. 
Lloyd  and  the  secretary,  each  of  whom  spoke  in  support  of 
these  changes  in  the  Bill.  The  deputation  were  informed 
that  it  would  be  impossible  to  extend  the  exemption  in  the 
manner  indicated,  but  that  the  Ministry  were  impressed 
with  their  criticisms  of  the  Section  as  at  present  drawn, 
and  would  be  prepared  to  consider  suggestions  for  any 
amendment  which  would  more  accurately  provide  for  the 
object  with  which  the  clause  was  drafted.  In  regard  to 
the  second  point,  the  Bill  having  provided  for  direct  repre- 
sentation from  the  Society  and  the  General  Medical  Council 
on  the  advisory  committee  which  was  to  deal  with  the 
proposed  regulations,  the  Ministry  were  unable  further  to 
complicate  the  machinery  for  making  regulations.  They 
thought  that  the  object  of  tlie  Society  would  be  met  in  that 
they  would  take  care  that  their  own  representative  on  the 
committee  would  consult  them  where  necessary. 

.  Standardisation  of  Lysol 

The  following  report  of  a  deputation  appointed  by  the 
Council  in  August  in  reference  to  the  standardisation  of 
lysol  was  received  : — ■ 

The  deputation  consisted  of  the  President.  Mr.  E.  White 
(chairman  of.  the  Science  Committee),  Mr.  Antelift'e  (chair- 
man of  the  Law  Committee)  and  the  secretary.  They  were 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Godber  and  Mr.  Smith,  representing 
the  British  Disinfectants  Manufacturers' _  Association. 
There  was  a  very  free  and  friendly  discussion,  in  which 
all  members  of  the  deputation  took  part.  They  urged 
the  necessity  for  the  fixing  of  a  standard  for  lysol,  and 
recommended  that  the  standard  should  be  such  as  to  require 
the  presence  of  not  less  than  50  per  cent,  of  cresylic  acid. 
It  was  admitted  that  as  the  law  stood  the  Ministry  had  no 
power  to  impose  standards  for  disinfectants,  but  the  deputa- 
tion urged  that  in  the  meantime  the  General  Medical 
Council  should  be  recommended  to  add  the  word  "  lysol  " 
as  a  synonym  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  for  liquor  cresol 
saponatus.  If  this  were  done,  it  would  be  a  valuable  step 
in  minimising  the  present  unsatisfactory  condition  of  things. 
The  deputation  was  informed  that  their  suggestion,  that  the 
Minister  should  write  to  the  General  Medical  Council  in 
support  of  the  suggestion,  would  be  favourably  considered. 

It  was  also  intimated  that  a  letter  was  received 
announcing  that  the  Minister  of  Health  has  decided  to 
invite  a  representative  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
confer  with  others  in  regard  to  the  personnel  of  and  the 
policy  to  be  adopted  by  the  British  delegation  to  the 
second  international  conference  for  the  unification  of  the 
formulas  of  powerful  medicaments.  Mr.  E.  White  was 
asked  to  act  as  the  Society's  representative  at  the  con- 
ference referred  to. 

Deaths 

The  President,  at  the  outset  of  the  proceedings  on 
November  5,  referred  to  the  deaths  of  Messrs.  Leopold 
Joseph,  Cardiff,  and  Charles  Thompson,  Birmingham, 
giving  details  of  their  pharmaceutical  careers  and  the 
Work  they  had  done  for  pharmacy. 

The  Vice-President  said  the  sudden  death  of  Mr. 
Joseph  came  as  an  enormous  shock  to  him,  for  he  had 
been  associated  with  Mr.  Joseph  in  a  number  of 
capacities  during  many  years. 


Mr.  H.  0.  Lloyd  made  special  reference  to  the  death 
of  Mr.  Thompson,  of  whom  he  had  been  a  colleague,  and 
whose  friendship  he  had  enjoyed  for  many  years.  Only 
a  Birmingham  man,  he  said,  could  quite  realise  the  debt 
of  gratitude  which  the  Council  owed  to  men  like  Mr. 
Thompson. 

The  following  resolutions  were  carried  by  the  members 
standing  in  silence  .:— 

That  this  Council,  recalling  the  services  rendered  to  phar- 
macy by  the  late  Mr.  Leopold  Joseph,  of  Cardiff,  as  a 
member  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  Insurance  for  Wales, 
as  a  member  of  the  Local  Associations  Executive,  and  as 
chairman  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union;  and  recalling 
also  his  services  to  the  community  generally  as  a  justice  of 
the  peace  and  in  other  capacities,  place  on  record  their 
sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  pharmacy  through  his  death, 
and  join  in  mourning  the  passing  of  an  esteemed  and 
engaging-  personality  whose  public  spirit  has  been  an  ex- 
amples to  all  and  whose  name  will  long  be  remembered  and 
honoured. 

That  this  Council,  in  memory  of  the  many  services  un- 
grudgingly rendered  over  a  long  period  of  years  by  the  late 
Mr  Charles  Thompson,  of  Birmingham,  as  honorary  secre- 
tary and  subsequently  as  President  of  the  Midland  Pharma- 
ceutical Association,  as  secretary  on  two  occasions  of  the 
Local  Committee  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference, 
and  as  divisional  secretary  of  Birmingham  for  many  years, 
record  their  deep  regret  at  the  passing  of  so  esteemed  a 
member  of  the  craft,  whose  name  will  long  be  remembered 
an  1  respected,  and  tender  to  his  relatives  their  respectful 
sympathy  in  their  bereavement. 

Return  of  Mr.  Keith 

The  President  referred*  to  the  absence  of  Mr.  Hardy, 
and  expressed  concern  with  regard  to  an  ear  affection 
from  which  he  was  suffering. 

The  President  was  about  to  allude  to  Mr.  Keith, 
when  that  gentleman  entered  the  room  and  was  given 
a  warm  welcome,  being  congratulated  on  his  recovery. 

Mr.  Neathercoat's  Contest 
The  President  congratulated  Mr.  Neathercoat  on  the 
excellent  fight  he  had  made  at  the  general  election. 
Although  the  members  of  the  Council  did  not  wish  to 
have  to  go  thro-ugh  another  election,  for  some  time  at 
any  rate,  they  hoped  an  opportunity  would  arise  for 
Mr.  Neathercoat's  return  to  Parliament.  Pharmacists 
throughout  the  country  would  like  to  6ee  him  occupying 
a  seat  in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  he  (the  speaker) 
hoped  the  time  would  not  be  far  distant  when  Mr. 
Neathercoat  would  be  elected.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  Neathercoat  expressed  his  hearty  appreciation 
of  the  President's  remarks. 

Elections  and  Restorations 
Thirty-one  persons  were  elected  members  of  the  Society 
and  six  persons  as  student-associates.  A  number  of 
persons  were  restored  to  the  Society.  The  registrar 
reported  that  279  persons  had  been  registered  as  appren- 
tices or  students.  The  board  of  examiners  for  the 
ensuing  year,  numbering  thirty-six,  was  elected  by  the 
Council. 

Correspondence 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  Home  Office,  enclosing 
amended  regulations  dealing  with  the  dispensing  of  pre- 
scriptions containing  "  dangerous  "  drugs  (C.  <£■  D., 
October  18,  p.  573).  The  effect  of  these,  the  secretary 
explained,  was  to  relieve  the  chemist  of  certain  of  his 
present  obligations. 

Science  Committee 

This  Committee,  with  a  view  of  the  possibility  of  the 
Privy  Council  amending  the  draft  Order  in  Council  as 
to  the  labelling  of  poisons,  so  as  to  permit  of  abbrevia- 
tions being  used  in  connection  with  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Codex  preparations,  as  well  as  those  of  the  B.P., 
stated  that  they  had  considered  a  draft  of  a  list  of 
abbreviations,  prepared  at  the  direction  of  the  chairman, 
suitable  for  publication  as  a  supplement  to  the  Codex. 
This  draft  supplement  they  now  submitted. 

The  report  was  approved  and  adopted. 
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Finance  Committee 

The  financial  statement  showed  that  receipts  since  the 
last  meeting,  including  a  balance  of  £34  9s.  4d. ,  amounted 
to  £4,168  lis.  10d.,  comprising  the  following  items  : — 
Subscriptions,  £305  16s.  3d.  ;  examination  fees,  £3  4s. ; 
registration  fees,  £592  4s. ;  certificates  of  qualification, 
£1 ;  penalties,  £23  5s.  2d.;  "Pharmaceutical  Journal" 
advertisements,  etc.,  £1,294  9s.  2d.;  "Pharmaceutical 
Journal  "  S.A.  subscriptions,  £4  4s.  ;  Pharmaceutical 
Press  publications,  £7  14s.  2d.;  "  Pharmaceutical  Pocket 
Book,"  £14  5s.  7d. ;  School  of  Pharmacy,  £383  7s.  6d. ; 
"Year-Book,"  £3  Is.  8d. ;  Register  of  Chemists  and 
Druggists,  £3  15s.  9d. ;  B.P.  Codex,  1923,  £419  10s.  3d. ; 
interest  on  investments,  £228  5s.  ;  transferred  from 
deposit  account,  £850.  Payments  ordered  at  the  last 
meeting  amounted  to  £4,153  2s.  Id.,  leaving  a  balance  of 
£15  9s.  9d.  The  balances  on  the  other  accounts  were  : —

£10  14s.  lid.  The  report  recommended  that  accounts 
amounting  to  £7,322  3s.  3d.  be  paid,  and  that  the  action 
of  the  secretary  in  making  payments  amounting!  to  - 
£948  9s.  10d.  be  approved.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Education  Committee 

This  Committee,  having  considered  a  list  of  forty- 
seven  schools  having  an  advanced  course  in  science 
received  from  the  Board  of  Education,  approved  of  their 
recognition  for  certain  subjects  indicated.  The  Com- 
mittee also  resolved  to  recognise  Hutton  Grammar  School 
for  chemistry  and  phys'cs,  and  Rutherford  Technical 
College  and  Westoe  Secondary  School  for  chemistry, 
physics  and  botany.    The  report  was  adopted. 

Benevolent  Fund 

The  Committee  of  the  Fund  reported  that  they  had 
considered  nine  applications,  and  had  made  grants  rang- 
ing from  £10  to  £30.  The  secretary  directed  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Committee  to  the  Old  Age  Pensions  Act  1924, 
which  became  law  on  August  7.  amending  previous  Acts 
bo  far  as  the  calculation  of  the  applicant's  means  is  con- 
cerned. This  alteration  affected  very  materially  the  posi- 
tion of  the  annuitants  on  the  Society's  Benevolent  Fund, 
as  it  is  now  possible  for  an  annuitant  receiving  £50  to 
receive  also  the  full  Government  pension  of  £26.  The 
Committee  decided  that  the  annuitants  receiving.  £40 
and  £50  respectively  should  be  communicated  with, 
together  with  the  almoner  in  such  cases.

Legacy:  J.  W.  Ellidge,  Chichester,  £180.  Orphan  Fund: 
Manchester  Chemists'  Exhibition  (smoking  concert),  £25; 
"  A  well-wisher  of  the  Orphan  Fund,"  Manchester,  £50. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Lloyd  said  the  Council  would  be  specially 
pleased  to  see  the  result  of  the  efforts  made  in  Man- 
chester. The  Committee  were  very  gratified  at  the 
generosity  of  certain  individual  donors,  but  would  like 
to  see  more  small  sums  from  the  rank  and  file  to  the 
Orpban  Fund.     (Hear,  hear.)    The  report  was  adopted. 

War  Auxiliary  Benevolent  Fund 

This  Committee  reported  that  they  had  received  four 
applications  and  recommended  grants  from  £50  to  £100. 
The  report  was  adopted. 

Future  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference 

The  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  Executive,  after 
considering  the  resolution  referred  from  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  relating  to  the  future  of 
the  Conference,  decided  to  advise  the  Council  of  the 
Societv  as  follows  : — 

The  Executive  of  the  Conference  recommend  that  the 
programme  of  social  events  should  mot  be  unduly  long, 


and  that  the  expenditure  should  be  limited  to  the  price 
of  the  tickets  as  nearly  as  local  circumstances  permit. 
Further,  that  the  cost  of  the  ticket  should  not  exceed 
£2  2s.,  and  that  the  sports  day  should  be  a  separate 
item,  and  not  included  in  the  price  of  the  ticket. 
This  was  all  the  public  business. 


Branch  Meetings 

Birmingham. — The  annual  general  meeting  was  held 
on  October  14,  the  only  formal  business  being  the  adop- 
tion of  the  annual  report  and  statement  of  accounts 
and  the  election  of  the  committee,  as  follows : — Messrs. 
J.  W.  Atkinson,  J.  T.  Bell,  E.  C.  Bennison,  H.  Berry, 
J.  W  Bland,  A.  E.  Harris,  E.  W.  Mann,  H.  H. 
Marshall,  T.  W.  Peck,  H.  Rigg,  and  Miss  F.  H.  Finney. 
An  informal  discussion  took  place  on  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  articles  of  pupilage,  and  on  registration  thereof 
with  the  Society  being  compulsory  for  compliance  with 
the  regulations  affecting  curriculum  and  qualification. 
A  special  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  on 
October  15,  when  the  appointment  of  a  dispenser,  other 
than  a  chemist  and  druggist,  at  the  Women's  Hospital, 
and  the  correspondence  which  had  taken  place  with  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  thereupon,  was  discussed  with 
the  Vice-President  of  the  Society  (Mr.  P.  F.  Rowsell). 

Leicester. — A  meeting  of  the  Branch  was  held  on 
October  28.  The  President  (Mr.  A.  E.  Marsh)  gave  a 
resume  of  the  efforts  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  to 
improve  the  status  of  pharmacists  in  the  R.A.M.C.,  and 
a  resolution  was  passed  to  support  the  Society  in  this 
matter.  Mr.  F.  H.  Clark  (Vice-President)  notified  the 
meeting  of  the  request  from  the  Council  of  the  Univer- 
sity College  to  appoint  a  life*  governor.  The  ballot  was 
in  favour  of  Mr.  J.  Barker.  -It  was  during  Mr.  Barker's 
period  of  office  as  secretary  that  the  Branch  took  up  the 
scheme  to  contribute  towards  the  equipment  of  a  phar- 
maceutical laboratory  at  the  College. 

Nottingham. — The  annual  meeting  of  the  Branch  was 
held  on  October  29,  Mr.  Spencer  H.  Plattin  presiding. 
Following  the  adoption  of  the  annual  report,  an  appeal 
was  made  for  gifts  of  text-books  to  form  the  nucleus 
of  a  library  for  the  use  of  students.  The  election  of 
members  of  Council  resulted  as  follows : — Messrs.  Beilby, 
Bentley,  Carr,  Clay,  B.  Gill,  Godson,  Jackson,  Middle- 
ton,  Plattin,  Prince,  Reynolds,  Se:geant,  Turner  and 
Waring.  Messrs.  Ellis  and  Highfield  were  appointed 
auditors,  and  a  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to  the  out- 
going officers  and  council.  The  following  officers  were 
elected  : — President,  Mr.  E.  C.  Carr ;  Vice-President, 
Mr.  H.  C.  Prinoe;  Treasurer,  Mr.  H.  P.  Middleton; 
Secretary,  Mr.  W.  J.  Clay. 

Sheffield. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Branch,  on  October  30, 
Mr.  J.  Norwood  (President)  in  the  chair,  papers  on 
Pharmaceutical  Service  in  the  Army  were  given  by 
Messrs.  Crowe,  Hobson,  Northend  and  Peebles.  After 
a  discussion,  the  following  resolution  was  proposed  by 
Mr.  J.  Gilbert  Jackson,  seconded  by  Mr.  F.  Hindle, 
and  carried  unanimously: — "That  the  evidence  sub- 
mitted to  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Army  Council 
to  consider  the  employment  of  pharmacists  in  the  Army 
furnished  overwhelming  proof  that  during  the  war  the 
dispensing  of  medicine  to  the  troops  was  grossly  muddled, 
which  resulted  in  a  scandalous  waste  of  men  and 
material,  and  gravely  imperilled  the  health  and  efficiency 
of  the  armed  forces  of  the  Crown.  That  under  some 
sinister  influence  the  War  Office  turned  down  the  re- 
commendations. The  Sheffield  and  District  Branch 
therefore  unanimously  support  the  appeal  just  addressed 
to  all  Parliamentary  candidates  to  insist  that  the  reforms 
unanimously  recommended  should  be  immediatey  carried 
out,"  Messrs.  A.  Aldons  and  H.  W.  Spooner,  students 
at  the  Sheffield  and  Barnsley  schools  for  Part  I  of  the 
Society's  Qualifying  examination,  were  presented  with 
the  prizes  given  by  the  Branch.

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Coventry. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee, 
on  October  27,  the  chairman  (Mr.  Wale)  paid  a  special 
tribute  to  the  pharmaceutical  service  of  the  area.  He 
said  the  Committee  believed  that  a  very  high  standard 
of  dispensing  existed  in  Coventry,  and  that  the  service 
in  this  respect  worked  well  and  to  the  advantage  of 
the  insured  public.  He  had  found  the  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  most  ready  and  willing  to  do  all  in  their 
power  to  meet  the  Committee's  views  on  administrative 
matters.  When  the  Insurance  Committee  gave  evidence 
before  the  Royal  Commission,  they  would  make  special 
reference  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  Committee  in 
1921  to  the  following  effect: — "That  in  this  Committee's 
opinion,  the  provision  of  the  National  Insurance  Act, 
1911,  whereunder  the  dispensing  of  medicines  for  the 
insured  community  is  undertaken  by  the  pharmacist 
wherever  available,  has  been  fully  justified  by  experi- 
ence, and  that  the  current  arrangements  should  be  con- 
tinued and  developed." 

Essex. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee,  on 
November  4,  the  action  of  the  Finance  Subcommittee  in 
paying  the  following  sums  on  account  of  the  Drug  Fund 
was  approved  : — East  Anglian  Joint  (Pricing  of  Prescrip- 
tions) Committee,  on  account  of  expenditure,  1924,  £192 ; 
petty  disbursements,  £3  15s. ;  chemists,  £6.496  15s.  The 
Medical  Benefit  Subcommittee  reported  that  they  had 
been  furnished  with  the  subjoined  statistical  data  relat- 
ing to  prescriptions  dispensed  during  the  second  quarter 
of  the  current  year,  together  with  the  particulars  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  1923  : —

Regarding  the  supply  of  drugs  on  early  closing  days, 
it  was  reported  that  there  was  a  communication  from 
the  secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  setting 
forth  the  arrangements  made  in  several  of  the  districts, 
but  definite  arrangements  had  not  yet  been  completed 
in  the  Chelmsford,  Leyton  and  Ilford  districts.  It  is 
hoped  to  submit  in  a  future  report  detailed  particulars 
of  the  arrangements  throughout  the  county.  The  report 
was  adopted. 

Kent. — During  the  quarter  ended  June  30,  230,520 
prescriptions  were  made  up,  the  number  of  persons  on 
the  panel  being  261,183.  The  average  cost  per  person  was 
8.5d.  An  item  in  the  accounts  for  the  year  1922  was 
£38,300  10s.  3d.  for  drugs  and  appliances  supplied. 

Portsmouth. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee, on  October  30,  it  was.  intimated  that  the 
Ministry  of  Health  considers  nutrient  suppositories  are 
a  food,  not  a  drug.  It  was  also  reported  that  the 
Ministry  is  proceeding  with  the  investigation  of  exces- 
sive prescribing.  Payments  to  doctors  were  approved 
for  the  third  quarter  of  the  year,  amounting  to 
£6,940  15s.,  and  to  the  chemists  for  the  month  of 
August  amounting  to  £572  2s.  The  clerk  also  reported 
the  receipt  of  the  draft  of  the  Unclaimed  Proceeds  of 
Stamps  Regulations  1924,  under  which  the  Minister  has 
power  to  apply  sums  available  to  meet  the  deficiency  on 
the  drug  fund  due  to  the  abnormal  sickness  of  the  past 
year  or  two.  The  capitation  cost  nationally  is  now  about 
2d.  in  excess  of  the  2s.  already  provided  by  Insurance 
funds. 

Surrey. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee  on 
October  30  the  Testing  of  Drugs  Subcommittee  reported 
that  the  result  of  the  analysis  of  ten  medicines  is 
generally  satisfactory.  In  two  cases  where  a  belladonna 
ointment  was  obtained  the  quantity  supplied  was  some- 
what deficient,  and  the  clerk  has  been  instructed  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  chemists  concerned  to  the  deficiency, 


and  in  one  case  the  chemist  is  being  asked  for  an  expla- 
nation of  delay  in  obtaining  the  ointment.  In  another 
case,  where  cachets  containing  salol  were  obtained,  the 
total  weight  of  the  twelve  cachets  should  have  been 
120  grains,  whereas  the  total  weight  was  83.4  grains,  and 
the  average  weight  in  each  cachet  6.95  grains,  whereas 
it  should  have  been  10  grains.  This  case,  in  accordance 
with  the  scheme,  was  referred  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Service  Subcommittee  for  investigation.  The  subcom- 
mittee selected  a  further  twelve  shops  in  different  parts 
of  the  county,  and  the  clerk  was  authorised  to  present 
prescriptions  for  dispensing  for  the  purpose  of  analysis. 


Associations'  Winter  Session 

Edinburgh    District    Chemists'   Trade    Association. — 

A  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  District  Chemists'  Trade 
Association  was  held  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
House,  36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  October  31,  Mr. 
James  B.  Mitchell  (chairman)  presiding.  Miss:  St.  Clair 
Boag  (secretary)  read  a  report  on  the  work  done  since 
the  last  annual  meeting,  and  Mr.  J.  S.  B.  Heddla 
(treasurer)  submitted  a  statement  showing  balance  in 
hand  £6  lis.  5d.  The  following  office-bearers  and  Com- 
mittee were  elected  : — Mr.  James  B.  Mitchell,  Chair- 
man :  Mr.  A.  E.  Kelly,  Vice-Chairman;  Miss  St.  Clair 
Boag,  Secretary ;  Mr.  J.  S.  B.  Heddle,  Treasurer ; 
Committee,  Messrs.  J.  Adamson,  Peter  Boa,  A.  .1. 
Clark,  J.  Muir,  J.  Noble,  J.  W.  Pattullo,  and  J.  R. 
Wilson.  A  discussion  took  place  with  reference  to  con- 
ditions under  which  the  dispensing  of  medicines  and  the 
supply  of  surgical  apparatus  was  being  done  for  public 
departments,  such  as  the  Town  Council  and  the  Post 
Office.  It  appeared  that  the  matter  wasi  one  calling  for 
investigation,  so  that  some  co-ordination  should  be  secured 
in  the  way  of  bringing  all  departments  of  public  phar- 
maceutical service  within  a  general  scheme  analogous  to 
that  of  Insurance  dispensing.  The  chairman,  vice- 
chairman,  Mr.  Noble  and  the  secretary  were  appointed  a 
subcommittee  to  inquire  and  report.  It  was  also  agreed 
that,  as  last  session,  arrangements  should  be  made  to 
hold  a  Burns  dinner. 

London  (N.). — The  opening  meeting  of  the  session  took 
place  on  October  28,  at  the  North  Library,  Holloway. 
Mr.  J.  Downing  was  re-elected  President ;  Mr.  J.  T. 
Walters,  Vice-President ;  Mr.  C.  W.  Matthews, 
Treasurer;  Mr.  H.  Skinner,  Secretary;  Mr.  W.  E. 
Swanston,  Assistant  Secretary ;  Mr.  H.  T.  Parker, 
Auditor  ;  and  the  committee  and  district  representatives 
were  also  re-elected.  The  treasurer  gave  the  financial 
statement  for  the  past  year,  showing  a  slight  balance  in 
hand.

The  London  (South-Western)  Chemists'  Association 
held  a  successful  whist  drive  and  dance,  on  October  21, 
at  the  Clarence  Rooms,  Coldharbour  Lane,  S.W.9.  The 
whist  drive  was  in  charge  of  Mr.  G.  F.  Barratt,  and  the 
prizes,  provided  by  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  T.  F.  Bristow 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  Britton,  Malcolm  &  Waymark,  Ltd., 
Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  John  Bell  &  Croyden, 
Ltd.,  and  Vinolia  Co.,  Ltd.,  were  in  the  following  order: 
First,  second,  highest  in  either  half,  mystery,  the 
winners  being: — Gentlemen:  Messrs.  Monaghan,  Hazel, 
Ford,  Bridgeman.  Ladies:  Mrs.  Monaghan,  Mrs. 
Butteris,  Miss  Fuller.  Mrs.  Wennoth.  The  dance,  which 
was  in  charge  of  Mr.  D.  A.  Rees  (social  secretary),  who 
acted  as  M.C.,  proceeded  at  the  same  time  in  the  adjoin- 
ing hall,  and  was  voted  a  huge  success. 
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The  first  meeting  -of  the  present  session  of  the  London 
section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  was  held  on 
November  3,  Dr.  Bernard  Dyer  (chairman)  presiding. 
Mr.  W.  J.  U.  Woolcock  (president  of  the  Society)  gave 
an  address  entitled  Experiments  in  Protection,  in  the 
course  of  which  he  discussed  the  principles  underlying 
the  three  methods  of  protecting  industries  which  have 
been  tried  in  this  country — avoiding,  however,  any  refer- 
ence to  the  political  aspect  of  the  subject.  In  general 
terms,  he  said,  there  are  only  three  ways  in  which  indus- 
try can  be  protected,  viz.,  by  means  of  subsidies,  by 
means  of  prohibition  of  imports  and  licences,  and  by 
tariffs.  The  first  method  had  been  applied  during  the 
war,  and  was  more  or  less  successful ;  but  in  peace  time 
it  was  not  so  successful,  because  it  implied  that  an 
industry  which  needed  a  subsidy  must  be  inefficient,  and. 
perhaps  for  that  reason,  subsidies  had  become  rather 
discredited.  At  the  same  time,  it  did  not  follow  that 
because  an  industry  was  subsidised  it  must  be  inefficient. 
It  might  be  that  the  similar  industry  abroad  was  subsi- 
dised by  its  government,  or  there  might  be  other  reasons 
apart  from  the  efficiency  or  otherwise  of  the  industry  in 
this  country.  As  to  prohibition  of  imports  and  the  issue 
of  licences,  the  experience  with  the  Dyestuffs  Act  had 
shown  that,  where  there  was  an  organised  body  of  users, 
there  was  less  difficulty  in  this  method  -of  protection  than 
in  any  other  way.  In  such  cases  the  consumer  invariably 
felt  that  he  ought  to  pay  more  for  his  goods  than  he 
otherwise  would,  although  it  was  extremely  difficult  to 
estimate  the  actual  extra  amount  he  was  prepared  to  pay. 
The  point  to  be  remembered  was  that  the  price  of  a 
foreign  article  was  always  greater  if  there  was  no  similar 
article  made  in  this  country ;  and  the  case  was  mentioned, 
for  instance,  of  a  colour  which  cost  10s.  per  lb.  before 
a  similar  article  was  made  in  this  country,  but 
dropped  to  6s.  6d.  per  lb.  when  there  was  a  competing 
article  here.  It  was  this  difference  in  price  which  was 
some  measure  of  the  extra  cost  which  the  consumer  in 
the  case  of  an  organised  body  of  consumers,  such  as  the 
Colour  Users'  Association,  was  prepared  to  pay  for  a 
home-produced  article.  The  Dyestuffs  Act  had  worked 
well,  and  20.000  applications  for  licences  had  been  dealt 
with  by  the  Licensing  Committee  without  any  friction 
or  disagreement.  Dealing  with  the  Safeguarding  of 
Industries  Act  as  an  example  of  the  third  method  of 
protecting  an  industry,  Mr.  Woolcock  said  that  in  his 
judgment  the  working  of  Part  II  of  the  Act  had  been  a 
failure  ;  and  he  hoped  a  lesson  would  be  learned  from  that, 
so  that  the  mistakes  made  in  that  Act  would  not  be  re- 
peated on  any  future  occasion.  On  the  other  hand.  Part  I 
of  the  Act,  which  placed  a  tariff  on  cert  ain  articles  included 
in  a  schedule  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  had  been 
beneficial  in  maintaining  in  this  country  the  fine-chemical 
industry  which  was  established  during  and  after  the  war. 
At  the  same  time,  he  thought  that  there  was  a  strong 
belief  in  the  minds  of  many  people  that  any  such  list  of 
articles  ought  to  be  scheduled  to  the  Act  and  not  left  to 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  compile.  Ibis  method  of  proce- 
dure, however,  was  likely  to  create  many  difficulties  m 
Parliament  during  the  passage  of  any  -such  measure. 
Summing  up,  Mr.  Woolcock  said  that  subsidies  can  only 
be  used  effectively  when  it  is  desired  to  protect  some- 
thing in  which  the  whole  of  the  nation  is  concerned ; 
that  prohibition  of  imports  and  the  issue  of  licences  can 
only  be  used  when  there  is  an  industry  having  an 
organised  body  of  users,  such  as  the  colour"  and  dyestuffs  . 
industry  :  and  that  the  tariff  method  can  only  be  resorted 
to  when  there  are  a  number  of  industries"  concerned  in 
which  it  is  impossible  to  have  an  organised  body  of  users. 
Mr.  Woolcock  emphasised  the  importance  of  scientists  and 
industrialists  endeavouring  to  understand  each  other's 
difficulties  in  a  much  more  effective  manner  than  had 
been  the  case  in  the  past.  Mr.  C.  S.  Garland  differed 
from  the  President  as  to  Part  II  of  the  Safetiuarding  of 
Industries  having  been  a  complete  failure.  It  had  been 
of  some  advantage,  and  would  have  been  of  much  greater 
advantage,  he  thought,  but  for  the  methods  adopted  by 
the  Board  of  Trade  Committee,  who  allowed  foreign 
makers  and  users  to  give  evidence. 


The  Executive  met  at  19  Tavistock  Square,  London, 
W.C.I,  on  October  27.  There  were  present  :  Messrs. 
Melhuish,  Rowsell,  Keall,  Jackson,  Gilleghan,  Tranmer, 
Smalley,  Martin,  Keith,  Scholes,  Forster,  French, 
Marshall,  Young,  Hague,  and  the  secretary.  The  chair- 
man, Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  before  commencing  the  busi- 
ness of  the  meeting,  referred  to  the  death  of  Mr.  Leopold 
Joseph.  He  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  Mr.  Joseph's 
services  had  been  available  since  the  inception  of  the 
R.P.U.,  and  prior  to  that  during  the  whole  of  the 
existence  of  the  Local  Associations  Executive  Committee. 
Mr.  Joseph  had  been  a  chairman  and  one  of  the  most 
prominent  members  of  the  executive.  The  chairman 
said  that  he  felt  sure  they  would  wish  a  special  record 
of  Mr.  Joseph's  services  to  be  made  in  the  minutes.  The 
executive  adopted  the  chairman's  resolution,  standing 
meanwhile  as  a  mark  of  their  respect. 

Matters  referring  to  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association, 
Ltd.,  were  then  dealt  with. 

A  resolution  was  received  from  the  Devon  Branch, 
asking  the  R.P.U.  executive  to  urge  the  Board  of  Customs 
and  Excise  to  provide  adequate  facilities  for  pharmacists 
to  obtain  all  necessary  supplies  of  industrial  methylated 
spirit  for  sterilising,  for  lotions  and  for  other  pharma- 
ceutical purposes,  for  which  the  present  methylated  spirit 
is  unsuitable.  This  resolution  was  adopted  by  the 
Executive,  and  the  secretary  instructed  to  take  the 
necessary  action. 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Kent  Pharmaceutical 
Committee,  drawing  attention  to  the  unsatisfactory 
poison-bottles  which  are  now  being  supplied,  and  asking 
the  Executive  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  various 
makers.    This  it  was  agreed  should  be  done. 

A  letter  w^as  received  from  the  Proprietary  Articles 
Trade  Association,  indicating  that  the  suggestion  had 
been  adopted  to  reinstitute  the  Propaganda  Committee, 
and  that  it  was  to  begin  its  work  immediately.  Mr. 
Marshall,  the  chairman  of  the  Price  Protection  Section, 
reported  that  he  and  the  secretary  had  interviewed  the 
proprietors  or  agents  of  Pears'  Soap,  Cuticura  Soap,  and 
Valentine's  Meat  Juice  regarding  the  profit  on  these 
articles  and  the  desirability  of  placing  them  upon  the 
P.A.T.A.  list.  Mr.  Marshall  indicated  that  -in  each  case 
they  were  received  very  courteously  and  with  every 
apparent  desire  to  try  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  retailers. 

A  set  of  questions  to  be  submitted  to  the  makers  of 
new  proprietary  articles  was  considered  by  the  Executive, 
pad  it  was  decided  that  the  following  should  be  adopted  : 

(1)  Will  you  protect  the  retail  price  of  your  article  on  the 
P.A.T.A.  ? 

(2)  Please  state  trade  prices  and  quantity  discounts 
together  with  any  window  show  allowances  or  any  other 
bonus  allowance  or  discounts  offered.  State  whether  car- 
riage paid  and  packages  free. 

(3)  Will  you  undertake  not  to  vary  the  above-mentioned 
terms  (except  by  agreement  with  the  R.P.U.)  without  giving 
three  months'  notice  of  such  changes  in  the  trade  Press  and 
to  the  R.P.U.  ? 

(4)  Have  you  any  "sale  or  return"  terms?  If  so,  state 
full  particulars. 

(5)  Do  you  intend  to  supply  the  article  in  question  to  the 
public  exclusively  through  chemists  ? 

These  questions  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  proprietors 
of  any  newr  articles  -which  are  brought  on  to  the  market, 
and  the  replies  are  to  be  considered  by  the  R.P.U. 
Executive  and  any  necessary  action  afterwards  taken. 

The  Bradford  Branch  submitted  correspondence  which 
they  had  had  with  the  proprietors  of  Phosferine,  and 
asking  the  R.P.U.  Executive  to  take  further  action  in 
connection  therewith.  It  was  decided  that  this  matter 
should  be  remitted  to  the  Joint  Propaganda  Committee 
of  the  R.P.U.  and  P.A.T.A. 

Mr.  Young,  chairman  of  the  Business  Training  Section, 
reported  that  the  number  of  entries  for  the  course  had 
exceeded  his  anticipations,  and  he  was  satisfied  that 
financially  there  would  be  no  loss  to  the  R.P.U. 
Examiners  were  appointed  of  the  questions  and  answers 
submitted  by  the  students,  and  also  at  the  final  examina- 
tion.   They'are  also  to  act  as  advisory  experts  generally. 
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Hospital  Drug  Economy 

The  recently  issued  report  of  the  Joint  Council  of  St. 
John  and  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  dealing  with  the 
administration  of  the  voluntary  hospitals  of  Great  Britain 
contains  references  to  the  supply  of  drugs  and  dressings 
to  hospitals.  The  following  occurs  in  the  report  by  the 
director  of  the  hospital  and  medical  services  depart- 
ment : — 

We  have  made  an  effort  this  year  to  arrive  at  an  approxi- 
mate estimate  of  the  sum  spent  annually  upon  drugs  in  the 
provincial  hospitals  of  Great  Britain,  and  we  believe  it  to 
be  certainly  not  less  than  £200,000.  Bearing  in  mind  the 
huge  figures  of  out-patient  attendances,  and  the  extra- 
ordinary faith  in  the  efficacy  of  "a  bottle  of  medicine," 
■which  still  characterises  the  vast  majority  of  the  public, 
whether  hospital  patients  or  not,  the  estimated  amount, 
large  though  it  is,  will  probably  not  surprise  those  who  have 
any  intimate  knowledge  of  hospital  work.  Even  so,  I  sub- 
mit that  it  is  an  item  of  hospital  expenditure  which  is  well 
worthy  of  careful  consideration  on  the  part  of  both  the 
hospital  board  and  the  honorary  medical  staff,  for  the  fol- 
lowing reasons,  among  others  :  — 

(a)  Careful  perusal  of  Colonel  Harrison's  paper  should 
suffice  to  convince  anyone  that  in  the  case  of  one  hospital 
department,  at  any  rate,  there  is  almost  certainly,  unless 
the  matter  has  already  received  special  attention,  consider- 
able scope  for  economy  without  the  least  sacrifice  of 
efficiency. 

(b)  Several  years  ago  I  had  occasion  to  make  a  detailed 
inquiry  into  the  costs  of  the  drug  bill  in  a  number  of  tuber- 
culosis dispensaries,  both  voluntary  and  municipal.  In  the 
course  of  this  inquiry  it  very  soon  became  obvious  that 
quite  a  considerable  amount  of  unnecessary  and  extrava- 
gant expenditure  was  taking  place  upon  drugs,  without  any 
real  benefit  to  the  patients,  and  here,  again,  it  became 
possible  to  effect  great  economies  without  any  sacrifice  of 
efficiency ;  in  fact,  rather  the  contrary 

(c)  Formerly  many  medical  practitioners  bought  and  dis- 
pensed their  own  drugs.  In  more  recent  years  the  practice 
of  dispensing  by  medical  practitioners  has  greatly 
diminished,  and  the  vast  majority  of  practitioners  prescribe 
but  do  n.ot  dispense.  The  change  of  practice  must  have 
resulted  in  the  practitioners  generally  becoming  less  and  less 
acquainted  with  the  cost  of  drugs  in  pounds,  shillings  and 
pence. 

Without  labouring  the  matter  any  further,  therefore,  I 
should  like  to  suggest  to  hospital  boards  of  management 
and  their  honorary  medical  staff  that  they  should,  where 
they  have  not  already  done  so,  appoint  a  subcommittee  of 
their  medical  staff  to  investigate  this  question.  Might  I  also 
add  the  following  further  suggestions  ?  :  (<;)  That  the  subcom- 
mittee should  call  for  a  number  of  prescriptions  at  random 
from  the  wards  and  out-patient  department,  (b)  That  the 
dispenser  should  then  be  asked  to  price  out  the  cost  of  each 
of  these  prescriptions  at  so  much  per  bottle  of,  say,  eight 
or  twelve  ounces,  (c)  That,  after  pricing,  the  prescriptions 
should  then  be  examined  in  detail  by  the  medical  staff  con- 
cerned, with  a  view  particularly  to  determining  whether 
there  are  any  ingredients  in  each  prescription  which  might 
oe  either  omitted  altogether,  or  replaced  by  other  ingre- 
dients of  equal  therapeutic  value,  but  costing  less. 

I  believe  that  the  result  of  such  an  inquiry  would  in  many 
cases  provide  some  rather  astonishing  food  for  reflection  on 
the  part  of  both  the  members  of  the  honorary  medical  staff 
and  the  lay  committee. 

The  paper  referred  to  by  Colonel  L.  W.  Harrison  is 
given  at  the  end  of  the  report.  .  It  is  entitled  "  Economy 
in  Drugs  and  Dressings."  The  experience  related  was 
obtained  in  the  Venereal  Disease  Department  of  St. 
Thomas's  Hospital  and  is  thus  described  : — 

Soon  after  taking  over  this  department  I  noticed  that  for 
every  patient  suffering  from  a  certain  disease  a  certain  mix- 
ture was  prescribed  automatically.  I  knew  that  my  col- 
leagues would  agree  that  most  of  the  patients  for  whom 
this  particular  mixture  was  prescribed  would  get  well  just 
a3  quickly  without  it,  and  would  admit  that  their  main 
reason  for  the  prescription  was  a  fear  that  the  patients 
would  think  they  were  not  being  properly  looked  after  if 
they  received  nothing  to  swallow.  I  had  no  objection  to 
the  prescription  of  what  was  in  most  cases  a  placebo,  so 
long  as  it  did  not  make  too  big  an  inroad  into  the  grant 
for  my  department.  I  strongly  suspected,  however,  that 
this  particular  mixture  would  prove  pretty  expensive  when 
repeated  the  many  thousands  of  times  which  were  likely 
from  the  turnover  of  my  department,  and  a  consultation 


with  the  chief  pharmaceutist  of.  St.  Thomas's  Hospital, 
Mr.  Jennings,  confirmed  my  suspicions,  the  prioe  of  th« 
mixture  proving  to  bo  over  eightpence  for  the  usual  supply 
given  to  a  patient.  With  very  little  trouble  we  worked  out 
a  prescription  with  the  same  therapeutic  properties  at  « 
quarter  the  price,  and  I  then  had  a  little  talk  with  my 
assistants  on  the  subject.  I  said,  first,  that  the  hospital 
received  such  and  such  a  grant  for  my  department,  so  thai 
the  cost  of  any  waste  would  be  borne  by  the  hospital,  not 
by  some  public  authority  with  a  bottomless  purse.  That, 
of  course,  a  patient  must  have  what  he  or  she  really  needed, 
b'tt  that,  as  they  knew,  many  patients  required  no  medi- 
cine, while  for  most  others  the  cheaper  prescription  which 
the  pharmaceutist  and  I  had  evolved  would  work  just  as 
well  as  the  more  expensive  which  was  then  being  prescribed 
as  routine.  My  colleagues  accepted  my  suggestions  in  tfafl 
spirit  I  had  hoped  for,  and  this  was  the  beginning  of 
numerous  little  economies  which  have  made  this  V.D.  Treat- 
ment Centre  the  cheapest  in  the  matter  of  drugs  (other  than 
arsenobenzol)  and  dressings  of  all  such  centres  in  the 
country.  For  the  patient  who  won't  be  happy  till  he  gets 
a  bottle  of  medicine  though  he  needs  nothing,  Mr.  Jennings 
suggested  two  mixtures  which  cost  from  one-eighth  to  a 
fourteenth  the  price  of  our  first  essay  in  economy. 

Col.  Harrison  then  refers  to  waste  in  expenditure  on 
rubber  gloves  and  surgical  dressings,  and  the  effect 
of  this  on  hospital  expenditure.  The  paper  finishes  with 
another  example  of  alleged  drug  wastage  : — 

In  another  centre  it  was  discovered,  after  the  failure  of. 
the  hospital  to  find  any  wastage,  that  in  a  stock  mixture 
of  iodide  of  potassium  was  another  ingredient  with  which 
the  iodide  was  really  incompatible,  the  result  being  a  very 
inelegant  mixture.  The  cost  of  the  effective  ingredient,  tho 
iodide  of  potassium,  was  sixpence,  that  of  the  incompati- 
bility was  one  shilling  and  fourpence.  The  prescription  had 
been  in  the  hospital  s  pharmacopoeia  for  many  years,  and 
the  medical  officer  who  had  prescribed  Mist.  Pot.  lodid. 
to  the  extent  of  several  thousands  of  bottles,  learnt  of  the 
presence  of  the  incompatible  and  costly  ingredient  for  the 
first  time  at  a  conference  between  the  hospital  and  the 
health  authority,  at  which  I  assisted.  In  another  hospital 
with  a  comparatively  small  turnover  and  a  high  drug  bill, 
I  found  that  the  expenditure  on  a  proprietary  medicated 
pessary  was  £105  a  year,  or  8d.  per  attendance,  yet  the 
medical  officer  was  quite  ignorant  of  the  cost,  and  could 
not  name  any  special  advantage  of  this  particular  pessary 
over  a  substitute  I  suggested  costing  a  tenth  the  amount.

The  prices  given  In  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  im- 
porters or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original 
packages.  To  these  prices  various  charges  have  to  be 
added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly 
augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods 
into  stock,  after  which  much  expense  may  be  incurred 
in  garbling,  packing,  etc.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils,  and  many  other  commodities 
vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here  quoted 
are  charged  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products 
even  in  bulk  quantities.

Although  the  volume  of  business  done  has  not  shown 
any  expansion  this  week,  the  market  tone  remains  quite 
cheerful  and  confident,  largely  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  both  in  Britain  and  the  United  States  a  stable 
Government  is  assured,  with  a  prospect  of  remaining  in 
power  for  four  or  five  years.  This  in  itself  should 
afford  a  much  needed  stimulus  to  trade  development. 
Crude  drug  prices  are  mostly  stationary  and  without 
interest  at  the  moment.  Ergot  to  arrive  and  juniper 
berries  are  higher.  Saffron  is  cheaper,  and  sound  cassia 
fistula  firmer.  Mazagan  canary  seed  has  again  advanced, 
likewise  cumin ;  coriander  is  easier.  Among  essential 
oils,  American  peppermint  and  Japanese  oil  of  mint  are 
again  higher.  West  Indian  lime  oil  is  scarce  and  dearer, 
likewise  cananga.  Dutch  caraway,  dill  and  Bourbon 
geranium  are  more  or  less  cheaper.  Pimento,  nutmeg, 
ginger  and  cinnamon  oils  are  higher  in  sympathy  with 
the  increased  cost  of  raw  material.  Business  in  so-called 
vegetable  oils  has  been  slower,  palm  oils  being  about  the 
only  active  item.  Linseed  oil,  palm  kernel  oil  and  tur- 
pentine are  cheaper.  In  pharmaceutical  chemicals,  prices 
continue  steady  to  firm,  with  business  fairly  satisfac- 
tory. Aspirin  is  slightly  easier  and  rather  lower  prices 
are  also  quoted  for  B.P.  creosote,  benzoic  acid,  sodium 
benzoate  and  methyl  sulphonal.  Bromide  salts  are  again 
higher,  ammonium  being  very  scarce.  Milk-sugar  is  still 
very  firm.  Among  industrial  chemicals  there  are  few 
alterations.  Arsenic  is  cheaper  and  the  outlook  is  some- 
what critical ;  copper  sulphate  is  steady.  English  makers 
of  red  and  white  lead  have  raised  their  prices.  Sal 
ammoniac  and  potash  prussiate  are  very  firm.  Among 
coal  tar  products  carbolic  acid  crystals  continue  weak 
and  in  buyers'  favour.  Other  market  changes  include  a 
substantial  decline  in  shellac  for  December  delivery  and 
renewed  weakness  in  mercury.

No.  1  Japanese  is  offering  at 
5s.  4d.  per  lb.  spot,  and  at  4s.  7d.  c.i.f.  to  arrive.  No.  2 
is  5s.  and  4s.

Almonds. — Forward  prices  are  again  higher,  but  quota- 
tions are  difficult  to  give,  in  view  of  the  sudden  changes.

Betanaphthol 
is  very  steady  at  Is.  Id.  to  Is.  2d.  per  lb.,  although  the 
market  is  quiet.  Toluol. — Pure,  Is.  8d.  to  Is.  8|d. ;  90's, 
Is.  5d.  per  gallon  ;  market  flat.  Xylol. — Pure,  3s.  3d.  ;  com- 
mercial, 2s.  3d.  per  gallon;  market  inactive.  Creosote  oil 
is  steady  and  likely  to  improve  a  little;  about  5-^d.  ex 
works  and  about  6id.  per  gallon  f.o.b.  Carbolic  acid  crystals 
show  no  improvement,  and  dealers  are  still  offering  at  low 
figures ;  f.o.b.  in  bulk  packing  is  about  5d.  per  lb.

— The  market  has  been  flat  so  far  this  week  and 
prices  show  a  decline  since  last  report.  On  spot,  45s.;.

— A  further  good  advance  in  prices  for  all 
grades  is  recorded,  with  the  market  holding  firm  ;  business 
brisk.  Lagos,  44s,  9d. ;  softs,  44s. ;  mediums,  44s. ;  hards, 
44s.  3d. ;  bleached,  46s.  9d.,  all  spot.  Rape. — No  change  in 
values,  with  the  market  firm :  refined,  58s.  6d. ;  crude, 
55s  6d.,  all  spot.  Soya  is  quieter,  but  prices  are,  so  far, 
maintained :  deodorised,  52s.  6d. ;  crude,  48s.,  all  spot. 
Turpentine  has  continued  unsettled  under  continued  dull, 
and  uncertain  American  trade  advices.  Business  at  this  end 
has  been  generally  slow.  The  London  deliveries  for  last 
week  were  very  good,  however,  at  2,333  barrels,  making  an 
aggregate  of  83,025  barrels  since  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
The  stocks  were  returned  at  34,675  barrels,  as  against  24,861 
barrels  a  year  ago.  With  the  larger  supplies  afloat  of  19,000 
barrels  the  total  London  visible  supply  represents  53.675 
barrels.  The  sharp  variations  in  the  American  exchange 
have  also  affected  the  market.  Spot  closed  on  Wednesday 
at  59s.  6d. ;  November-December  at  60s.,  and  January -April

Mercury  Prices  Forecasted 

A  well-known  London  dealer  in  mercury,  who  has  just  re- 
turned from  New  York,  gives  an  interesting  forecast  on  prices 
to  the  "  Drug  and  Chemical  Markets.''  He  says:  "  Mercury 
will  drop  to  £10  per  flask,  then  advance  on  active  buying, 
and  then  drop  again  to  £8  10s.  per  flask  by  June,  providing 
no  labour  strikes  are  encountered  in  Spain  or  Italy,  and 
the  present  rate  of  exchange  is  maintained.  Buying  over 
the  last  four  months  has  been  about  25  per  cent,  normal, 
and  at  the  present  time  no  actual  shortage  exists  in  the 
world.  About  six  months  ago  a  shortage  of  25.000  bottles 
existed,  and  as  late  as  three  months  ago  the  shortage  had 
been  reduced  to  8,000  bottles.  At  present  a  slight  accumula- 
tion of  stocks  is  apparent,  but  if  demand  sets  in,  the  mines 
will  not  be  able  to  supply  immediately.  However,  the  pro- 
duction is  increasing, .  and  with  large  quantities  of  ore 
already  prepared  for  the  extraction  process,  the  production 
is  expected  to  increase,  so  that  by  June  1925  45,000  bottles 
will  have  been  mined.  Last  June  the  Spanish  mines  had  a 
stock  of  only  5.000  bottles.  Spain  is  now  holding  for  £13  per 
flask  ex-mine,  compared  with  £14  about  two  months  ago. 
They  stated  at  that  time  that  they  would  not  sell  for  less 
than  £14  for  the  balance  of  the  year.  Whether  or  not  they 
will  drop  from  £13  per  flask  remains  to  be  seen." 

Cocoa  Growers'  Alliance 

Following  a  series  of  conferences  of  representatives  of  the 
principal  cocoa-growing  communities  of  the  world,  the  Cocoa 
Producers'  Co-operative  Alliance  has  now  been  definitely 
formed  and  registered  in  London  as  a  company  limited  by 
guarantee.  This  alliance  will  act  as  a  central  board,  in 
London,  for  local  co-operative  societies  formed,  and  to  be 
formed,  in  the  principal  cocoa-producing  countries.  The 
principal  objects  of  the  alliance  are:  By  co-operation  to 
promote  the  interests  of  cocoa  producers ;  to  improve  exist- 
ing marketing  conditions ;  to  keep  growers  informed  of 
cocoa  movements ;  to  increase  the  use  of  cocoa  and  chocolate 
throughout  the  world,  and  generally  to  co-operate  in  improv- 
ing the  product  and  securing  to  the  grower  a  better  return 
for  his  industry.  The  price  of  cocoa  has  for  many  years 
been  so  low  as  to  discourage  production,  and  while  there 
is  no  intention  on  the  part  of  the  alliance  to  interfere  with 
legitimate  trading  in  cocoa,  the  alliance  will  endeavour  to 
ensure  in  future  to  the  producer  that  he  will  secure  a  price 
which  the  law  of  supply  and- demand  from  time  to  time 
should  warrant. 


Spanish  anti-malaria  campaign. — The  Military  Direc- 
torate has  obtained  the  royal  signature  to  a  decree  insti- 
tuting an  organisation  comprising  a  central  commission, 
together  with  provincial  and  local  commissions,  for  com- 
bating malaria,  which  is  very  prevalent  in  many  districts 
and  constitutes  for  Spain  a  health  problem  demanding  an 
urgent  solution.  Among  the  members  of  the  central  and 
other  commissions  a  pharmacist  in  business  is  to  be  in- 
cluded. The  central  commission  will  be  empowered  to 
declare  certain  districts  as  malarial  zones,  in  which  tho 
prescribed  anti-malarial  treatment  of  the  inhabitants, 
measures  for  the  destruction  of  mosquito  breeding  places, 
as  well  as  prophylactic  measures  will  be  officially  enforced. 
The  peasants  and  workmen,  as  well  as  their  families, 
inhabiting  these  zones  will  be  entitled  to  the  gratuitous 
supply  of  quinine,  and  the  cost  of  this  free  distribution  is 
to  be' borne  by  the  state,  the  municipalities,  and  the  land- 
owners or  employers.  The  decree  stipulates  that  _  the 
central  commission  shall  be  empowered  to  supply  quinine 
at  cost  price  to  the  municipalities.  The  system  of  distribu- 
tion, etc.,  will  be  dealt  with  in  subsequent  regulations.

Half- Guinea  Windows 

Sir, — With  reference  to  the  proposal  made  by  the  Retail 
Pharmacists'  Union  that  half  a  guinea  a  week  should  be 
demanded  from  proprietors  as  part  of  the  window-display 
terms  (0.  &  D.,  October  18,  p.  576),  I  should  like  to  ask 
who  is  going  to  pay  for  the  extra  charge  upon  advertising 
costs.  Also,  I  would  ask,  does  it  apply  to  windows  of 
any  dimensions,  and,  in  the  event  of  the  proprietors 
accepting  the  new  terms,  are  the  retailers  going  to  give 
value  for  money?  All  those  who  have  any  interest  in 
window-displays  as  a  method  of  advertising  are  aware 
that  some  windows  are  not  worth  threepence  a  square 
foot,  while  others  would  be  well  worth  the  half-guinea. 
The  proposal  came  from  the  R.P.U.,  so  I  trust  they  are 
not  going  to  adopt  trade-union  methods  by  making 
demands  without  considering  the  rights  of  the  other  side. 
The  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  A.  Bond  Hickisson  in  the 
0.  1-  D.  of  October  25  is  far  more  sensible,  and  one  that  ■ 
is  well  worth  supporting  by  proprietors  of  protected 
articles.  The  Press  have  shown  the  value  of  competitions ; 
this  is  where  we  leave  the  Americans  far  behind,  and  also 
where  the  drug  trade  can  show  other  trades  "  how  to  do 
it."  I  should  like  to  suggest  that  the  competition  is 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public  and  one  arranged  for 
their  benefit;  this  might  be  a  voting  ■  competition,  and 
prizes  offered  for  each  section  of  proprietaries.  Mr. 
Hickisson  will  be  able  to  fill  in  the  details,  and  there 
would  be  no  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  public — 
for  they  are  oompetition-mad.  In  any  case,  his  suggestion 
completely  eclipses  the  "  two  for  the  extra  penny  stunt."

Sib, — May  I  offer  a  criticism  of  the  suggestion  that 
has  been  made  by  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union?  I 
refer  to  the  payment  of  half  a  guinea  a  week  which  is 
to  be  made  to  all  members  of  the  Union  for  placing  their 
windows  at  the  disposal  of  manufacturers  (C.  &  D., 
October  18,  p.  576).  At  first  I  was  inclined  to  hail 
this  proposal  as  something  of  benefit  to  the  small  retailer ; 
but  the  more  I  consider  it,  the  less  it  appeals  to  me. 
Very  often,  better  terms  than  these  can  be  obtained  by 
the  retailer  who  understands  the  art  of  window-dressing 
and  has  a  window  that  is  adaptable  to  a  good  display. 
This  man,  as  a  rule,  is  the  one  who  can  buy,  at  least,  £5 
parcels;  and  these  usually  carry  a  substantial  discount  of, 
say,  5  per  cent.  If  a  window-display  will  be  undertaken, 
the  bonus  in  kind  is  worth  anything  from  7s.  6d.  to  12s., 
and  this  phis  discount  gives  an  extra  profit  ranging 
from  12s.  6d.  to  17s.  to  the  large  buyer.  The  benefit 
to  this  buyer  is  at  once  apparent,,  and  it  is  not  possible 
that  the  proprietors  are  going  to  offer  the  same  terms 
plus  10s.  6d.  for  window-displays.  The  large  buyer 
has  therefore  to  decide  which  is  the  best  course  open, 
the  present  bonus  terms  with  extra  discount  and,  inci- 
dentally, a  greater  turnover,  or  the  half-guinea  rent  with 
reduced  terms.  What  is  the  position  of  the  small  buyer? 
Many  firms  now  make  an  offer  of  bonus  in  kind  for 
exhibiting  one  showcard  and  two  or  three  articles  which 
only  occupy  a  space  of  about  one  and  a  half  feet,  and 
the  extra  profit  can  range  from  3s.  to  5s.,  with  often  a 
discount  of  5  per  cent,  on  an  order  of  50s.  ;  the  total 
profits  above  the  ordinary  will  be  from  3s.  9d.  to  6s.  6d. 
If  the  proprietors  cease  paying  the  bonus  and  extra  dis- 
count, it  will  be  a  loss  which  will  not  be  replaced  by  the 
half-guinea,  for  they  will  naturally  expect  a  window  with 
the  power  to  attract  more  attention  than  that  of  the 
small  buyer.  Experience  has  shown  that  when  the  R.P.U. 
undertakes  to  get  the  retail  pharmacist  something  for 
.nothing,  or  what  appears  to  be  so,  it  usually  means  that 
the  latter  has  to  pay  heavily  for  the  advantage  of  mem- 


bership. The  retail  trade  will  find  that  they  can  obtain 
better  terms  when  dealing  with  business  concerns  who 
know  their  work  and  also  know  where  to  find  the  weak 
spots  in  propaganda.  What  does  the  proposal  mean  ? 
Simply,  that  the  many  proprietors  who  do  try  to  obtain 
the  co-operation  of  the  retailer  will  be  driven  into  the 
camp  of  the  few  who  do  not.  If  the  R.P.U.  wish  to 
make  a  suggestion  that  will  meet  with  success,  and  be  of 
benefit  to  the  pharmacist,  let  them  arrange  a  meeting 
between  retailers  and  proprietors ;  such  a  meeting  will 
not  only  settle  the  question  of  the  half-guinea  rent,  but 
create  a  much  better  feeling  between  the  two  sections. 
Naturally,  there  is  a  limit  to  which  demands  can  be 
forced,  and  if  the  extra  half  -guinea  rent  is  obtained,  to 
what  extent  will  it  affect  the  subscriptions  of  the  pro- 
prietors when  next  they  fall  due  ?  At  present  the  pro- 
prietors are  content  to  be  in  the  market  in  competition 
with  each  other,  and  for  that  reason  are  willing  to  support 
the  P.A.T.A.  ;  but  drive  all  their  interests  into  one 
pool,  and  what  becomes  of  the  protection  against  price- 
cutting  ?  By  virtue  of  their  training,  the  best  brains  of 
the  drug  trade  are  to  be  found  in  the  manufacturing 
and  advertising  sections;  and  the  R.P.U.  are  not  capable 
of  throwing  down  the  gauntlet  with  any  chance  of  success. 
If  a  meeting  between  proprietors  and  retailers  is  not 
possible,  it  will  be  advisable  to  let  well  alone,  or  ulti- 
mately the  little  man  will  be  the  one  to  suffer,  as  past 
experience  has  shown. — Yours  truly,

Sir, — The  R.P.U.  Executive  recommends  that  chemists 
should  demand  half  a  guinea  a  week  in  payment  for  a 
window-display  of  proprietary  articles.  At  present  the 
average  payment  seems  to  be  10s.  6d.  a  fortnight,  or 
5s.  3d.  a  week,  not  a  very  high  estimate  of  the  value  of 
one's  window.  It  must  be  a  very  poorly  conducted  busi- 
ness which  cannot  earn  5s.  3d.  a  week  by  the  display 
of  its  own  goods,  and  manufacturers  must  smile  to  them- 
selves at  the  cheap  advertisement  which  they  obtain, 
sometimes  in  three  or  four  pharmacies  in  the  same  street 
simultaneously.  To  anyone  who  wishes  to  test  it,  I 
suggest  making  a  special  display  of  a  line  of  his  own, 
not  an  odd  bottle  or  two  here  and  there,  but  a  window 
of  it  with  good  "  talking  "  cards  and  price-tickets; 
if  done  properly,  the  chemist  will  not  be  anxious  fpr 
any  more  fortnightly  half -guineas. — Yours,  etc.,

Sir, — In  thinking  that  the  majority  of  purchases  during 
the  Rexall  sale  were  made  by  the  "  something  for 
nothing  "  section  of  the  public,  "  Unus  "  (C.  &  D., 
November  1,  p.  658)  is  probably  in  error.  My  own 
experience  is  that  quite  60  per  cent,  of  the  customers  who 
took  advantage  of  obtaining  two  articles  for  the  price  of 
one,  plus  a  penny,  were  more  or  less  regular  customers, 
who  on  being  tactfully  reminded  that  for  ten  days  these 
bargains  would  be  available  invariably  displayed  an 
interest  and  a  desire  to  possess.  Of  the  thousands  of 
customers  up  and  down  the  country  who  sampled  the 
different  reputable  products  (and  the  sampling  is  the 
plum  of  the  advertising  campaign),  surely  a  high  per- 
centage of  these  will  naturally  show  a  tendency  to  con- 
tinue the  use  of  these  products,  so  that  any  falling  off 
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in  the  sales  of  these  articles  during  the  months  following 
the  sale  is  contrary  to  the  whole  advertising  idea.

Proprietary  Preparations  in  Insurance  Prescriptions 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  II"  asks,  "Is  there  no  remedy?" 
Having  had  the  opportunity  recently  of  obtaining  an 
appointment  at  the  Ministry  of  Health  on.  this  vexed 
question,  I  can  say  this — that  the  Ministry  looks  upon 
our  case  with  much  sympathy  and  realises  the  difficulties 
of  our  position.  At  the  same  time,  it  is  pointed  out  that 
by  combined  action  in  any  particular  district  where  the 
practice  is  unduly  prevalent,  and  by  the  education  of  the 
medical  fraternity  to  the  anomaly  of  the  position  (I  am 
speaking  now  of  the  practice  of  ordering  common,  every- 
day tilings  under  proprietary  names,  such  as  sod.  bic. 
(X.  Y.  Z.),  bis.  carb.  (A.  B.  C),  or  mist,  tussis  (0.  L.), 
where  the  formula  is  published  and  which  one  could 
easily  prepare  without  having  to  purchase  half  a  dozen 
sorts  at  enhanced  prices) ,  much  good  could  be  done  and 
the  anomaly  gradually  removed. — Yours,  etc., 

Labour  and  Wait  (27/ 10). 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  II  "  thinks  that  the  frequency  of  the 
cases  in  which  expensive  proprietaries  have  to  be  obtained 
for  Insurance  scripts  is  exaggerated ;  but,  although  some 
districts  may  be  free  from  this  trouble,  where  a  doctor 
does  prescribe  these  remedies  it  becomes  a  habit,  which 
bears  very  hardly  on  the  panel  chemists  in  his  locality. 
Let  "  Xrayser  II  "  put  the  B.P.,  B.P.C.,  "  Martindale," 
"  Squire,"  catalogues  of  wholesale  houses  and  price  lists 
of  manufacturing  firms  in  a  row,  and  then  meditate  on 
the  fact  that  any  doctor  is  at  liberty  to  prescribe  any 
item  at  will  out  of  all  that  lot,  perhaps  in  quantities 
of  a  few  grains  or  minims,  and  never  use  the  same 
drug  twice  unless  he  thinks  fit.  It  is  no  use  trying 
to  remonstrate  with  a  medical  man,  however  tactfully ; 
I  have  tried  it,  and  the  result  was  to  increase  the 
trouble.  One  or  two  special  items  will  swallow  up  all 
the  earnings  of  a  hundred  Insurance  scripts.  "What  a 
one-sided  responsibility  the  panel  pharmacist  has  in  this 
matter  is  further  emphasised  by  the  report  of  the 
meeting  of  the  Smethwick  Insurance  Committee  (C.  db  D., 
October  25,  p.  598),  where  it  is  stated  that  test  pre- 
scriptions had  been  sent  out  for  carbolic  gauze,  with 
the  result  that  only  three  chemists  could  supply  from 
stock.  I  do  not  remember  ever  having  had  a  call  for 
this  gauze,  nor  for  various  other  items  on  the  tariff 
list;  and  to  keep  a  stock  in  saleable"  condition  would 
mean  purchasing  and  throwing  away  stock  at  regular 
intervals.  The  whole  thing  is  so  unsatisfactory  and 
so  onerous  on  the  panel  chemist  that  it  calls  for  a 
searching  inquiry. — Faithfully  yours,

Two  Present-Day  Topics 

Sir, — The  letters  appearing  in  your  columns  recently 
on  "  The  Profit  Squeeze  "  and  "  Showing  Us  How  to  Do 
It  "  are  interesting,  instructing,  and  in  some  cases  amus- 
ing Some  of  the  writers  go  as  far  as  to  advocate  the 
abolition  of  patent  medicines  from  the  chemist's  shelves. 
This  might  be  possible  in  some  businesses,  where  the 
trade  done  is  largely  a  high-class  dispensing  one  at  good 
prices,  but  in  the  majority  of  cases  to  cease  stocking 
patents  would  be  remarkably  like  "  cutting  off  one's  nose 
to  spite  one's  face."  We  must  not  forget  that  the  grocer, 
and  to  a  less  extent  the  ironmonger,  haindle  a  great  many 
lines  which  we  used  to  look  upon  as  our  own.  As  far 
as  I  know  the  former  trade  is  satisfied  with  a  much 
smaller  margin  of  profit  than  we  are.  There  are  some 
proprietaries,  containing  scheduled  poisons,  saleable  by 
chemists  only.  I  presume,  if  we  put  these  latter  out  of 
stock,  the  manufacturers  would,  in  self-defence,  have  to 
amend  their  formulas  so  as  to  make  their  lines  available 
to  every  tradesman  with  a  P.M.  licence.  Personally,  I 
would  much  rather  have  my  cash-till  bell  ringing  up 
Is.  3d.  and  3s.  lines  merrily  all  day  long,  at  25  or  even 
20  per  cent,  profit,  than  be  slogging  away  at  the  dis- 
pensing counter.    Some  of  our  fraternity  are  so  anrious 


and  worried  albout  their  overhead  expenses  that  they  are 
rapidly  qualifying  for  underground  (funeral)  expenses. 
There  are  two  classes  of  manufacturers  of  proprietary 
ifnes  for  which  our  trade  is  the  main  outlet.  They  both 
profess  to  have  discovered  their  magic  cure-alls,  or  heal- 
alls,  after  years. of  research  in  laboratories  equipped  with 
all  the  latest  marvels  of  modern  science.  We  6mile  when 
we  read  this ;  but,  after  all,  it  is  the  only  way  the  manu- 
facturers have  of  window-dressing,  as  it  were,  to  catch 
the  eye  of  the  great  public.  We  are  told  that  enormous 
sums  are  being  spent  in  forceful  advertising  and  that 
we  shall  be  bound  to  stock  the  goods.  Admitted,  but 
what  one  class  of  manufacturers  fail  to  see  is  that  there 
is  a  vast  difference  between  stocking  a  line  and  pushing 
its  sales.  None  of  us  is  in  business  for  health  reasons, 
I  take  it,  but  to  get  a  sufficient  share  of  the  "  root  of 
all  evil  " ;  so  the  manufacturer  who  gives  us  a  living 
profit  on  his  lines  is  the  one  who  scores.  As  to  substitu- 
tion, my  own  opinion  is  that  this  is  never  justifiable. 
I  know  from  experience  that  there  are  more  customers 
lost  from  trying  to  substitute  lines  other  than  those  asked 
for  than  from  all  other  reasons  put  together.  The  shop- 
ping public  will  pardon  almost  anything,  but  if  for  any 
reason  they  don't  get  what  they  ask  for  they  think  they 
have  been  "  had,"  and  there  is  a  feeling  of  resentment 
against  the  seller  concerned.  I  believe  in  stocking  every- 
thing in  ordinary  demand,  whether  it  shows  an  adequate 
profit  or  no.  There  are  other  ways  of  bringing  the  griev- 
ance of  insufficient  profit  home  to  the  manufacturer 
besides  that  of  ceasing  to  stock,  or  trying  to  substitute 
other  goods  for  his.  A  certain  well-known  firm  used  to 
send  out  a  £5  parcel  on  practically  best  terms.  This 
suited  myself,  and  I  have  no  doubt  a  good  many  "  one 
shop  "  men,  admirably.  Then  we  were  informed  that 
we  were  required  to  take  a  £10  parcel  to  get  best  terms. 
I  wrote  and  pointed  out  that  in  my  opinion  their  new 
policy  of  the  bigger  parcel  was  wrong,  and  that  they  were 
losing  the  goodwill  of  the  smaller  men,  who  were  not  so 
prone  to  substitute  as  some  of  the  bigger  concerns.  I 
had  a  very  courteous  letter  back,  and  one  item  therein 
amused  me.  This  was  that  "  We  have  reason  to  believe 
that  no  substitution  takes  place  in  most  shops  when  our 
lines  are  asked  for."  Well,  I  have  friends  all  over  the 
country,  former  confreres,  who  regularly  correspond  with 
me,  and  I  know  of  three  cases  in  which  an  assistant  has 
his  "  commission  "  book,  ruled,  and  one  column  headed 
"  Asked  for,"  anothar  column  headed  "  Supplied," 
another  column  "  Price  obtained,"  and  last,  but  not  least, 
as  far  as  my  friends  are  concerned,  a  column  is  devoted 
-to  his  calculated  10  per  cent,  commission  on  selling  price 
of  substituted  line.  Instead  of  buying  £5  worth  of  the 
aforesaid  proprietary  once  every  two  months  or  so,  one 
dozen  a  month  from  a  wholesale  house  suits  me,  and  the 
public  come  back  and  ask  for  my  own  similar  line,  which 
I  have  introduced,  and  which  they  prefer.  Therefore  I 
contend  that  the  manufacturer  benefits  by  the  goodwill 
of  the  proprietors  of  small  businesses  rather  than  by 
giving  his  best  terms  to  bigger  concerns,  who  have  whole- 
sale and  retail  establishments.  "  Xrayser  II  "  deals  very 
effectually  with  the  subject  of  Rexall  on  p.  569  of  the 
G.  <£•  D.  of  October  18.  We  cannot  all  be  Rexall  chemists, 
but  we  have  nothing  to  fear  from  this  competition.  Eexall 
lines  are  beautifully  packed,  but  there  is  not  the  slightest 
difficulty  in  persuading  customers  that  the  contents  of 
our  perhaps  rather  more  subdued-looking  packages  are 
equal,  if  not  superior,  to  theirs.  We  British  are  very 
conservative  (in- more  ways  than  one  at  present),  and  also 
sporting,  and  we  don't  like  taking  a  half-full  bottle  or 
other  container  back  and  asking  for  our  money  back.  I 
tremble  to  think  what  would  be  the  result  if  Johnny 
Walker,  Esq.,  Mr.  Glenlivet  and  others  offered  to  let  us 
sample  half  a  bottle  of  their  "medicine"  on  the  under- 
standinc;  that  money  would  be  refunded  if  results  were 
not  up  to  expectations.  If  I  have  not  trespassed  too  far 
on  the  hospitality  of  your  columns,  I  should  like  to 
relate  two  happenings  in  our  pharmacy  a  few  Saturdays 
ago.  In  the  morning  a  lady  inquired  for  a  certain  tonic 
tablet  and  asked  if  they  were  good,  as  she  proposed 
giving  them  to  her  two  daughters.  We  assured  her  that 
they  were  good  for  girls  of  all  aires,  from  the  unsophisti- 
cated flapper  to  dear  old  toothless  grandma.  Another 
ladv  in  the- shop  added  her  testimony.    She  said  :  "  They

are  pretty  good,  but  all  they  do  is  to  make  you  eat  and 
sleep."  At  night-time,  when  we-  were  busy  as  consulting 
(honorary)  physicians,  surgeons,  opticians,  etc.,  another 
lady  came  in,  and  after  detailing  a  lengthy  list  of  symp- 
toms, and  telling  us  that  she  was  taking  doctor's  medi- 
cine, asked  us  whether  we  thought  that  these  tablets 
would  interfere  with  the  latter.  We  had  visions  of 
another  sale  and  assured  the  lady  that  in  all  Drohability 
the  tablets  and  the  doctor's  medicine  would  agree,  if  not 
placed  in  too  close  proximity.  Our  reward — "  Thank  you ; 
I  thought  you  wouldn't  mind  telling  me.  I  had  a  bottle 
sent  me  by  a  friend.  Good  night."  Exactly  what  the 
"  Guv'nor  "  said  will  never  be  known,  but  excuse  must 
be  made  for  him,  as  his  ire  is  easily  roused,  and  he  was 
no  doubt,  like  John  Gilpin,  troubled  by  thoughts  of  "  loss 
of  pence."  I  related  these  two  incidents  to  the  firm  who 
manufacture  the  tonic  tablets,  and  asked  them  if  they 
couldn't  isolate,  in  their  up-to-date  laboratorhs,  the 
vitamin  responsible  for  the  inclination  to  work.  This, 
incorporated  with  the  "  eat  and  sleep  "  mixture,  I  sug- 
gested, would  be  an  ideal  combination.  I  presume  they 
have  not  yet  been  successful,  as  no  cheque  for  "  royal- 
ties "  has  come  my  way.  However,  a  tonic  which  makes 
one  eat  and  sleep  is  not  to  be  snuffed  at,  but  before  we 
can  take  our  place  again  as  the  "  workshop  of  the  world  " 
our  scientists  will  have  to  discover  a  beer-soluble,  work- 
inducing  vitamin. — Yours  faithfully, 
Bristol.

Apprenticeship  and  Study 

Sir, — The  question  of  the  training  of  pharmaceutical 
students  is  one  which  is  still  a  source  of  much  discussion, 
and  the  reports  of  the  meetings  of  the  branches  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  at  Glasgow,  Lancaster  and  Lowes- 
toft (0.  <£•  D.,  November  1,  p.  640)  all  include  this  as 
one  of  the  matters  under  consideration.  It  seoms  that 
at  the  present  time  the  pendulum  has  completely  swung 
to  one  extreme ;  in  earlier  days  it  was  the  complaint  (and, 
I  am  afraid,  very  often  with  much  justification)  that  the 
apprentice  was  used  as  a  source  of  cheap  labour,  but 
to-day  it  looks  as  though  it  is  the  employer  who  is  to 
give  all  and  to  receive  nothing  out  of  the  transaction.  If 
a  student  is  to  pass  the  first  part  of  the  Qualifying, 
examination  from  school,  is  then  to  enter  a  pharmacy  for 
his  four  thousand  hours,  and  finally  is  to  have  another 
twelve  months  at  a  school  of  pharmacy  in  order  to  enter 
for  Part  II,  he  is  under  a  course  of  training  the  whole 
tirie,  and  is  really  not  useful  to  the  pharmacist  from 
a  business  point  of  view  at  all.  Besides,  in  these  days 
an  apprentice  expects  wages  from  the  commencement; 
and  it  seems  to  me  that,  under  the  stress  of  modern 
competition,  pharmacists  are  not  likely  to  be  enamoured 
of  the  task  unless  the  period  of  service  is  sufficiently 
long  to  enable  them  to  receive  some  return  for  their 
preliminary  trouble.  Although,  with  the  present  condi- 
tion of  multiple-shop  concerns,  it  would  no  doubt  be 
difficult  to  confine  the  drug  department  to  qualified 
assistants,  it  could  be  done.  Even  if  it  led  to  a  further 
splitting  of  the  examination  into  one  part  for  assistants, 
another  for  managers  and  proprietors,  and  a  third  for' 
the  new  degree,  it  would  be  infinitely  preferable  to  the 
present  unsatisfactory  methods  whereby  anybody  can 
serve  at  a  drug  counter. — Yours  truly,

The  pharmacist  of  all  people  should  be  able 
to  make  embrocation ;  and  when  we  sell  a  liniment  of 
our  own  make  on  its  own  merits  there  is  no  question 
of  passing  off.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  Messrs.  Elliman 
will  see  the  point  of  this,  and  be  able  completely  to 
regain  the  goodwill  of  the  retailer.

Output  on  a  Time-Allowance

Preservers'  Handwriting 

The  amusing  incident  reported  under  the  Insurance 
items  from  Burnley  (C.  &•  D.,  October  25,  p.  597),  when 
a  doctor  was  presented  with  his  own  prescription  and 
asked,  "  Who  wrote  this?  "  takes  me  back  a  good  many 
years  to  the  time  when  I  was  an  assistant  in  the  West 
End.  We  dispensed  many  prescriptions  from  a  fashion- 
able physician,  whose  writing  was  the  worst  I  have 
encountered.  One  day  a  script  arrived  which  the  united 
efforts  of  the  staff  could  make  nothing  of,  and  I  was 
deputed  to  go  and  interview  the  writer.  On  presenting 
him  with  the  document,  he  looked  at  it  for  some  moments 
and  then  said,  "  What  do  you  make  the  patient's  name 
to  be  ?  "  I  was  unable  to  repress  a  smile,  and  fortunately 
he  saw  the  joke. — Caligraph  (27/10). 
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Legal  Queries 

A.  F.  (3/11). — If  medicines  liable  to  stamp  duty  in 
Great  Britain  are  sent  to  Ireland  in  bulk,  or  consigned 
(not  sold)  to  a  depot  in  that  country,  they  need  not  be 
stamped. 

R.  R.  (28/10).— (1)  The  sale  of  B.P.  articles  which  are 
scheduled  poisons  can  only  be  by  a  qualified  chemist. 

(2)  Medicines  for  which  remedial  properties  are  claimed 
must  be  stamped  (with  the  exception  of  simple  drugs)  by 
persons  licensed  to  sell  patent  medicines.  (3)  A  licence 
is  also  required  by  the  manufacturer. 

A.  C.  C.  (22/10). — All  "  dangerous  "  drugs  received 
by  a  doctor  from  the  wholesaler  must  be  entered  on 
receipt  in  a  register  kept  for  that  purpose.  The  drugs 
within  the  Act  when  used  by  the  doctor  for  administra- 
tion by  himself  are  not  entered,  but  if  they  are  supplied 
to  patients  for  their  use,  there  must  be  an  entry  in  the 
register. 

W.  M.  (26/10). — A  proprietary  medicine  need  not  be 
patented,  but  if  you  wish  to  do  so  the  details  are  given 
in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  288,  and  the  method  of 
registering  a  trade-mark  on  p.  289.  You  seem  to  be  con- 
fusing the  process  of  obtaining  a  patent  and  registering  a 
trade-mark,  but  if  you  read  the  articles  referred  to  you 
will  get.  a  clear  idea  of  what  is  meant. 

C.  G.  (30/10)  employs  a  lad,  aged  sixteen,  to  run 
■errands  for  him  every  morning  and  evening.  The  lad 
is  still  at  school ;  must  he  be  insured  under  the  National 
Health  and  Unemployment  Insurance  Acts?  [The  lad 
is  liable  to  be  insured  under  both  schemes ;  but  he  is 
probably  entitled  to  -claim  exemption  upon  the  ground 
that  he  is  "  ordinarily  and  mainly  dependent  for  his 
livelihood  on  some  other  person."  Even  if  exemption  is 
granted  to  the  lad,  "  C.  C."  must  still  pay  the  employer's 
share  of  the  contributions.] 

A.  T.  (27/10)  asks  whether  an  apprentice  who  has  a 
private  income  of  £26  a  year  can  claim  exemption  from 
liability  to  be  insured  under  the  National  Health  and 
Unemployment  Insurance  Acts  ?  [A  person  who  has  an 
independent  income  of  at  least  £26  a  year  may  apply 
for  exemption  upon  the  appropriate  form.  Even  if 
exemption  is  granted,  however,  the  employer  remains 
liable  to  pay  his  own  share  of  the  contributions  payable 
in  respect  of  the  exempted  employee.  If  the  apprentice 
does  not  receive  any  money  payment  the  liability  to 
insurance  does  not  arise.] 

K.  D.  (30/10). — (1)  Medicines  exempt  from  stamp  duty 
under  the  "  known,  admitted  and  approved  "  remedies 
section  of  the  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  can  only  be  sold  by 
a  qualified  chemist  or  a  person  who  has  served  an 
indentured  apprenticeship  to  a  chemist.  The  medicine 
would  have  to  bear  a  medicine  stamp  if  sold  by  other 
persons.  (2)  The  Medicine  Stamp  Acts  do  not  apply  to 
countries  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  but  many  have 
regulations    regarding    the    importation    of  medicines. 

(3)  A  chemist  who  sold  only  "  known,  admitted  and 
approved  "  remedies  would  not  require  a  patent-medicine 
licence,  but  all  persons  selling  proprietary  medicines 
would  require  a  licence  obtainable  from  the  local  office 
of  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities. 

Fort  (4/11)  is  a  life  director  of  and  a  shareholder  in 
a  company  which  owns  retail  chemists'  shops,  and  is  a 
registered  superintendent  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  The 
business  is  run  under  his  control  and  he  spends  a  great 
deal  of  his  time  in  the  shops,  where  he  often  works  after 
closing  hours  at  night  and  on  the  weekly  early-closing 
day.  Is  he  regarded  as  an  employer  or  as  an  assistant 
for  the  purposes  of  the  Shops  Acts  ?  [In  our  view 
"  Fort  "  is  not  an  assistant  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Shops  Acts.  A  shop  assistant  is  denned  by  the  Acts  as 
one  who  is  "  wholly  or  mainly  employed  in  a  shop  in 
connection  with  the  serving  of  customers  or  the  receipt 
of  orders  or  the  despatch  of  goods."  Although  "  Fort  " 
may  spend  part  of  his  time  in  performing  those  services, 
his  main  occupation  is,  no  doubt,  work  of  a  managerial 
and  administrative  character.  His  position  is,  in  effect, 
that  of  an  employer.] 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries 

When  samples  are  sent  particulars  should  be  supplied  to  us 
as  to  their  origin,  what  they  are,  what  they  are  used  for 
and  how.  We  do  not  undertake  to  analyse  and  report 
upon  proprietary  articles  nor  to  publish  supposed 
formulas  for  them. 

K.  B.  (20/10). — The  uses  of  chemicals. — The  books 
published  in  England  dealing  with  the  industrial  uses  of 
drugs  and  chemicals  on  the  lines  you  indicate  are  : — 
Argle's  "  Chemicals  and  Industrial  Materials  with  their 
Commercial  Uses  "  (39  Corporation  Street,  Birmingham)  ; 
Gardner's  "  Chemical  Synonyms  and  Trade  Names  " 
(Lockwood  &  Son,  25s.)  ,  Osborne's  "  Dictionary  of 
Natural  Commodities  "  (Wilson,  5s.).  The  first  one  is 
the  only  one  which  approaches  your  requirements. 

W.  S.  (21/10). — Window-cleaning  preparations. — 
These  consist  of  elutriated  Kieselguhr  made  into  a  paste 
with  solution  of  soap  or  glycerin.  It  can  be  perfumed 
with  nitrobenzene  if  needed.  The  trace  of  glycerin  lefi 
on  the  g^ass  is  supposed  to  have  the  property  of  pre- 
venting the  condensation  of  water  on  the  glass. 

W.  R.  (21/10).— Stocktaking. — The  introduction  to  the 
G.  &  D.  Stocktaking  Sheets  gives  a  summary  of  a  simple 
method  of  stocktaking.  The  pad  of  sheets  costs  2s.  6d., 
post  free. 

Fizz  (21/10). — The  average  gross  profit  on  National 
Health  insurance  work  is  50  per  cent.,  which  probably 
yields  an  average  of  12^  per  cent.  net.  In  these  circum- 
stances you  could  arrange  a  2g  per  cent,  bonus,  that  is, 
assuming  the  manager's  salary  is  on  the  normal  basis. 

W.  <£•  S.  (21/10). — Supply  of  methylated  spirit. — It  is 
not  possible  to  obtain  uncoloured  methylated  spirit  for  use 
in  ear-drops.  As  the  spirit  contains  pyridine  it  is  most 
unsuitable  for  use  in  the  ear.  Hospitals  obtain  industrial 
spirit  under  safeguards,  but  chemists  are  not  allowed  to 
obtain  it  for  general  use. 

F.  E.  M.  (22/10).— "  Dyer's  Cordial"  is  evidently  a 
corruption  of  diascordium,  a  very  old  remedy,  which  be- 
came a  popular  opiate  in  the  eighteenth  century.  It  was 
originally  a  confection  containing  many  ingredients,  but 
syr.  papav.  alb.,  with  or  without  the  addition  of  ess. 
menth.  pip.,  is  now  supplied. 

W.  <b  Co.  (29/10). — Preservative  in  coffee  essence. 
— There  is  at  present  no  definite  limit  to  the  amount  of 
preservative  that  may  be  used  in  coffee  extract,  but 
the  recently  publ:shed  report  on  preservatives  recom- 
mends that  the  amouivfof  benzoic  acid  in  coffee  extract 
be  limited  to  3  grains  per  lb.

Austria. — In  Austria  the  monopoly  system  oi  pharmacy 
is  in  force,  that  is  to  say,  the  number  of  .pharmacies 
is  strictly  limited  in  a  ratio  of  about  one  business  for 
every  12,000  inhabitants;  for  a  population  of  6,526,661 
there  are  551  public  pharmacies,  of  which  202  are  in 
Vienna.  There  are  at  present  two  categories  of  pharma- 
cies: those  established  prior  to  1906  are  the  absolute 
property  of  their  owner,  and  are  negotiable,  whereby 
the  goodwill,  in  view  of  the  privileged  position  the  owner 
enjoys,  represents  usually  a  very  high  sum.  The  businesses 
created  since  1906  are  personal  concessions,  that  is  to 
say,  the  right  to  open  a  new  pharmacy,  or  to  take  over 
an  existing  concession,  is  granted  in  open  competition, 
and  on  the  concessionnaire's  death  the  right  to  continue 
the  business  reverts  to  the  State;  only  the  house,  land, 
fittings  and  stock  are  the  property  of  the  concessionnaire. 
There,  is  a  waiting  period  of  at  least  fifteen  years  after 
passing  the  State  examination  before  there  is  any  prospect 
of  successfully  competing  for  a  concession.  To  enter  the 
profession,  the  Matriculation  certificate  is  required, 
whereupon  the  candidate  passes  direct  from  school  to  the 
university,  where  he  spends  three  years.  The  university 
curriculum  includes  the  following  subjects:  Physics, 
botany,  experimental  chemistry,  pharmaceutical  chemistry, 
pharmacognostics,  bacteriology,  toxicology,  practical 
pharmacy,  and  instruction  in  first-aid.  On  passing  the 
two  examinations  provided  at  the  end  of  this  course  of 
study,  the  candidate  receives  the  academical  degree  of  a 
Master  of  Pharmacy,  and  id  a  fully-qualified  pharmacist. 
To  obtain  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Pharmacy  an  addi- 
tional year's  study  is  required,  and  the  candidate  has  to 
present  a  thesis,  choosing  a  subject  dealing  with  chemis- 
try, pharmacognostics  or  botany.  The  '  Austrian 
Pharmacopoeia,  of  which  the  last  (eighth)  edition  appeared 
in  1906,  is  in  Latin.  The  pharmacist  holds  the  monopoly 
of  the  sale  of  all  preparations  used  as  remedial  agents. 
Prices  are  charged  according  to  an  official  drug  tariff. 
One  of  the  features  of  Austrian  pharmacy  is  the 
existence  since  1908  of  a  salary  fund — the  assistants' 
salaries  are  paid  out  of  a  central  fund  to  which  all 
owners  contribute  according  to  a  definite  scale.  The 
manufacture,  importation  and  sale  of  pharmaceutical 
specialities  is  regulated  by  an  Order  promulgated  in  1920 
(C.  £  D.,  I,  1921,  index  folio  426),  which  introduced  a 
system  of  registration.  The  principal  stipulations  are 
briefly  as  follows :  Before  placing  a  proprietary  pharma- 
ceutical preparation  on  the  Austrian  market  the  manufac- 
turer— or  in  the  case  of  foreign  proprietary  preparations, 
the  accredited  representative  in  Austria  who  must  be  an 
Austrian  pharmacist  in  business  and  who  bears  full 
responsibility — is  required  to  submit  an  application  to 
the  Minister  for  Social  Administration,  giving  full  infor- 
mation concerning  the  preparation,  its  composition  and 
manufacture.  The  label  must  bear  the  following  state- 
ments :  Name  of  preparation ;  name  of  the  manufacturer 
and  of  the  Austrian  depot ;  enumeration  of  the  ingredients, 
and  in  the  case  of  heroic  drugs  the  amounts  of  the  latter; 
simple  directions  for  use;  the  registration  number; 
whether  the  preparation  may  be  delivered  only  on 
prescription.  The  application  must  bear  a  revenue  stamp 
of  the  value  of  15,000  crowns,  each  enclosure  a  2,000- 
crown  stamp,  while  the  actual  certificate  of  registration 
costs  200,000  crowns.  Preparations  put  up  by  pharma- 
cists for  sale  only  in  their  own  business,  and  which  are 
not  publicly  advertised  or-  sent  out  by  post,  are  exempted 
from  registration. 

Average. — In  maritime  law  the  term  average  is  used  to 
signify  loss.    Average   is   either  general  or  particular. 


General  average  arises  when  part  of  a  ship  or  cargo  is 
sacrificed  in  time  of  danger  for  the  safety  of  the  whole. 
In  that  event,  the  loss  does  not  fall  entirely  upon  the 
owner  of  the  property  sacrificed  for  the  general  good, 
but  is  distributed  among  the  various  owners  of  ship  and 
cargo  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  property  owned 
by  each.  Thus,  if  in  order  to  save  a  vessel  from  disaster 
part  of  the  cargo  is  jettisoned  or  the  masts  are  cut  away, 
the  loss  must  be  borne  rateably  by  all  who  have  an 
interest  in  the  ship  and  cargo.  The  contributions  made 
by  the  owners  of  the  rest  of  the  property  involved  to 
indemnify  the  owner  of  the  part  actually  sacrificed  are 
known  as  general  average  contributions.  A  loss  which 
occurs  in  any  other  circumstances  is  called  a  particular 
average  loss,  and  must  be  borne  solely  by  the  owner  of 
the  goods  actually  affected.  For  example,  a  loss  resulting 
from  damage  by  sea  water  or  other  perils  of  the  sea 
falls  upon  the  owners  of  the  property  injured.  Policies 
of  marine  insurance  often  contain  special  clauses  with 
regard  to  average.  In  fire  insurance,  if  property  insured 
is  partially  destroyed,  the  assured  can  recover  the  whole 
of  his  loss  up  to  the  full  amount  insured,  even  if  the 
amount  insured  is  less  than  the  value  of  the  property 
insured.  In  order  to  protect  themselves  against  having 
to  pay  the  whole  sum  for  a  partial  loss,  insurers  often 
insert  in  their  policies  an  *•  average  clause,"  the  effect  of 
which  is  that  the  assured  can  recover  only  such  a  pro- 
portion-of  his  loss  as  the  sum  insured  bears  to  the  value 
of  the  whole  property  covered  by  the  policy. 

Averages,  Law  of,  refers  to  chance  or  probability.  The 
algebraic  method  of  expressing  the  probability  of  an 
event  which  can  happen  in  one  way  (a)  and  fail  in 
another  (b)  is  given  by  the  fractions  a(a+b)  for  occur- 
rence and  b(a+b)  for  failure.  For  events  likely  to  occur 
or  fail  equally  (as  in  tossing  a  coin  for  head  or  tail) 
the  two  fractions  will  be  equal  (or  ^),  but  the  probability 
is  less  according  to  b  is  less  than  a.  Thus  the  likelihood 
of  drawing  haphazard  a  black  ball  from  a  bag  containing 
five  whites  and  one  black  ball  is  only  £  (one  in  six), 
whereas  it  is  £  (five  to  six)  in  favour  of  obtaining  a 
white  ball.  Note  in  both  cases  that  the  two  fractions 
make  unity.  The  less  the  proportion  of  b  the  nearer 
the  fraction  of  a(a-\-b)  approaches  to  unity,  which  in 
the  limit  corresponds  to  certainty  when  b  vanishes  com- 
pletely. Mathematical  accuracy  assumes  the  trials  are 
sufficiently  extended,  i.e.,  the  law  of  averages  operates 
in  the  long  run  only.  The  success  of  life  assurance 
is  based  upon  statistics  of  death  extending  over  many 
years.  Many  great  generalisations  in  physics  and 
chemistry,  like  the  gas  laws  and  Avogadro's  hypothesis, 
are  statistical  effects  obtained  by  the  operations  of  the 
laws  of  averages  with  enormous  numbers  of  molecules. 
The  law  of  averages  can  be  extended  to  probability  of 
events  occurring  simultaneously,  being  the  product  of  the 
separate  probabilities.  The  law  of  averages  is  apt  to  be 
misleading  in  practice  because  the  operations  or  period 
is  not  sufficiently  extended.  This  is  seen  in  the  lure  of 
the  gambler,  who  feels  sure  he  will  get  his  own  back 
eventually,  though  the  chances  are  weighted  against  him 
by  including  a  zero. 

Avoid. — Legal  term  meaning  to  invalidate  or  to  make 
void.  Applied  to  trade-marks  which  were  taken  off  the 
Register  of  Trade-marks  during  the  war,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Patents,  Designs  and  Trade-marks  (Tem- 
porary Rules)  Act,  1914. 

Avoirdupois  weight  is  based  upon  the  Imperial  standard 
pound  (a  platinum  cylinder  preserved  at  the  Standards 
office  of  the  Board  of  Trade),  which  weighs  7,000  grains.

Baby  Management,  Books  on. — The  following  is  a 
selected  list  of  books  on  the  care  of  infants  and  young 
children  :— "  Mother  and  Child,"  by  E.  P.  Davis  "(1921, 
Lippincott  Co.,  12s.

6d.)  ;  "  Nutri- 
tion of  the  Infant,"  by  R.  H.  Vincent  (1913,  Bailliere, 
10s.  6d.). 

Baby  Soothers,  Medical  Opinion. — The  utility  of  india- 
rubber  soothers  as  an  adjunct  in  the  care  of  infants  has 
of  late  years  been  challenged  from  time  to  time  by 
medical  men  and  others  interested  in  hygiene.  Thus,  in 
1913,  discussions  were  reported  in  The  Chemist  and 
Druggist  from  London  and  provincial  areas,  and  even 
from  a  town  so  distant  as  Johannesburg.  On  the  one  hand, 
it  was  contended  that  soothers  collect  objectionable  germs 
and  favour  the  formation  of  adenoids;  on  the  other  hand, 
it  was  urged  that  adenoids  were  found  in  children  who 
had  never  used  a  soother,  that  the  use  of  one  assists  in 
ensuring  correct  breathing,  that  a  young  child  will  suck 
its  fingers  or  any  small  object  in  the  absence  of  a  Boother, 
and  that  the  quiet  obtained  by  its  use  has  a  beneficial 
effect  on  the  mother.  The  French  Academy  of  Medicine, 
at  its  sitting  of  July  17,  1923,  passed  a  resolution  calling 
on  the  government  to  extend  a  prohibition  already  in 
force  in  respect  of  feeding  bottles  with  rubber  tubing 
to  the  sale  of  soothers.  The  matter  is  under  considera- 
tion, and  a  Bill  may  be  presented  shortly  to  the  Chamber 
of  Deputies. 

Backwardation. — A  Stock  Exchange  dealer  agreeing  to 
sell  certain  .stock  which  he  does  not  possess  may,  if  the 
price  rises  before  account  day,  find  a  prospect  of  loss. 
The  bargain  is  not  to  deliver,  but  to  pay  the  difference 
between  the  price  agreed  for  sale  and  the  price  to  which 
it  has  risen.  In  the  hope  that  the. price  will  fall  before 
next  account  day  he  pays  to  the  purchaser  a  certain  rate 
of  interest  in  order  to  allow  deferment  of  delivery  of  stock 
or,  more  accurately,  payment  of  the  difference  of  price. 
This  payment  of  interest,  termed  "  backwardation,"  is 
paid  by  the  "  bears."  Deferment  of  delivery  is  called 
"  carrying  over." 

Bacteria  by  Post. — Deleterious  liquids  or  substances, 
though  otherwise  prohibited  from  transmission  by  post, 
may  be  sent  for  medical  examination  or  analysis  to  a 
recognised  medical  laboratory  or  institute,  whether  or  not 
belonging  to  a  public  health  authority,  or  to  a  qualified 
medical  practitioner  or  veterinary  surgeon  within  the 
United  Kingdom  by  letter  post,  and  on  no  account  by 
fared  post,  under  the  following  conditions  : — Any  such 
liquid  or  substance  must  be  enclosed  .  in  a  receptacle, 
hei'metically  sealed  or  otherwise  securely  closed,  which 
receptacle  must  itself  be  placed  in  a  strong  wooden, 
leather  or  metal  case  in  such  a  way  that  it  cannot 
shift  about,  and  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  some  absor- 
bent material  (such  as  sawdust  or  cotton  wool)  so  packed 
about  the  receptacle  as  absolutely  to  prevent  any  possible 


leakage  from  the  package  in  the  event  of  damage  to 
the  receptacle.  The  packet  so  made  up  must  be  con- 
spicuously marked  "  Fragile,  with  care,"  and  bear  the 
words  "  Pathological  Specimen."  Any  packet  of  the  kind 
found  in  the  oarcel  post,  or  found  in  the  letter  post  not 
packed  and  marked  as  directed,  will  be  at  once  stopped 
and  destroyed  with  all  its  wrappings  and  enclosures. 
Further,  any  person  who  sends  by  post  a  deleterious  liquid 
or  substance  for  medical  examination  or  analysis  other- 
wise than  as  provided  by  these  regulations  is  liable  to 
prosecution.  If  receptacles  are  supplied  by  a  laboratory 
or  institute,  they  should  be  submitted  to  the  Secretary, 
General  Post  Office,  in  order  to  ascertain  whether  they 
are  regarded  as  complying  with  the  regulations. 

Bacteriology,  Training  in.— The  importance  of  bac- 
teriology is  receiving  scholastic  recognition  in  many 
quarters.  The  calendar  of  the  University  of  London 
gives  a  list  of  teachers  of  this  subject,  most  of  whom 
are  connected  with  a  hospital.  The  University  of  Man- 
chester grants  a  diploma  in  bacteriology  after  graduation 
in  science  or  medicine,  one  of  the  conditions  being  a 
year's  study.  The  University  of  Liverpool  includes  bac- 
teriology in  the  list  of  honours  subjects  in  the  B.Sc. 
degree.  The  Faculty  of  Science  of  Edinburgh  University 
provides  courses  in  bacteriological  work  (fees,  from 
£4  14s.  6d.  to  £15  15s.)  ;  and  Bradford  Technical  College 
organises  a  course  in  the  bacteriological  laboratory  of 
the  city.  Names  of  practising  bacteriologists  are  given 
in  Kelly's  London  Directory. 

Bad  Debts,  Collecting.    See  Debt  Collecting. 

Badger  Hair. — The  hair  obtained  from  the  badger 
possesses  commercial  interest  in  the  manufacture  of  toilet 
brushware  on  account  of  its  softness  and  resiliency,  the 
latter  persisting  when  the  hair  is  wetted,  even  with  very 
hot  -  water.  Skins  of  Siberian  or  Northern  European 
origin  yield  the  best  hair,  that  from  British  skins  being 
of  very  fair  quality,  but  the  amount  available  is  limited. 
The  hair  on  each  skin  varies  considerably  in  length  and 
value,  that  along  the  middle  of  the  back  being  long 
and  of  the  beautiful  "  white  tip  "  variety.  This  gradually 
reduces  in  length  down  the  sides,  darkening  in  colour 
until  it  arrives  at  the  almost  black  "  flank  "  badger  hair, 
which  is  '  generally  used  in  tooth-brushes.  The  hair  is 
removed  either  by  cutting  or  by  a  depilatory,  and  is 
dressed  and  sorted  entirely  by  hand.  In  toilet  brush- 
ware  its  chief  value  is  for  the  manufacture  of  shaving- 
brushes,  for  which  there  is  nothing  to  equal  it.  The 
high  cost  of  this  material  leads  to  extensive  adultera- 
tion, and  even  in  some  cases  imitation  devoid  of  any 
admixture  of  genuine  hair.  The  chief  adulterants  are  goat 
hair,  ox  hair,  horse  hair,  bristle  and  skunk  hair.  The  first 
three  are  most  easily  detected  by  wetting,  as  in  this 
condition  they  are  merely  flabby,  not  possessing  the 
resiliency  of  the  genuine  badger  hair.  Bristle  can  usually 
be  detected  by  the  forked  ends  of  the  individual  hairs, 
and  skunk  by  its  colour  and  its  characteristic  odour. 
A  good  lens  is  a  valuable  adjunct  in  examination  as 
badger  hair  is  very  symmetrical,  and  tapers  down  to  a 
fine  point ;  admixtures  have  either  a  cut-off  end,  forked 
end,  irregular  outline,  or  the  characteristic  graduated 
colour  is  absent.  A  brush  marked  "  real  badger  "  or 
"pure  badger"  should  consist  of  that  hair  and  nothing 
else  (O.  <fc  D.,  II.  1921,  p.  194).  Apart  from  a  question  of 
commercial  morality,  this  is  a  fortunate  provision,  as  the 
badger  is  not  subject  to  anthrax,  whilst  three  of  its  most 
common  substitutes  are  distinctly  open  to  suspicion,  goat 
hair  in  particular.  Mixed  brushes  are  generally  marketed 
under  the  style  of  "badger  and  hair,"  a  mixture  of 
badger  hair  and  bristle  in  about  equal  proportions  making 
a  fine,  hard-wearing  brush.  Here  again  both  the  animal 
sources  are  free  from  any  liability  to  anthrax.
